Ward Three 
Republicans 
Stand By 

the Mayor 


The Republieans of Ward Three turned 
out in large numbers Tuesday evening 
at Malnati hall at a meeting called by 
the Ward Committee to select candidates 
for the City Council and to endorse the 
candidacy of Mayor Thompson. 

If there was any doubt how the citi- 
zeus of the Mayor's own ward felt 
toward him, it was dispelled at this 
meeting. They not only endorsed his 
acts during the past year but by a rising 
vote and three cheers long and loud 


pledged their hearty smpport at the 
coming Municipal election. 
Representative Nicoll opened the 


meeting, and said it was called to give 
the voters an opportunity to express 
their preference for candidates. The 
meeting then organized with Alexander 
Clark as chairman and Oscar Friske as 
secretary. 

In response to a request from Council- 
man Spargo, Thompson spoke 
briefly. He was only too glad at any 
time to have an opportunity to speak to 
the citizens of Ward Three. For many 
voters had assembled at simi- 
lar meetings and had given expression 
as to who shonld represent them in the 
City Council. It was far more prefera- 
ble to come here and give expressions 
than for msnto put themselves for- 
ward. Personally he never wanted any- 
thing better than tbe endorsement of 
the citizens of Ward Tiree ip a meeting 
of this kind. Such endorsement 
counts for a great deal. 

Councilman Piper said it 
to have a citizen of Ward 
Three as Mayor. He had filled the of- 
in a just; able, fearless and con- 
scientious manner. He felt the meet- 
ing would endorse his acts during the 
past year and would endorse his candi- 
dacy for another year and he so moved. 

A dozen voices were beard to second 
the motion which was passed unani- 
mously by arising vote followed by 
three cheers.

Councilman Piper said he had served

He wished to thank the voters for their 
endorsement. Every year his vote hac 
been larger and he appreciated it.

Councilman Savage said he was nota 
public speaker. He wished, however, 
to thank the voters for the support they 
had given him. He had always done 
the best he could for the interest of the 
ward, 

Representative Nicoll when called 
upon said: You know I am all done. 
Of course I am sorry. When you are in 
politics you have got to be prepared for 
these things, Thatis the way I take 
it. Weallremember a year ago, we 
named a man for mayor and were suc- 
cessful in electing him after a strong 
campaign, There is no reason why we 
can not do the same thing this year. 

The Mayor has been upright and 
above board. There is nothing else for 
us to do but to go to the polls, stand by 
and work for him. If we bury oar 
differences we can beat anything in the 
city. He urged the voters to throw over 
any little personal feelings and work 
for the ward candidates. Our Mayor 
has filled the bill from A to Z, and will 
win again. 

Julius Johnson of the board of 
Assessors could endorse all that had 
been said about the administration. 
There bad been no year when the 
citizens received so much for the 
money expended as this year. H 
hoped the voters of Ward Three would 
endorse the Mayor heartily. 

John CU. Murray was glad the meet- 
ing bad endorsed Mayor Thompson, and 
Ward Three should congratulate itself. 
He has given us a good clean adminis- 
tration and pleased the majority.. Ward 
Three should stand by him toa man. 
We should line up to geta little larger 
majority than last year. 

The meeting then proceeded to nom- 
inate candidates for the caucuses as fol- 
lows :

In reply toa question by a voter, 
Mayor Thompson said the school ques- 
tion comes home to everyone. It was 
the city’s intention to give its children 
the best education possible. The at- 
tendance at the High school is above 
the average of other cities in the com- 
monwealth according to the population. 
Our charter divides the authority into 
three departments. The executive, 
legislative and school committee. The 
executive can only execute when ordered 
by the City Council. They appropriate 
every dollar. No debt can be incurred 
or no money expended excspt by their 
order, and the borrowing of money re- 
quires a two-thirds’ vote of the City 
Council, 

The School Committee have control 
over the schools. The charter says no 
appropriation shall be made for school 
buildings without the approval of the 
School Committee. 

The High school question has been 
pending four years. Three months 
after the matter was referred to the 
executive this year, six sets of plans 
were presented for the approval of the 
School Board, one of which has been 
approved, and an order appropriating 
money for its construction is now on its 
passage in the City Council, This plan 
gives accommodation for about 1,000 
pupils, at an estimated cost of about 
$113,000. 

John L. Miller spoke on the school 
question, and said that for the children’s 
sake differences had been thrown aside, 
and the School Committee had united on 
the plan presented to the City Council. 

The meeting then adjourned.

Defeat a 
Heavier Team 
And Also 
Shut Them Out 


Again has Quincy High proved itself 
the superior of another Boston team; 
and that team is supposed to be one 
of the strongest inter-scholastic ag- 
gregations in greater Roston. Quincy 
got ‘‘the jump” on their opponents, 
threw the opposing line back; crushed 
the offense before it started, scattered 
the defense to the four winds, and 
completed an overwhelming victory 
without the least ‘‘dirty’’ football on 
their part. 

The way tbat they hauled the runner 
along after he was ‘‘nailed,’’ the 
brilliant rushing and tackling, brought 
ringing cheers time and time again 
from the crowd of the ‘ ‘red and blue. ’’ 
It was a fine example of organized 
attack and defense against a heavier 
team. 

There were fewer disputes and less 
time taken out than on other occasions. 
This together with the fact that the 
crowd was kept back to tbe sidelines 
ina very eflicient manner by Officer 
Goodhue made this the most interest- 
ing game played here this season. 

GAME IN DETAIL. 

Quincy kicked off to Ballou and 
Hobigand and got the ball immediately 
on downs; the visitors not being able 
to advance the five yards. Then Quincy 
began its attack. It was a smushing, 
irresistable, ever advancing, series of 
plunges and tackle around tackle plays, 
which scored the first touchdown in 
short order; Arthur carrying the ball 
over. 

B. and H. then kicked off to Bass, 
who carried the ball twenty yards be- 
fore being downed. Then the attack 
commenced again, Commins, ‘Moody 
and Arthur doing the bulk of the work. 
In ten straight plunges they carried the 
ball from their 25-yard line to B. and 
H’s, 30-yard line. Here Sanders dis- 
tinguished himself by scoring a touch- 
down by a splendidly executed double 
pass around left end. 

B. and H. kicked off to Quincy and 
Nichols ran the ball back twenty yards. 
Here on the next play he showed his 
splendid head work by giving the 
signal for a punt. Fallon went back 
and got off his punt in spite of a poor 
pass. The quarter-back fumbled and 
Nichols fell on it, making a clear gain 
of thirty yards, putting them on the 
visitors’ 40-yard line. This was soon 
reduced by simple tandem plunges 
which tore through the line as though 
shot out of a catapult. Sanders was 
pushed over for the third touchdown. 

Score, —20 to 0. 

In the second half, B. and H. kicked 
to Bass who tried a double pass with 
Aithur but as the ball did not go any- 
where near him, the trick did not 
work. Nichols then signaled for a 
fake punt by which Fallon gained six 
yards. On the next two plays Quincy 
made their only failure to advance the 
ball and Fallon went back and drove 
the ball forty yards. The quarterback 
of the visitors again fumbled, but as ho 
recovered it Quincy lost another chance 
to score. Ona quarterback run around 
Quincy’s right end, B. and H. made 
the only ‘‘first down’ in the whole 
game. Quincy then got the ball on a 
blocked punt by ‘‘Babe’’ Badger, who 
brushed his man aside like a piece of 
straw and was on the fullback before he 
knew it. Nichols made twenty yards 
on a quarterback run asing his free 
hand effectively in protecting himself 
from tackles, Then. Sanders rusbed 
around left end for fifteen yards. Bass 
followed with five more and Commins 
ended the scoring by taking the ball 
ten yards for the last touchdown. 

The only weak point that Quincy had 
was in kicking goals Fallon and Lupton 
each failing to kick any. In goal kick- 
ing Quincy should have one of their 
heaviest men do it all the time, as big 
men are the most sure. $

Old Friends Each Say They 
Got the Worst of It 


THE PLYMPTON HEARING 


Testimony That the Actor Was 
Found on Lawn Badly Used 
Up--Martin Not Quite Certain 
What Happened 


Plymouth, Mass., Nov. 1.—After an 
all-day hearing before Judge Osborne, 
Eben Plympton, the actor, who is 
charged with the attempted murder of 
his friend and companion, George Mar- 
tin, was held until next Monday, when 
the judge will announce his decision 
in the case. Judge Osborne said that 


he thought the matter was out of his 
jurisdiction, but he announced that on 
Monday next he would reduce the 
amount of Plympton’s bail from $5000 
to $1000. 

The courtroom was crowded through- 
out the hearing. Only four witnesses 
were examined. Wallace H. Bonney, 
Harry B. Blanchard and Martin were 
called by the government, while Plymp- 
ton was the only witness for the de- 
fense. 

Bonney and Blanchard gave _ testi- 
mony regarding the conditions at 
Plympton’s home in Kingston on the 
night of Sept. 13, when the assault took 
place. They said that they found 
Plympton lying on the lawn in front 
of his house and that he appeared to 
have been used roughly. They took 
him into the house, washed him and 
arranged his disordered clothing. 
While they were there, they testified, 
Plympton threatened to kill Martin. 

George Martin, the victim of the as- 
sault, told the court that he and Plymp- 
ton had always been upon the best of 
terms. He said that he had not a clear 
recollection of what happened on the 
night of Sept. 13. “We had a few 
words and a few blows,” said Martin, 
“and I got most of the blows. I don’t 
remember what the words were. Mr. 
Plympton and I have been close friends 
for years, and I do not believe that 
he meant to harm me.” 

Martin’s testimony closed the gov- 
ernment’s case, and Plympton took 
the stand in his own defense. The ac- 
tor said that he and Martin had been 
drinking on the day the assault took 
place. They drove over to Kingston 
village, where Plympton made some 
purchases. Martin objected to wait- 
ing and drove home alone. Plympton 
had to walk to his house, several miles 
away: When he reached home he was 
angry, he said, and after a few words 
with Martin, the two men came to 
blows, Plympton, according to his own 
story, getting the worst of it. It was 
after this quarrel that Blanchard and 
Bonney found Plympton on the lawn. 
Later in the evening, Plympton said, 
he and Martin engaged in another 
quarrel and, fearing that Martin would 
kill him, Plympton struck Martin with 
a plece of wood which he had picked 
up while trying to get out of Martin’s 
way. 

Plympton closed his testimony by 
stating that he had cared for Martin 
as best he could, and that the latter 
came to Plympton’s house as soon as 
he was released from the hospital and 
is now a member of Plympton’s house- 
hold. 


Not After Philippine “Snaps” # 
Washington, Nov. 1.—Having occa- 
sion to secure 25 additional officers for 
the Philippine constabulary, the places 
paying $1100 a year to begin with, 100 
state military institutes and agricul- 
tural colleges were invited to name 
candidates for the places from among 
their graduates. Less than 20 applica- 
tions were received, the faculty of the 
colleges attributing the lack of interest 
to the fact that their graduates were 
in great demand in the business world. 


To Remain in Public Service 

Washington, Noy. 1.—Charles H. 
Darling has retired from the office of 
assistant secretary of the navy, which 
post he has held since Dec. 16, 1901. 
He will be succeeded by Truman H. 
Newberry of Detroit, who took the oath 
of office today. Darling has served 
under Secretaries Long, Moody, Mor- 
ton and Bonaparte. President Roose- 
velt is to appoint Darling collector of 
customs at the port of Burlington, Vt. 


Infernal Machine In Tenement House 

New York, Nov. 1.—Twenty-five 
families in a tenement on Leroy street 
were thrown into a panic late last night 
when a dynamite bomb with a fuse 
lighted was found in a hallway on the 
second floor. John Skelly, a watch- 
man, prevented an explosion by sever- 
ing the fuse, which, by that time, was 
within an inch of the bomb. A police- 
man carried the infernal machine to a 
station house. 


Heid For $100,000 Embezziement 
San Francisco, Nov. 1.—Adolph 


Aistraph was arrested here on the 


charge of embezzling $100,000 while 
he was in the employ of the imperial 
maritime customs service at Hankow.

The doctor then 
dismembered the body and distributed | 
portions of it in two suit cases, which 
were subsequently found. 

The charge against the woman can 
only be one of manslaughter, while, 
according to Superintendent Pierce of 
the local force, it will be difficult to 
bring any charge against Nathan un- 
less he should be accused of concealing 
a crime. 

That both a woman and a man were 
with Miss Geary during her last hours 
or daya is believed to be shown by 
the physician’s certificate, which was 
sent to the manager of “The Shepherd 
King” company, ‘of which she and Na- 
than were members, giving an excuse 
for her absence. The certificate was 
written by a woman, while the address 
on the envelope was in a man’s hand- 
writing. 

Mrs. Geary, the mother of the nn- 
fortunate girl, accompanied by her 
daughter Evelyn, had a long conference 
with the Cambridge police officials, 
during which she denied that she knew 
of her daughter's trouble and ex- 
pressed her belief in Nathan's inno- 
cence. 

The Boston officials had several long 
conversations by telephone with two 
men who were sent to Pittsburg on 
Sunday to bring Nathan back. A dis- 
patch from that city to the effect that 
the Pittsburg authorities had stated 
that there would be an arrest here of a 
man and a woman Was shown Superin- 
tendent Pierce, who regretted that 
publicity had been given the statement, 
as he believed that it would defeat the 
ends of justice. 

With the exception of a few minor 
details, the police regard the suit case 
mystery as practically solved.

British Comment on Birth of 


Russian Freedom 


WITTE IS NOI TRUSTED 


Will Be Handicapped by Ex- 
tremists of Revolutionary and 
Beaurocratie Parties--Revolu- 
tion May Be Carried on to 
the Bitter End 
London, Noy. 1.—The tremendous 

difficulties of the task now facing 


Count Witte in the sudden birth of 
Russian freedom are fully recognized 


in the editorials and the special dis- 
patches from St. Petersburg in the 


London newspapers. Doubts, however, 


are freely expressed as to whether the 
count will prove strong enough or the 
Russian nation sufficiently self-con- 
trolled to surmount the labor involved 
in the growth of a new constitution. 
The Daily Telegraph, in an editorial, 
says: “An epoch has been reached in 
the fortunes of czardom corresponding 
to the fall of the bastile in the history 
of France; but there is a warning as 
well as an inspiration in the great 
parallel of the French revolution which, 
through impatience, was returned by 
anarchy, massacre and terror to a 
despotism mightier than the one it de- 
stroyed. Russia now'stands at the 
golden moment of constructive com- 
promise when everything depends upon 
controlling the forees which may 
otherwise sweep the empire into chaos. 
Let the leaders of Russian revolution 
remember the fate of the Girondists 
while they still have power to pause.” 


Other papers dilate on the text that 
the ezar’s charter of freedom has still 
to be translated into deeds, and com- 
ment on the difficulties which Witte 
is likely to encounter from the ex- 
tremists of the revolutionary and bu- 
reaucratie parties which, they say, are 
both likely to resist to the utmost any 
attempts at compromise and modera- 
tion. 

The St. Petersburg correspondent of 
The Morning Post points out that Witte 
is “only a liberal from expediency, is 
distrusted by all shades of popular 
political opinion, and is openly dis- 
liked by the aristrocrats.” The corre- 
spondent adds that “it has been re- 
marked that the count’s cabinet list is 
likely to be accepted by the emperor, 
as he could submit no names more dis- 
tasteful than his own.” 

The St. Petersburg correspondent of 
The Daily Telegraph, commenting on 
Tuesday’s demonstrations, says that 
“the blowing off of steam” may be a 
correct description of them, but that 
some give them a different name and 
are afraid that this revolution will be 
earried to the bitter end. The corre- 
spondent adds: “The socialists and 
reyolutionists on all sides, strong in 
their victory, declare their determina- 
tion to carry the struggle further, even 
should it end in a military dictatorship. 
The government will be compelled to 
resist all such demands as the forma- 
tion of a national militia, because it 
can have no guarantee that such a force 
would not be used in an attempt to 
overthrow the monarchy and establish 
a republic.” 

The Standard’s Warsaw correspond- 
ent says hundreds of railroad workers 
yesterday stormed the Peviak prison 
in an attempt to liberate a_ political 
prisoner, but the attempt was frus- 
trated, the troops firing and killing 
three and wounding many. 

The St. Petersburg correspondent of 
The Times says: “The constitution 
has come too late. It has satisfied no- 
body except the very moderate element, 
which is devoid of any influence upon 
Russia’s political evolution. The in- 
habitants of St. Petersburg, whose 
political education is vastly more ad- 
vanced that of those in the provinces, 
remain passively, if not actively, on 
the side of the revolutionaries. The 
manifesto is regarded as an avowal of

WHALERS IN DISTRESS 


Eleven Vessels, Poorly Provi- 
sioned, Hemmed In by Ice 
San Francisco, Noy. 2.—Eleven whal- 

ing vessels, comprising almost the en- 

tire fleet which sailed from this city, 
haye been caught in the Arctic ocean. 


They will not be able to get out until 
next July or August, and in the mean- 
time the crews of 440 men must face 
the hardships of a winter in the north. 

This news is conveyed in a telegram 
to Lewis Anderson and Ford & Co. of 
this eity. The telegram comes from 
Captain Bodfish of the steamer William 
Baylies, and states that only this vessel 
and the schooner Monterey were able 
to escape. The 11. vessels which were 
caught are the steamers Alexander, 
Beluga, Lowhead, Herman, Jeannette, 
Karluck, Narwhal and Thresher, and 
schooners Bonanza, Charles Hanson 
and Olga. 

Most of the vessels now in the ice 
left San Francisco last spring and are 
not provisioned for a stay in the Arctic. 
Unless the boats are heard from with- 
in a short time it will be concluded 
that there is no hope for their escape, 
and the government will be asked to 
send out a relief expedition to forward 
supplies to the imprisoned men.

Boston, Nov. 2.—Morris Nathan, who 
was brought here from Pittsburg in a 
state of neryous exhaustion, will be 
called upon to plead in the municipal 
court to a charge of procuring an illegal 
operation on Miss Susanna A. Geary, 
the suit case victim, and to whom Na- 
than was engeged. A further attempt 
will then be made to clear up the cir- 
cumstances regarding the death of the 
girl and the dismemberment of the 
body. 

The maximum penalty in this state 
for the crime with which Nathan is 
charged is 20 years and the minimum 
is 5 years. 

The young man was on the verge of 
a collapse throughout the 18 hours’ 
journey from Pittsburg, and when he 
finally reached police headquarters 
what little nervous energy remained 
left him completely. 

Nathan, who started from Pittsburg 
late Tuesday night in charge of two 
local officers, was met at Providence 
by Superintendent Pierce and Chief 
Inspector Watts of the Boston police 
and as soon as the state line had been 
crossed the formal warrant was served 
upon him. 

The party reached the South station 
at 4:15 o’clock yesterday afternoon. On 
the platform was a crowd curious to 
eatch a glimpse of the man who it 
was believed held the solution of a 
singularly mysterious case. Nathan 
shrank back as he looked down upon 
the hundreds of upturned faces and hid 
his own face when he saw a camera 
leveled at him. He was white and 
weak, and it was with difficulty that 
he reached a carriage only a few yards 
away. The drive to police headquar- 
ters occupied scarcely five minutes, but 
in that time what little nervous energy 
remained with Nathan ebbed rapidly 
and when Pemberton square was 
reached the final collapse came. 

The young man’s condition seemed so 
serious that a physician was hastily 
summoned and remained an hour or 
two. Nathan revived, but the officers 
heeded the advice of the doctor and did 
not attempt any searching inquiries. 
They are extremely anxious, however, 
to clear up a number of clouded points 
regarding the disappearance and death 
of Miss Geary, and they believe Na- 
than will be of considerable assistance 
in this work. 

Nathan was held at police headquar- 
ters for about two hours, while under 
treatment by the physician. He was 
revived sufficiently to take nourish- 
ment. It was decided not to question 
him, but to allow him to obtain all the 
rest possible in a detention cell. Na- 
than’s condition, however, took an un- 
favorable turn and he was removed to 
the city hospital. Two inspectors will 
remain at the hospital until he gains 
sufficient strength to leave the insti- 
tution. 

No attempt has been made to obtain 
bail. The police will not attempt to 
examine the young man until he is 
stronger and it is thought the pre- 
liminary hearing in court, set for today,

to the business. He also testified ‘that 
the tariff on hides increased the price 


| of domestic hides by the amount of the 
duty.” This duty is 15 per cent. As 
it does not go to the government, it 
must go to swell the profits of the 
beef trust.

Another mile was made in 19.27, while | 
the mean for the 12 runs the: 
course Was 18.93 knots an hour. 

The contract of the builders, 

Fore River Shipbuilding company, | 
called for a speed of 19 knots, and the 
showing made by the vessel, which is/ 
the largest American battleship in 
readiness for service, was most satis- 
factory, not only to the trial board, but 
to her builders. 

It was demonstrated by the trial 
that 125.75 revolutions would give the 
Rhode Island her contract speed of 19 
knots, and as something over 126 revo- 
lutions were attained during the runs, 
it is expected that in the four-hour en- 
durance test, which will be made in 
the run back to Boston, the contract 
speed will be reached without diffi- 
culty. 

The trial was made under fairly good 
conditions, the sea being quite smooth, 
although a stiff breeze from the north- 
west blew diagonally across the course, 
which runs about north and south. 

With her propellers making 120 revo- 
lutions a minute, the warship made the 
first mile in 1842. The speed was 
gradually increased until, at the fourth 
trial, with 126 revolutions, a speed of 
19.33 knots an hour, the maximum, was 
attained.

Crawford absolutely 
refused to say one word, although put 
through the third degree. 


IMPORTANT WITNESSES 


Men Under Arrest Will Be Con- 
fronted by Bostonians 

Boston, Noy. 3.—With three men un- 
der arrest, one of whom is said to have 
made a confession, and four important 
witnesses on their way to New York 
to confront two of the men in custody, 
the local authorities believe that they 
are within a measurable distance of a 
final solution of the dress suit case 
tragedy and the mystery surrounding 
the death of Miss Susanna Geary as 
the result of a criminal! operation. 

The men in custedy are Morris Na- 
than, to whom the girl was engaged, 
who was brought back from Pittsburg 
in a state of collapse; Dr. Lewis W. 
Crawford of this city, a son-in-law of 
“Mrs. Dr. Bishop,” who formerly con- 
ducted an office on Tremont street, and 
a man calling himself William How- 
ard. 

Crawford and Howard were arrested 
in New York late yesterday and one of 
them is said to have confessed to 
throwing the suit cases into the harbor. 

The fore witnesses who started for 
New York last night in charge of Chief 
Inspector Watts and Superintendent 
Pierce were Joseph Berkman and his 
partner, Louis Vilensky, proprietors of 
the Shawmut Loan company, Meyer 
Rubin, another pawnbroker, and 
Timothy Howard, a hack driver. Berk- 
man and Rubin claimed to have sold 
the suit cases in which the dismem- 
bered parts of the body were placed 
and thrown into the harbor, while 
Howard, the hackman, drove two men 
who carried two heavy suit cases to 
the Chelsea ferry. The police believe 
that the witnesses will be able to iden- 
tify Crawford and Howard an men 
who bought the suit cases andWecarried 
them to the ferry. 

The office of “Mrs. Dr. Bishop,” with 
which Crawford is said to have been 
connected, is situated on Tremont 
street, in the centre of the theatrical 
district. It was searched thoroughly 
by the police, but little of value was 
found. 

The police have been searching for 
Crawford ever since the arrest of Na- 
than in Pittsburg last Sunday night. 
He has been missing from his office 
here and it was not until yesterday that 
he was located in New York by Detec- 
tive Sergeant O’Brien of that city. 

At the same time a man giving his 
name as William Howard, but who is 
believed to be another physician, was 
taken into custody and is said to have 
confessed to throwing the sult cases 
and a hand satchel, in which portions 
of the girl's body were concealed, into 
the upper harbor. Two suit cases, in 
which were found various parts of the 
body, with the exception of the head, 
were discovered at different times 
floating in the harbor, one of them near 
Winthrop and the other at the mouth 
of the Charles river. The head has not 
yet been recovered. 

Nathan, who was in such a weakened 
condition, hysterically and mentally, 
upon his arrival Wednesday from Pitts- 
burg that he was taken to the city 
hospital for treatment, shows signs of 
improvement today. The police are 
anxious for him to regain his strength 
sufficiently to answer a number of 
questions regarding the case.

QUIETER AT THE CAPITAL 


Disturbanees In Other Parts of 
Empire Are as Bad as Ever-- 
Czar’s Manifesto Smacks of Old 
Bureaucra‘ic Regime 


London, Noy. 38.—Dispatches from 
Russia show that the abdication of the 
autocracy, in the granting of a constitu- 
tion for the empire, has not resulted in 
checking the hostile demonstrations 
against the government. Of course 
some of the rioting and bloodshed that 
is taking place bears no relation to the 
agitation for reform, but is the work 
of elements that have used the present 
crisis to further their own ends, such 
as the anti-Jewish riots for instance. 

But a considerable part of the tur- 
bulence is due to the revolutionary 
leaders who are now demanding the 

formation of a republic. Violent agita- 
tion for a republic will be met by brute 
force on the part of the government. 
Witte has retained Trepoff in power 
for the purpose of repressing further 
radical demonstrations. Today the 
prospects of the country quieting down 
are brighter. The strike in the capital 
has been called off, and the revolution- 
ists seem to realize that they have ac- 
complished all possible for the present. 

While the situation is better in St. 
| Petersburg, frightful scenes continue 

to be enacted in other parts of the ein- 
pire, especially in Odessa and War- 
saw. 

The details of the creation of a cabi- 
net under the imperial manifesto 
granting a constitution, as given out, 
have already aroused criticism as be- 
ing extremely complicated and smack- 
ing of the bureaucratic regime.

It Betrayed Whereabouts of an 
Alleged Blackmailer 

Boston, Nov. 3.—George Bentley, 23, 
of Huntington, L. I., who is suspected 
of being a member of the “Black 
Hand” gang which has _ terrorized 
wealthy residents of Huntington and 
vicinity by sending them blackmailing 
letters, was arrested at 92 Bowdoin 
street by Postoffice Inspector Snow. 

Two weeks ago the New York post- 
office inspectors secured evidence said 
to implicate Bentley with the “Black 
Hand.” Before they could arrest him, 
however, he disappeared. The Boston 
inspectors were notified and when a 
registered letter arrived for a George 
Bentley from Huntington, Snow ac- 
companied the carrier, who delivered 
the letter. 

As soon as Bentley signed for it he 
Was placed under arrest. “I suppose 
you want me for blackmail,” were the 
first words he is alleged to have de- 
clared. The letter was from his 
mother, who was sending him money to 
keep in hiding. She is said to be 
wealthy. 

Before Commissioner Fiske, Bentley 
pleaded guilty to a charge of using the 
mails for “a scheme or artifice to de 
fraud,” and expressed his willingness 
to go to New York without extradition 
papers.

Preme council of the Royal Arcanum 
from enforcing the assessment rates 
adopted at the convention last April 
and ratified in August. 

Those who are acting in the matter 
include residents of New York, Detroit, 
Paterson, N. J., and Providence, as 
well as several Massachusetts mem- 
bers. Their request was transmitted 
to the attorney general by Insurance 
Commissioner Cutting. Attorney Gen- 
eral Parker says: 

“The matter is before the attorney 
general’s department, but no decision 
has as yet been reached. The papers 
aré being given careful consideration 
and it cannot be stated at this time 
how long this will take. The work is 
being done as expeditiously as possible 
because of the importance of the case.” 

The question was brought before the 
Massachusetts officials because the 
Royal Arcanum was organized in this 
state in 1877, a charter having been 
granted on Noy. 5 of that year. The 
petitioning members contend that the 
action of the supreme council in adopt- 
ing the new rates is unreasonable, un- 
necessary, inequitable, unjust and _ il- 
legal, and for these reasons inoperative 
and void. They further submit that 
they have not assented to change in 
the bylaws adopted last April, and that 
the passing of these laws was beyond 
the powers of the supreme council and 
for this reason not binding.

Suit Case Mystery Will 


Speedily Solved 


A DOCTOR UNDER ARREST | 


Thought to Be the Man Who 
Dismembered the Body of 
Susan Geary--Begins to Look 


a Little Darker For Nathan 


Boston, Noy. 4.—A brief conyersa- 
tion by long distance telephone and the 
scene of developments in the famous 
suit case mystery shifted from New 
York back to Boston. As a result of 
the brief talk between Chief Inspector 
Watts of the Boston bureau of crim- 
inal investigation, who is now in New 
York, and Detective Captain Dugan at 
police headquarters here, Dr. Percy D. 
McLeod, a reputable physician of the 
Back Bay district, was arrested on the 
charge of performing an illegal opera- 
tion on Susan Geary, the Cambridge 
girl whose dismembered body was 
found in two suit cases in the waters 
of Boston harbor. 

Since a week ago last night, when 


the second suit case containing the 
limbs and the three rings which  re- 


sulted in identification was found, de- 
velopments have come thick and fast. 
While the authorities admit that other 
arrests may be expected soon, they say 
the case is practically completed and 
that it no longer remains a mystery. 

Through the confessions of Craw- 
ford and Howard, the two men arrested | 
in New York, the authorities received 
evidence which, in their opinion, war- 
ranted the arrest of McLeod. It is al-} 
leged that McLeod was called into the 
case after the first operation was per- 
formed in a Tremont street office, and 
that he performed a second operation 
of a desperate nature in a vain at- 
woman. Miss Geary failing to recover, 
it is alleged that McLeod, in an effort 
to conceal the crime, dismembered the 
body. These dismembered parts were 
placed in two dress suit cases and a 
small bag and, according to the confes- 
sions of Crawford and Howard, 
dropped by them into the harbor. 

| 

The police say that this nurse is the 
only person believed to have been in- 
volved in the operation and dismenr 
berment who has not been appre-. 
hended. This woman disappeared af- 
ter the first suit case was found and 
efforts made to locate her were un- 
availing nor could anything be gleaned 
regarding the course of her flight. 


So far the head, which was placed in 
a small bag weighted with shot, has 
not been found, but inasmuch as the 
police have been told approximately 
where it was dropped overboard it is 
believed that it will soon be recovered, 
thereby establishing beyond question 
the identity of the victim. The police 
boat Watchman dragged the harbor 
bottom along the path of the North 
ferry to East Boston, but the search 
thus far has been fruitless. 

Morris Nathan, the lover of the dead 
girl, who was arrested in Pittsburg 
last Sunday night and brought to this 
city in a state of collapse, is gradually 
recovering at the city hospital, where 
he was taken on his arrival here, but 
is not yet in a condition to be brought 
into court. Nathan will probably be 
arraigned on Monday. 

While at first the police were of the 
opinion that Nathan was not directly 
connected with the case, they now say 
that Nathan conducted the negotia- 
tions with the proprietors of the Tre- 
mont street establishment, the place 
with which Crawford was connected, 
and that he was fully aware of the re- 
sult of the operation upon the Geary 
girl. 

The police are directing their ener- 
gies toward locating another member 
of the band of alleged malpractitioners. 
While no statement forthcoming 
that an arrest will be made imme- 
diately, it is said that there will be 
other arrests in connection with the 
case. 

Following the arrest of McLeod, 
Captain Dugan sent out inspectors in 
search of a woman who is said to have 
been a nurse in the house where Miss 
Geary died. It is claimed that she 
was present at the second operation, 
alleged to have been performed by Mc- 
Leod, and knows the relations the doc- 
tor bore to the office where the dead 
girl underwent the original operation.

Date of Miss Geary’s Death 

New York, Nov. 4—Susan Geary, 
victim of the dress suit case tragedy, 
died at 3 o’clock in the morning of 
Sept. 19 at a house on Winthrop street, 
Roxbury. “I am a_ Catholic. Pray 
for me!” These were her last words. 
As she spoke them she drew her lJast 
breath. 


The facts concerning the commis- 
sion of the famous suit case were 


drawn from Louis Crawford and Wit- 
liam Howard under the examination of 
Chief Watts, Superintendent Pierce, 
Inspectors O’Brien and McCauley of | 
New York. 

From beginning to end the whole 
story of the crime was wrung from 
these two men and so revolting were 
the details that even the officers were 
horrified, and Watts was moved to| 
make the statement “that of al} cold- 
blooded, carefully planned, diabolical 
deeds, this case exceeds all in their ex- 
perience.” 

The full story of the affair is yet to 
be made public. Many features are 
Suppressed because one of the guilty 
ones is stil! at liberty.

Alleged Blackmailer Tried to 
Save Family From Disgrace 
Boston, Nov. 4.—Bentley Gerard, 23 

years old, scion of the weulthy Gerard 

family of New York and Huntington, 

L. 1., who was arrested here by Post- 

office Insbpector Snow, charged with 

sending bluckmailing letters to wealthy 
residents of Huntington, left last night 
for New York in charge of Deputy 

Marshals Ruhl and Truhart and Post- 

ottice Inspector Meyers. 

When Gerard was arrested he gave 
the name of George Bentley, hoping 
to shield his family from disgrace. 
Gerard is a descendant of the founder 
of the Hotel Gerard in New York. His 
mother at present owns the property 
and has also a fine country estate at 
Huntington. Young Gerard well 
educated and moved in good society. 

Inspector Meyers thinks that through 
Bohemian living and excessive cigaret 
smoking the young man fell an easy 
prey to stronger minds. Yesterday 
Gerard withdrew his plea of guilty and 
pleaded not guilty. He consented to 
go to New York, however, without ex- 
tradition papers.

Getting Printers From Engiand 

Winnipeg, Man., Nov. 4.—The Cana- 
dian Typothetae has begun to import 
printers from England to break the 
printers’ strike, the employers being 
unable to get printers in Canada to 
take the place of the strikers. Fifty- 
five men have left London for Canada. 
A member of the typothetae states that 
every week printers will be sent out 
from England until the required num- 
ber is secured. 


Chicago, Nov. 4.—Fire in the engine 
room of the Alhambra theatre last 
night, starting 30 minutes after the 
audience had been dismissed, created a 
panic among the guests of the Alham- 
bra hotel, which occupies the second 
and third floors of the theatre building.

The body of a boy found in the Blue 
Hills Reservation yesterday afternoon 
was positively identified this mornin 
as that of Eugene C. Cox, aged 16 years, 
of 80 Cotting street, Medford.

Dr. Jones upon examintng the body 
found a small red spot under each eye 
where the blood had settled. Beyond 
this there were no wounds or marks of 
discolorations. Dr. Jones said the 
boy had probably been dead three or 
four days. It was moved to Hall’s 
undertaking rooms. 

The police made inquiries of the 
police of Boston and surrounding towns 
but without success.

The Rhode Island Not In Shape 
to Make Required Speed 
Boston, Noy. 4.—The four hours’ en- 
durance run of the battleship Rhode 
Island, which successfully passed the 
official standardization tests off Rock- 


land, Me., was abandoned after a brief 
run on the way from Monhegan island 
to Boston light. The battleship arrived 
off Boston light late last night. 

The leaking condenser caused more 
trouble and after the ship had got well 
under way on her endurance run a 
quantity of salt water found its way in- 
to the boilers, The salt water, instead 
of being converted into steam, turned to 
foam. 

The standardization tests showed 
that an average of 125.75 revolutions of 
the propellers a minute was necessary 
to give the required contract speed of 
19 knots an hour. On the endurance 
run the maximum speed attained by 
the propellors was 124.1 revolutions a 
minute. When ft was seen that the 
required speed could not be made the 
trip was abandoned. The next official 
endurance trim! will be held in about 
10 days, the exact date not yet having 
been determined. 

Officers of the trial board say that | 
when the Rhode Island’s condensers 
are repaired and a few other minor re- 
pairs effected the battleship will un- 
doubtedly exceed her contract speed 
requirements.

Revolutionists Continue Their 


Excesses In Russia 


THOUSAND PEOPLE SLAIN 


Ten Thousand Reported Seri- | 


ously Wounded In Twenty- 
Four Hours--Jewish Quarters 
of Many Cities Given Over to 
Plunder, Rapine and Murder 


London, Néy. 4.—All 
patches still are suffering considerable 
telegraphic delay. The text of the 
amnesty ukase has not yet been pub- 
lished. It is expected that it will be 
today, but possibly its publication may 
be postponed until Sunday. All dis- 
patches received here go to confirm the 
continued seriousness of the situation 
throughout Russia, especially the anti- 
Jewish excesses. 

The Daily Mail’s Odessa correspond- 
ent reports that Kishineff has been 
absolutely destroyed by fire. He says 
that the three suburbs of Odessa, 
Persassyp, Zastava and Moldavanka, 
have been completely devastated. 

The Kieff correspondent of the same 
paper says that the British consulate 
has been riddled with bullets. The sit- 
uation there, he adds, however, is im- 
proving, but during the riots bands of 
rowdies stopped everybody in carriage 
or afoot and compelled all to prove 
they were not Jews before permitting 
them to go on. Women’s dresses were 
torn open to discover if they were wear- 
ing crosses. The British consul was 
stopped by soldiers with levelled rifles, 
who, however, was released, but per- 
mitted the mob to wreck the house of 
a wealthy Jew. Nearly all the houses 
and shops display ikons and other 
Christian emblams. 

The Daily Telegraph’s Odessa corre- 
spondent also reports Kishineff in 
flames. 

A dispatch to The Daily Mail from 
St. Petersburg reports the discovery of 
a plot. to massacre the Jews in that 
city. It is semi-officially 
says the correspondent, that at least 
1000 persons have been killed and 10,- 


000 seriously wounded in the leading | 


50 provincial towns of Russia in the 
last 24 hours and the death roll is still 
mounting. 


A Kieff dispatch, under date of Nov. | 
| 8, Says: 


“The Jewish quarter has been 
given over to plunder, rapine and mur- 
der ever since the czar announced the 
granting of a constitution. The ware- 
houses were looted and people robbed; 
incendiarism was indulged in, and 
many were killed. Acting Governor 
Karass again promised Jewish mer- 
chants that immediate and strong 
measures would be taken for their pro- 
tection, but the pillage assumed colos- 
sal proportions and the police and mili- 


| tary stood absolutely impassive, only 


firing upon persons who defended 
themselves against looters and on 
houses where Jews had fired on their 
assailants. While almost all the Jew- 
ish houses were laid in ruins, Christian 
establishments were untouched. Thou- 
sands of families have been ruined and 
the Theatre of Anatomy is filled with 
corpses.” 


Terribie Situation at Odessa 
Odessa, Noy. 4.—The peaceful popu- 
lation of this city is practically under 
a state of siege. Even the markets 
and restaurants are closed and it is im- 


possible to get bread or meat. The 
mob yesterday pillaged a number of 
Jewish shops and among others the 


biggest wholesale grocery. The riot- 
ers also burned three factories 
killed a physician and two assistants 
who were dressing wounds. 

Last evening the rioters pillaged the 
biggest drygoods store in the city. The 
loss in this case is estimated at $175,- 
000. A hardware store was also looted, 
involving a loss of $100,000. In addi- 
tion, 12 fur stores were sacked. The 
consulates and hotels are guarded by 
troops. 

Three railway stations have been 
burned between Odessa and Shmerin- 
ka, and the postal service has been 
suspended. Collisions between armed 
forces continued until late at night. 
Friday’s casualties are believed to have 
numbered about 500.

Widow Baumann’s Vow 
Moscow, Noy. 4.—The funeral of the

It is safe to say that nine-tenths of 
the people of Massachusetts want free 
coal. Free coal affects the interests 
of nearly all of our people and of all 
our industries. 
tional legislature for that which the 
prosperity of our state demands? 

The answer to this is a general one. 
It is asserted that the tariff on coal is 
a national question, and that as pa- 
triotic citizens we should suffer cheer- 
|fully in order that the greater num- 
ber of our coal friends in other states 
may have reasonable protection. But 
is this,so? Will free coal injure the 
coal interests of Ohio, Indiana, Penn- 
sylvania, West Virginia and Illinois? 
Our coal fields are in the interior of 
the country. By the operation of our 
tariff law the manufacturers of New 
England are placed at the mercy of 
the great railroad and mining inter- 
ests of the United States. These great 
interests can and do dictate the price 
of coal, to the detriment of all our 
citizens. In an ordinary year Canada 
buys from us nearly three times as 
much coal as we buy from her. Amer- 
ican manufacturers prefer American 
coal, and with free coal from Cape 
Breton there would be little danger 
of injury to the coal industry of our 
country. We should still use Ameri- 
can coal, but the railroad combine 
would lose its power to dictate prices. 
It is a notorious fact that the leading 
bituminous coal producers of the South 
and West are formulating a demand 
for the removal of the duty on coal 
between the United States and Canada. 
The balance of trade in coal would 
still be with the United States at the 
ratio of three to one. Our output of 
coal would be increased rather than 
reduced. As Canada has for 30 years 
fixed her coal duty at about the same 
rate fixed by the United States, it is 
probable that free coal in our sched- 
ules would result in free coal in Ca- 
nadian schedules. Because of the duty 
of 67 cents per ton we are at present 
paying nearly a dollar a ton more for 
our coal than we ought to pay. This 
dollar does not help the national gov- 
ernment at all, but goes to swell the 
profits of the coal barons of the coun- 
try. Free coal, then, would not re- 
duce the revenues of the national gov- 
jernment; it would aid every interest 
in Massachusetts and New England,

Identification of Suit Case Vic- 


tim Now Complete 


MARY DEAN IS MISSING 


—_—_—, 


Said to: Have Had Charge of 
House In Which Miss Geary 
Died--McLeod Gets $20,000 
Bail and Is Released 


Boston, Nov. 6.—With the recovery 
from the bottom of the harbor of a 
leather bag containing a head, believed 
to be that of Miss Susanna A. Geary, 
the suit case victim, and a message 
from New York that one of the men 
under arrest there had thrown the 
blame of the primary operation per- 
formed on the girl onto a woman and 
one of the men now in custody, the 
local police feel that they have well 
in hand the major details of what for 
weeks has been a very bafiling case. 

The police intimate that they have 
evidence to show that other similar 
cases have taken place in this city and 
that bodies of several of the victims 
have been disposed of secretly. 

When asked concerning the alleged 
confessions of Louis W. Crawford 
and William Howard, the New York 
prisoners, Chief Watts of the Boston 
bureau of criminal investigation said: 

“All I will say is that the confession | 
of these two men is the most startling 
and sensational story I have ever 
heard. I do not like to think of it. 
It is a terrible story and the most re- 
markable tale I, in all my years of po- 
lice service, ever heard of. I believe 
that both men have told the whole 
truth, for never before in my life havelI 
ever heard the confession of a criminal 
so complete in detail and vivid in its 
description. If it is ever given in its 
entirety to the public, and I hardly 
think it will be unless it comes out at 
the trial, the effect upon the people will 
be stunning.” 

The head completes the entire body 
of the girl. The trunk of the body, 
which gave the first intimation of the 
crime, was found on Sept. 21 in a suit 
case floating near the Winthrop Yacht 


club, three miles below the city. An- 
other suit case containing the limbs 
was discovered at the mouth of the 
Charles river, a quarter of a mile 
above the ferry, on Oct. 27. The 


leather bag in which the head had been 
placed, together with 30 pounds of 
loose shot, did not move apparently 
from the place where it sank. 

The bag with its grewsome con- 
tents was taken to a Howard street 
undertaking establishment and will be 
viewed by Medical Examiner Harris. 
The head is in a good state of preserva-

The recovery of the head was 
through the efforts of a diver employed 
by a local newspaper. Ever since the 
alleged confessions of Crawford and 
Howard the police boats have been 
dragging the harbor in the vicinity of 
the East Boston ferries. Yesterday 
their search was continued, beginning 
at 9 o'clock and ending about 5, with 
the usual result. The newspaper boat, 


however, kept on after sunset, the 
work being conducted by moonlight, 
and about 6 o’clock its efforts were 


rewarded by the finding of a bag about 
100 yards off the South ferry dock on 
the East Boston side. 

The bag was of leather, somewhat 
larger than a satchel, being about two 
feet in length, a foot wide and 18 inch- 
es in height. When opened, the head 
of a woman was found wrapped In a 
piece of black cloth and also a piece of 
oil cloth such as a surgeon uses, and 
similar to that in which was wrapped 
the torso of the woman and the limbs. 

The police are continuing the search 
for Mary S. Dean, who is said to have 
had charge of the Roxbury home in 
which Miss Geary died after being re- 
moved from the Tremont street resort. 
It is believed that Mrs. Dean left the 
city as soon as she learned of the arrest 
of Crawford and Howard. Crawford 
and Howard will probably remain in 
New York for several days until the 
necessary papers are approved by Goy- 
ernor Higgins. 

Dr. Percy D. McLeod, under arrest 
in connection with the Geary case, 
spent only one night in the city prison. 
Bonds to the amount of $20,000 were 
furnished, and the young physician 
charged with abortion, the man w hom 
Howard and Crawford assert per- 
formed a second operation upon Miss 
Geary and dismembered the body, was 
released. 

This high bail was exacted by Judge 
Burke at the request of District At- 
torney Sughrue, who felt that the 
charge was so serious that ey ery pre- 
caution should be taken to assure the 
attendance of the defendant in court. 

Apparently placid and seemingly 
unconcerned, Dr. McLeod was ar- 
raigned before Judge Burke in the mu- 
nicipal court. He pleaded not guilty, 
and at the request of Captain Dugan a 
continuance was granted until Noy. 10. 

Asked if there was anything he 
wished to say to the public in view of 
the prominence he had been given in 
the confessions of Howard and Craw- 
ford, Dr. McLeod said with a smile: 
“No, thank you, there is nothing that 
I care to say. My counsel has advised 
me not to discuss the case with any- 
one, and inasmuch as he is acting in 
my interest I think I should respect 
his judgment. I have no doubt that

While on the surface political 
affairs were temporarily 
Sunday, there was great activity 
among the state, city, ward and town 
leaders of the two great parties 
throughout the commonwealth. Both 
parties laid the final battle plans of the

being directed towards getting out a 
heavy vote tomorrow. 

Ultimate party triumph at the polls 
is predictea by both Republican and 
The Democrats 
claim that Charles W. Bartlett, the 
candidate for governor, will be elected 
by a small margin, while the Republi- 
can campaign managers forecast a 
substantial plurality for Lieutenant 
Governor Guild, the party’s standard 
bearer, 

The chief interest in the campaign 
centers in the contest for lieutenant 
governor. According to 
claims, Henry M. Whitney, the De- 
mocracy’s candidate, will be elected by 
a wide margin of votes. The Demo- 
cratic leaders base this claim on the 
alleged dissatisfaction in the Republi- 
can party with Eben S. Draper, the 
Republican candidate. The campaign 
has been waged principally over the 
second place on the ticket, and the 
chief issue has been reciprocity with 
Canada. Whitney’s campaign has been 
fought in support of reciprocal trade 
relations with the dominion, while 
Draper’s views represent those of the 
high tariff element of the Republicans. 

It is generally conceded that the Re- 
publican candidates for secretary of 
State, treasurer, attorney general and 
auditor will be successful. 

The campaign has been vigorously 
conducted by both parties since the 
party candidates were nominated in 
the respective conventions. As in last 
year’s contest, newspaper and _ bill- 
board advertising have played con- 
spicuous parts. Oratory has not been 
neglected, however, and the rival candi- 
dates for first and second places on 
the ticket have addressed political 
gatherings almost every night since 
the campaign opened. 


Monster Sunday Night Rallies 

New York, Nov. 
rallies by the Democrats and the Mu- 
nicipal Ownership league at the Hippo- 
drome and at Madison Square Garden, 
respectively, marked the close of the 
political campaign last night. An audi- 
ence of 12,000 filled the garden and 
more than twice that number sur- 
rounded the building clamoring for ad- 
mission and defying the efforts of 400 
policemen to preserve order. It was 
only after a troop of mounted men had 
slowly forced the crowd back that 
Madison avenue in front of the gar 


4en was cleared. - 
Similar scenes occurred outside the 


Hippodrome, where, after the building 
had been packed to its fullest capacity 
and the doors closed, a mob of more 
than 10,000 filled the adjacent street 
and fought desperately to enter the 
building. The police were again and 
again forced back, but finally by 
sending squads of mounted men to ride 
along the sidewalks while men on foot 
advanced along the roadways, the 
streets around the Hippodrome were 
cleared. Throughout the disorder, 
both at the Hippodrome and the gar- 
den, the police refrained from using 
their clubs. No one was seriously 
hurt, and no arrests were made. 

W. R. Hearst, the Municipal Owner- 
ship candidate for mayor, was the 
principal speaker at the garden, and 


was received, when he appeared on the | 


platform, with an outburst of cheering 
which continued for nearly 20 minutes. 
Hearst evoked another great demon- 
stration when he assured the audience 
that his election was beyond question.

Grout presided and the principal ad- 
dress was made by Congressman Cock- 
ran. 


legal Registration In New York 

New York, Nov. 6—That a vast 
amount of illegal registration has been 
discovered by the agents of State Su- 
perintendent of Elections Morgan is 
stated at Morgan’s office. In some in- 
stances the same individual appears to 
have registered more than a dozen 
times from different addresses. Mor- 
gan will obtain from the police magis- 
trates upwards of 1000 warrants 
which will be served in the event of 
the persons named presenting them- 
selyes at the polls.

New York, Nov. 6—With mucb 
ceremony, Rey. Ingram N. W. Irvine 
of Philadelphia, formerly the rector ot 
St. John’s Episcopal church, Hunting 
ton, Pa., and unfrocked by Bishop Tal 
bot, was ordained as a priest of the 
Holy Orthodox Greek.church in Amer- 
ica by Archbishop Tikhon, head of the 
Russian church in this country. 

The ceremony commenced with the 
celebration of the usual Sunday high 
mass and litany. Irvine made his ap- 
pearance with the other clergy, clad In 
the white silken and gold embroidered 
cassock of a deacon of the church.

After reading the oath Irvine was 
led three times around the pulpit, 
kneeling in one corner with the other 
priests and kissing various ikons. Af. 
ter retiring within the chancel with 
the archbishop and the other priests, 
Irvine came forward a few moments 
later clad in the blue and white vest- 
ments of a Greek priest, accompanied 
by the rector of the eathedral. Arch- 
priest Hotovitzky, first in the Slavonic 
tongue and later in English, stated that 
Irvine had been ordained a priest of 
the church and asked for the prayers 
of all fo bless him in his new work. 
The newly ordained priest then made 
a short address in English, stating he 
had come to the Greek church taking as 
his special mission the unification of 
all churches, whether Protestant, 
Greek or Roman. To that end, he said, 
he should ever work and pray. Dr. 
Irvine, it is said, will be attached asa 
priest to the Cathedral of St. Nicholas 
and continue his work among the Eng- 
lish-speaking members.

THE ODESSA RIOTS 


Story of Awful Barbarity In- 


cident to Jewish Massacre 


THOUSANDS ARE KILLED 


Even Children Not Spared by the 
Police and Soldiers, Who Are 
Said to Have Marched at Head 
of Mobs--Great Unrest In the 
Entire Russian Empire 


Odessa, Nov. 6—Whole rows of 
shops that were pillaged have been 
boarded up. The poorer Jewish quar- 
ters suffered worst. Russian shops 
are marked with crosses painted on 
the shutters and the private houses 
with ikons, so as to preserve them 
from the mobs. Peasants armed witb 
knives and scythes tried to enter the 
city, inflamed by the possibility of loot- 
ing, but they were driven back by the 
soldiers. 

There have been more horrifying 
massacres and fiendish cruelties, but 
the districts where these took place are 
now cordoned by troops. The total 
killed will number from 3500 to 5750 
and the wounded 12,000. In the suburh 
of Moldovanka alone a thousand vic- 
tims remained in the streets from mid- 
night until noon, when the authorities 
hastened to collect and bury the bodies 
in great pits in order to conceal their 
numbers. Two private doctors at- 
tended more than 300 children of both 
sexes who had been horribly gashed 
about the head and shoulders with 
sabres. 

Heaping insult on injury, the civil 
governor yesterday, when the butchery 
had ended, asked the householders to 
subscribe $100,000 to pay the police 
increased wages 

The latest accounts of the devasta- 
tion in the Jewish quarter add horror 
to the situation. Besides numerous 
mills, all the bakeries, shops and near- 
ly 600 homes have been destroyed. 
The Jews killed in every circumstance 
were treated with revolting barbarity. 
Skulls were battered with hammers, 
nails were driven into the bodies, eyes 
ears severed. 
Many bodies were disembowelled and 
in some cases petroleum was poured 
over the sick found hiding in cellars 
and they were burned. 

It is alleged that the police and sol- 
diers everywhere marched at the head 
of mobs, exciting them to destroy the 
Jews by crying “the 7... uave killed 
our emperor’ and similar expressions. 
While the mobs were engaged in the 
slauzhter the soldiers busied them- 
selves pillaging the cash and jewels, 
leaving the houseliold goods to the 
mobs. 

The police prevented anyone from 
arresting the looters and prevented 
also the Red Cross workers from aid- 
ing the wounded, actually firing upon 
those engaged in this work. A band 
of students removed much of the stolen 
property to the university, whither 
also they took 100 dead bodies of anti- 
Jewish demonstrators, whose relatives 
today besieged the university, claim- 
ing the corpses and demanding the re- 
lease of those demonstrators who were 
confined in the university. They 
threatened otherwise to burn the uni- 
versity and kill the professors. Meas- 
ures were thereupon taken to transfer 
these prisoners to the regular prison. 


Agitation Is Widespread 

St. Petersburg, Nov. 6.—Order was 
preserved here yesterday, though there 
was a notable demonstration by revolu- 
tionists at, the funeral of those who 
had been killed in the disturbances of 
last week. The revolutionists of the 
capital declare that they will continue 
to organize and arm for the conflict 
with the government which they antici- 
pate. 

At Rostoff-on-Don 100 persons are 
said to have been killed yesterday in 
a collision with soldiers. At Kishineff 
murder and pillage continue and the 
same conditions are said to prevail at 
Lodz, Tiflis, Kremenchug and other 
provincial cities. At Warsaw yester- 
day 200,000 persons engaged in an anti- 
government demonstration. In spite 
of the imperial manifesto declaring 
freedom of the press, newspapers 
there which refused to submit to cen- 
sorship have been suppressed. 

Much dissatisfaction is expressed by 
Russian Liberals at the ambiguous 
phraseology of the proclamation grant- 
ing amnesty to political prisoners, un- 
der which liberty is withheld from 
many of that class of offenders. 

American constls in several Russian 
cities have appealed to the American 
embassy at St. Petersburg for protec- 
tion of the interests of citizens of the 
United States there. ; 


Bombs and Rifies Used 

Tiflis, Nov. 6—Patriotic demonstra- 
tions yesterday were participated in by 
20,000 persons. While a procession 
was passing along firing began. Bombs 
were thrown at the troops, who an- 
swered with rifle shots. The dead 
number 10 and there were many 
wounded. Later a crowd of school 
pupils with revolutionary flags col- 
lided with a loyal demonstration. The 
troops fired in the air with a view to 
dispersing the crowds and a general 
encounter ensued, in which four were 
killed and 17 wounded.

Death of an Aged Man 

Waterbury, Vt., Nov. 6.—Peter F. 
Durant, an inmate of the state asylum 
for the insane, is dead, the result, it is 
alleged, of an assault upon him by two 
male nurses. An autopsy determined 
that his breast bone and four ribs had 
been broken. 

Soon after the alleged assault oc- 
curred two nurses, M. J. Dennis and 
D. B. Coon, were arrested on a charge 
of assault. They were later held for 
the grand jury in bonds of $3000 each. 
Dennis obtained bail and left the state, 
but Coon is still in jail in default of 
sureties. No action has been taken yet 
regarding a change in the charge 
against the men. 

Durant, who is 80 years old, was 
committed to the asylum from Middle- 
bury on Oct. 28. He could understand 
and speak but little English. Last 
Tuesday at dinner the old man had an 
argument with Dennis and Coon, and 
it is alleged that both the nurses 
struck the patient. Dr. Bone, one of 
the hospital physicians, examined Du- 
rant and found that his injuries were 
serious. The two nurses were ar- 
rested within 20 minutes after the as- 
sault is alleged to have taken place. 
Justice Bale held them for the grand 
jury. Durant steadily grew worse 
and his death came yesterday. 


Identification of Dead Robber 

Sheldon, Vt., Nov. 6.—New York po- 
lice have identified the burglar who 
was shot while robbing the postoffice 
here on Oct. 13 as Fred Adams of New 
York city. Adams is said to be well 
known in the theatrical business. The 
man was shot by a clerk of the office, 
who detected the burglar while at 
work and fired at him from a room 
above the postoffice.

Fall River, Mass., Nov. 6.—Mr. and 
Mrs. C. T. Buffington left Fall River 
on a trip to New Bedford in a large 
gasolene touring car. When on the 
state highway in North Dartmouth the 
machine suddenly burst into flames, 
Mr. and Mrs. Buffington barely having 
time to jump. There was no explosion, 
but the car burned until it was de- 
stroyed.

Boston, Nov. 6.—William Campbell 
is under arrest on the charge of man- 
slaughter in causing the death of 
Angus Baird. The death of Baird is 
alleged to have been due to a_ blow 
from Campbell during a quarrel which 
grew out of a political discussion in the 
rooms of the Village Social and Ath- 
letic club in South Boston.

‘‘In the matter of the application of 
certain citizens of Quincy that I 
officially proceed by information in 
equity to restrain the alleged mis- 
application by the city and certain 
of its officials of a portion of the 
Woodward Fund, so called, after 
hearing full arguments in behalf of 
tbe applicants and in behalf of the 
city, I have decided that there is 
ground for the prosecution of such 
information, and have so notified the 
applicants.’’

TWO VETOES. 


The Mayor returned without his ap- 
proval the order widening and accept- 
ing Cottage avenue.

The plan of the proposed 
widening and accepting showed this 
piece of property to belong to the heirs 
of Abner B. Packard, Since the passage 
of the order it was learned that this 
piece of property belonged to Frank C. 
Packard and was so recorded at Ded- 
ham. 

Asthe name of Frank C. Packard 
did not appear on the plan of the pro- 
posed widening and accepting no notice 
was served upon him of the public 
hearing on the matter, and the order 
did not award him any damages. 

The ownership of the property passed 
into the control of Frank C. Packard in 
1888, but for some reason no record of 
transfer had ever been received by the 
Assessors and it has always been 
assessed to Abner B. Packard,

RESULT IN DOUBT 


Split Ticket May Carry the Day 
In Massachusetts 


CONFLICT IN NEW YORK 


Even Most Experienced Fore- 
casters of Election Results 
Are In the Dark--Tense Sit- 
uation at Philade'phia, With 
a Clash Not Unlike'y--Glance 
at the Situation Elsewhere 


Boston, Noy. 7.—Massachusetts is 
electing state officers today for the en- 
suing year and both of the great par- 
ties are claiming victory. The Demo- 
cratic party, however, does not go fur- 
ther than governor and lieutenant goy- 
ernor, as it is generally conceded that 
the four other places on the ticket will 
be carried by the Republicans. The 
Republican party claims the election 
of Lieutenant Governor Guild over that 
of Charles W. Bartlett, the Demo- 
cratic nominee, by a large plurality, 
and, while predicting also the election 
of Eben 8. Draper, their nominee for 
lieutenant governor, are willing to ad- 
mit that his plurality will fall behind 
that given to Guild. The Democrats 
go as far as to claim the election of 
Henry M. Whitney, their nominee for 
second place, by a large, if not an over- 
whelming, plurality, and they publicly 
express confidence in the choice of 
Bartlett by an emphatic endorsement. 

The possible uncertainty as to the 
result is generally based upon the re- 
sult of last year when, in a presidential 
election and in the face of a _ pro- 
nounced endorsement of President 
Roosevelt, William L. Douglas, Demo- 
cratic nominee, defeated Governor 
John L. Bates, Republican, by a plu- 
rality of almost 36,000. The canyass 
this year has been conducted along 
the lines of tariff revision as suggested 
last year by Douglas who, this year, 
refused a general Democratic request 
to accept a renomination. Tariff re- 
vision, with a removal entirely of du- 
ties on eertain commodities, is the de- 
mand of the Democrats, who inci- 
dentally have vigorously attacked 
Senator Lodge for his position on the 
tariff question and have pointed out 
what they term the inconsistency in 
the tariff attitudes of Guild and Dra- 
per. On the other hand the Republi- 
cans have assailed Whitney and his 
record in connection with his passage 
of the West End railway bill before 
the legislature. 

The personality of the candidates has 
loomed up larger and larger as the 
campaign progressed until in its clos- 
ing stages the canvass was chiefly 
characterized by personalities which 
were often bitter. 

It is freely stated that the personality 
of Senator Lodge will dominate largely 
In the election, greatly to the loss of 


the Republicans, the Democrats 
claim. “Anything to beat Lodge and 


his ‘bossism’” is a Democratic cry, 
and this, it is asserted, has been taken 
up by the Republicans who intend to 
disapprove of Lodge by voting for 
Whitney. 

The day closed for the Democrats by 
a “whirlwind” tour of Cape Cod by the 
party nominees, and by the Republi- 
cans by a big rally in Boston at noon, 
and with rallies last night in various 
cities and towns, including Cambridge, 
Lynn and Haverhill. 


NEW YORK IN DOUBT 


The Hearst Campaign Upsets 
Old Election Forecasters 

New York, Nov. 7.—There is an al- 
most unprecedented degree of uncer- 
tainty regarding the result of the final 
conflict at the polls today. Whether 
McClellan, Hearst or Ivins will be 
choseu to rule the destinies of the 
Metropolis for the next four years pre- 
sents a problem which, in the face of 
conditions absolutely unique, bafiles 
the skill of even the most experienced 
forecasters of election results. 

This is due to the complications aris- 
ing from the appearance in the field 
of a new and formidable element repre- 
sented by the Municipal Ownership 
league which, under the leadership of 
Hearst, has carried on a campaign 
marked by extraordinary vigor and has 
developed a degree of strength that 
has been the subject of much amaze- 
ment. 

The managers of the three mayoralty 
candidates declare themselves to be 
absolutely assured of victory today. 
Of betting on the result there has been 

| considerably less than in former years, 
due apparently to the general feeling 
of uncertainty and to the indications 
| that the result may be very close. 


CLASH NOT UNLIKELY 


|Mayor Weaver Is at Swords’ 
Points With County Sheriff 
Philadelphia, Nov. 7.—The situation 
in this city is so tense that no Phil- 
adelphian will be surprised if the peace 
of the city is seriously disturbed today. 
Matters reached a critical stage when 
Mayor Weaver and J. L. Miles, sheriff 
of the county, both of whom are lead- 
ers in their respective parties, issued 
antagonistic proclamations swearing to 
uphold the law and protect the citizens 
against the illegal acts of the opposing 
side. The sheriff in his proclamation 
calls upon citizens to assist deputies 
appointed by him to uphold the law, 
» and the mayor replied im a strongly-

worded proclamation in which he says: 
“The peace of the city, the supremacy 
of the law and the blood bought rights 
of honest electors must and shall be 
preserved.” 

For the moment the question of ma- 


jorities has been lost sight of. Back- 
ing up his proclamation, the mayor has 
sworn in about 1000 special policemen 


for election duty. The sheriff says he 
will not appoint deputies and that the 
peace of the city rests with the mayor. 


Among the regiment of men sworn in 
as special policemen are 350 students 
of the University of Pennsylvania, 
some from Swarthmore college and 


several of the medical colleges of this 


city. The students of Swarthmore in- 
clude nearly the entire football team 
of that institution. Among others 
sworn in are W. T. Tilden, a wealthy 
business man who is chairman of the 
campaign committee of the city party, 
and F. S$. Edmonds, chairman of the 
city party city committee, 


Ci-we Fight In Rhode Island 

Providence, Noy. 7.—Each of the two 
dominant parties is claiming the elec- 
tion of its respective candidates for 
governor, though it is conceded by 
Democrats and Republicans alike that 
the result will be very close. Neither 
the Republicans, who have nominated 
Governor Utter for state executive for 
another term, or the Democrats, who 
support ex-Governor Garvin, will com- 
mit themselves as to an estimate of the 
expected size of the plurality of their 
respective candidates. 

The upper house of the legislature is 
conceded to the Republicans, but it is 
expected that 9. stiff battle will be 
waged in the cities and the larger towns 
for the assembly delegations. Both 
sides claim they will have gains in this 
branch, but general opinion gives the 


Republicans the control of the body by | 


a slightly decreased majority from the 
present one, which is overwhelmingly 
Republican. 


Tammany Peddies “Sinews of War” 

New York, Noy. 7.—The spectacle of 
the ante-election distribution of funds 
by Tammany Hall attracted a crowd 
of spectators which blocked the street 


in front of the hall. No one outside 
the members of the inner councils of 
the great political organization knows 
what it costs Tammany to get out the 
vote, but it is reported that the  or- 
ganization distributed more yesterday 
than in some previous elections. 

The actual distribution was con- 
ducted by Treasurer Donohue of Tam- 
many society. One after another the 
captains of the assembly districts drove 
up in carriages and were admitted to 
the executive chamber, where bundles 
of money were passed over to them. 
They are said to have got from $1000 
to $10,000 each, according to the needs 
of the districts. The street was lined 
with waiting carriages for a _ block 
while the captains were in the hall. 


Ohio’s Hot Campaign 

Columbus, O., Nov. 7—One of the 
hottest campaigns in the history of 
Ohio closed in a haze of uncertainty as 
to the outcome. For the Republicans, 
Senator Dick said that his poll indi- 
cated that Governor Herrick will be 
re-elected by not less than 83,000 plu- 
rality, while Chairman Garber of the 
Democratic committee predicted John 
M. Pattison’s, election by 36,000 plu- 
rality. It is reasonably certain that 
Ohio will decide to do away with the 
annual elections and vote hereafter 
only in alternate years. 


Negro Issue In Maryland 

Baltimore, Noy. 7—The leaders of 
both parties express confidence as to 
the result of the Maryland election. 
Republican Chairman Hanna says that 
the proposed amendment to the con- 
stitution, the avowed purpose of which 
is to disfranchise negro voters, will be 
overwhelmingly defeated, and that the 
Republican candidate for state comp- 
troller will be elected. Democratic 
Chairman Van Diver is equally confi- 
dent of the adoption of the amendment 
and of the election of the Democratic 
ticket. 


Rockefeller Gift a Factor 

Lincoln, Neb., Nov. 7.—Republicans 
claim their candidates for supreme 
judge and university regents will be 
elected by large’ pluralities, while the 
Fusionists assert that their ticket will 
have a plurality. The gift of John D. 
Rockefeller of $65,000 to the state uni- 
versity for the construction of a 
temple has been the only issue in the 
campaign as far as public agitation is 
concerned, the fusionists insisting that 
ste gift should be returned.

ing of Several Orphans 
Burlington, Vt., Nov. 7.—All hope of 
determining the exact cause of the 
death of three children and the sud- 
den illness of 21 more at the St. Jo- 


seph’s orphan asylum has been aban- 
ioned. The examination of the stom- 
achs of the dead children at the state 
laboratory of hygiene has had no satis- 
factory result. 

Guinea pigs were inocculated with 
the substance taken from the bark of 
locust trees, which was supposed to 
have poisoned the children, but the pigs 
were not affected. The members of 
the staff at the orphanage and the 
members of the state board of health 
differ in their theories as to the cause 
of death. 


Professor Mitchell Ousted 

Boston, Nov. 7.—At a meeting of the 
board of trustees of Boston  univer- 
sity, Professor H. G. Mitchell, against 
whom charges of unsoundness in doc- 
trine were sustained last week by the 
board of bishops, was removed from 
the faculty of the university, with 
which he has been connected for 20 
years as professor of Hebrew and Old 
Testament exegesis. The trustees de- 
cided to divide the department into 
two, and C. R. Brown was appointet 
as professor in Hebrew and W. N. 
Donovan professor of Old Testament 
exegesis. Both the new men come 
from the Newton Theological seminary, 
a Baptist institution. 


Italian Brawi Ends In Stabbing 

Rumford Falls, Me., Nov. 7.—After 
an exciting chase, the police arrested 
four Italians alleged to have been par- 
ticipants in a stabbing and shooting af- 
fray in the Italian settlement, a mile 
below the village. A drinking brawl 
is said to have resulted in the use of 
revolvers and knives. One _ Italian, 
whose name was not procured, was 
stabbed in the abdomen and danger- 
ously wounded. Antonio Salatino Is 
charged with the stabbing. Three 
others are held as alleged accessories. 


Killed by Blow Under Ear 

Boston, Nov. 7.—William J. Camp- 
bell was if the South Boston court, 
charged with manslaughter in causing 
the death of James A. Baird, in the 
rooms of the Village Social club. Prob- 
able cause was found and Baird was 
held in $5000 for the grand jury. The 
autopsy showed that death resulted 
from a blow struck under the left ear, 
causing a clot of blood on the brain.

The plain- 
tiff, who is 79 years of age, was cross- 
ing the road at Auburn street, Cam- 
bridge, and was knocked down and in- 
jured by an automobile operated by 
the defendant.

CHEATS THE GALLOWS 


Murderer Takes His Owa Life 
and That of Partner In Crime 

San Francisco, Noy. 7.—Milton F. 
Andrews, wanted for the murder of 
Bessie Bouton at Colorado Springs, 
last night shot and killed his female 
companion, Nulda Olivia, and then 
killed himself. Andrews was wanted 
for a murderous assault on William 
Ellis at Berkeley, Cal. The police 
found Andrews and Miss Alivia last 
night, apd when they were ubout to 
enter a house Andrews killed the wo- 
man and ended his own life. 

A little over a month ago Andrews 
and the woman arrived on a steamer 
from Australia. On the voyage they 
formed the acquaintance of William 
Ellis, a horseman, who was known to 
have considerable money in his posses- 
sion. Friendly relations were estab- 
lished and when Andrews and the wo- 
man engaged a cottage at Berkeley 
they invited Ellis to luncheon. 

During the meal Ellis was struck on 
the head with a hammer and the wo- 
man fired a couple of shots, but they 
missed Ellis, who escaped and in- 
formed the police. A search of the 
cottage showed that the pair had made 
complete preparations for disposing of 
Ellis’ body. Implements for dismem- 
bering the corpse, acid for mutilating 
and large pieces of oilcloth for pre- 
venting blood stains were discovered. 
The pair fled after Ellis’ escape and 
were not found until last night. 

By photographs Andrews was Identi- 
fied as the friend and slayer of Bessie 
Bouton of Syracuse, N. Y., who was 
murdered near Colorado Springs about 
10 months ago. After Miss Bouton 
was murdered on the mountain side 
the slayer saturated her clothing with 
benzine and set it on fire. The body 
was so badly mutilated that only the 
gold-filled teeeh served to identify it. 
A reward of $5200 had been offered for 
the arrest of Andrews. 


Suspected of Killing Gambler 

Hartford, Nov. 7.—Milton F. An- 
drews, the alleged murderer of Bessie 
Bouton, formerly lived in this city and 
spent the greater part of his early life 
here. Andrews, the Hartford police 
believed, was responsible for the death 
of a gambler named Bosworth in New 
Britain about a year ago and they 
kept up a continual search for the 
missing man. His brother, Alvin E, 
Andrews, lives in this city. 


Left Wife In Holyoke 

Holyoke, Mass., Nov. 7.—Milton F, 
Andrews resided in this city several 
years and was well known by the fre- 
quenters of poolrooms and similar re- 
sorts.

There will 
be no session of the grand jury today, 
it being election day, but possibly the 
case will be taken up tomorrow. 

The police are anxious to obtain the 
extradition of Louls W. Crawford and 
William Howard, now being held by 
the New York authorities, and unless 
an indictment is returned against them 
in a few days the authorities will ask 
for a bench warrant on which to base 
requisition papers from Governor 
Douglas. 

What new evidence the police may 
have obtained they have kept carefully 
concealed. Morris Nathan, the girl's 
lover, still remains in the hospital, al- 
though it is announced that he has suf- 
ficiently recovered from the state of 
collapse which followed his arrest In 
Pittsburg to be arraigned in court. 

It is reported that the police have 
obtained a clue to the whereabouts of 
Mrs. Dean and that her apprehension 
is expected today.

now a resident of this city, shot and 
probably fatally wounded his wife this 
morning and then shot himself in the 
heart, dying instantly. Quiggle was 
85 years old.

THREE ELEMENTS 


Political Parties Already Form- 
ing In Russia 


WITTE AND LIBERALS 


They Are Opposed by Ultra-Rad- 
icals, While Conservatives and 
Beaurocrats Are !n Another 
Group--Serious Conditions In 
the Caucasus 


London, Noy. 7.—Reports received 
from many polnts indicate that the sit- 
uation throughout the Russian proy- 
inces is improving. The first train out 
of Odessa since the disorders began ar- 
rived yesterday at St. Petersburg, hay- 
ing taken 13 days to accomplish the 
journey. 

The struggle for autonomy in Poland 
has been revived and flags bearing the 
Polish coat of arms are flying from 
many buildings—preliminary to fur- 
ther action. 

Count Witte is having trouble in or- 
ganizing his new cabinet and has 
taken up his residence in the palace in 
St. Petersburg so that he may be at 
the czar’s elbow when he returns, 
which is expected to be very soon. 

The text of the imperial manifesto 
concerning Finland has been made 
public. It meets most of the demands 
of the Finns. 

Lines of cleavage in the political 
forces of Russia are beginning to ap- 
pear, and they forecast the formation 
of parties. On one side is Count Witte, 
with the new reform plan, representing 
a constitutional monarchy; he kas or 
will have the support of most of the 
“intellectuals” and the professional 
classes; opposed are the Radical So- 
clalists, with some Liberals, who de- 
mand a democratic republic; a third 
group may include the bureaucrats 
and other conservatives. The function 
of this third group, if it should per- 
sist, might be to carry the Witte pro- 
gram against the Radicals, and so pre- 
vent a complete overturn of the gov- 
ernment. 

Finland, in spite of the great ten- 
sion of public opinion, has so far es- 
eaped an actual outbreak. The czar’s 
concessions satisfy the moderates, and 
the Socialists have not carried out their 
threats. 

Count Witte is pushing the reform 
measures, and has already drafted a 
new scheme for the douma’s powers 
and the extension of the suffrage. He 
{s opposed to the constituent assem- 
bly urged by the Liberals and Social- 
ists, though he admits that universal 
suffrage is his final aim. An appeal by 
the government for public support and 
confidence represents the empire as in 
danger of dismemberment unless the 
reforms are backed up by the people, 
and disorder quieted to allow the work- 
ing out of the new plans. 

The St. Petersburg correspondent of 
The Daily Mail says: “War, hopeless 
war, prevails in the Caucasus. The 
trans-Caucasian ratiway, the sole line, 
is effectually crippled and reinforce- 
ments have been compelled to march. 
Seventeen bridges have been wrecked 
and the «ails have been torn up in 
40 places. Telegraph Hues have been 
destroyed and Georgia and Daghestan 
are isolated. 
and the war office is helpless.” 

The Bucharest correspondent of The 
Dally Mail sends the following: “There 
is terrifying news still from Kishineff. 
The city is. strewn with dead. An 
unwieldly provisional government has 
been established. Famine reigns 
throughout Bessarabia and the Jews 
are taking refuge in the cellars, where 
they are dying wholesale. A mob of

bian revolt is assuming immense pro- 
portions.” 


Prince Dines With Naval Men 

Annapolis, Md., Nov. 7.—Prince 
Louls of Battenberg has returned from 
Washington, where he has been since 
Saturday. The dinner given by Ada- 
miral Sands last evening was the most 
notable social event of the stay of the 
fleets in this harbor, the guests being 
limited to the admirals and captains 
of the fleet and two others, Governor 
Warfield and Adjutant General Riggs 
being the only non-naval guests. 


Prosecuting Cigaret Smokers 

Laporte, Ind., Nov. 7.—The grand 
jury of Marshal county has returned 
six indictments against cigaret smok- 
ers. Plymouth, the seat of Marshal 
eounty, is the home of Senator Parks, 
author of the anti-cigaret law, and he 
will prosecute the offenders indicted 
by the grand jury. Parks says the 
crusade will be extended to every 
county in the state. 


Tunnel Through Solid Rock 

Nashville, Nov. 7.—The tunnel un- 
der Baker's hill, on the Louisville and 
Nashville road, 16 miles west of Nash- 
ville, has been completed. The tunnel 
is nearly a mile long, and with the 
approaches cost about $2,000,000. No 
dirt was taken out of the tunnel, it be- 
ing built through solid rock. 


Supposed Murdered Woman Alive 

Rochester, Noy. 7.—Although the po- 
lice of Toronto have identified a wo- 
man who was murdered there as Pansy 
Lowthian, a wealthy young woman of 
Denver, Miss Lowthian is allye and 
well, visiting friends in this city, and 
tells the police she is unable to ac- 
count for the mistake. 


Newfoundland Lodges a Protest 

St. Johns, Nov. 7.—The government 
of Newfoundland has forwarded to the 
British cabinet a formal protest against 
American vessels hiring Newfound- 
landers outside the three-mile limit, or 
in Canadian ports, to assist in taking 
herring in Newfoundland waters, on 
the ground that this is an evasion of 
the letter and the spirit of the treaty 
of 1818. 


Trains Collided on Curve 

Troy, O., Nov. 7.—Engineer Taub- 
kins was killed and six persons were 
seriously injured in a head-on collision 
between passenger trains here last 
evening. The collision occurred on a 
curve and it is said to have been the 
result of the south-bound crew over- 
looking an order to stop on a siding. 


Atlanta Wants Industrial Show 

Atlanta, Nov. 7.—About 50 leading 
business men of Atlanta met last even- 
ing and decided that an industrial ex- 
position of the resources of the south 
will be held in Atlanta in 1910. A 
meeting to form a permanent erganiza- 
tion is to be held within a few days.

He wanted the 
blame for the additional $20,000 put 
where it belonged, and not on the City 
Council and Executive.

Councilman Stone thought the quicker 
the order was put through the better, 
as the foundation could be putin this 
fall. 

Councilman Polk said it was very 
important that something should be 
done quickly. 

Councilman Spargo thought it was 
acting in too much haste. 

Councilman Stewart hoped th 
Council would have an opportunity to 
examine plans and have them explained 
by architect. 

Councilman Chase,—As our charter 
provides no alterations can be made 
without the approval of the School 
Board, the opinions of the council does 
not signify. The opinion of the gentle- 
man on my right (Piper) is better than 
mine but not any are against the entire 
School Committee. The needs of the 
school are imperative. It is important 
4o begin work this fall. 

Councilman Sidelinger thought the 
School Committee entitled to some con- 
sideration. Nothing will be gained by 
delay. 

Councilman Burgess hoped no one 
would bold the order up. 

Councilman Chamberlin was strenu- 
uous in his opposition. He asked how 
many men in the Council ever had the 
expenditure of $113,000. Is there a 
man who would spend $5,000 on a 
twenty minute discussion. It is not 
our money. It belongs to those who 
earn their money with their hands. It 
was not right to appropriate $113,000 
for something that can be done for $75,- 
000. 

Let us pause and consider it. It was 
time to stop and vote as though the 
money belonged to us. That would 
decide his vote. There were those who 
voted to expend $120,000 who had never 
been inside of the building. He had 
given two weeks in the early spring to 
the study of the plans. He had gained 
much informatiop. He was ready to 
vote for one wing. 

The question to be decided is on 
basis of demands ofthe school. If we 
can get out of it for $60,000 or $70,000 
we would have done some good. What 
would happen if the Fore River Co. 
failed? It may at any time. If you 
were a business man would you propose 
to build a building for 1000 pupils 
when you only have 600? It means 16 
years before you fill it. The growth of 
High schools bas absolutely stopped. 

Councilman Hughes—The school com- 
mittee will accept any plan they can 
rush through the council. He had 
been one of the minority against cer- 
tain plans. He was glad he was. The 
addition can be built for $100,000, 

It is not so to be as the plans 
suitable to the School Committee cost 
more. He was satisfied that the Council 
could not get any plan approved ex- 
cept it bad the name of Gould. The 
School Committee has usurped the 
rights of the Council in only approving 
one plan. 

Counciiman Crane—The gentlemen 
from Ward Five must have experienced 
a change ofi, heart.

Draper Wins Second Place In 
Bay State Election 


A CLOSE FIGHT FOR HIM

Whitney, Democracy’s Recip- 
roci‘y Advocate, Defeated by a 
Vote Little Short of 4000-- 
District Attorney Sughrue, the 
Candidate of Both Leading

Boston, Noy. 8—Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor Curtis Guild, Jr., of Boston, the 
Republican candidate, was elected gov- 


ernor of Massachusetts in the state 
election by a plurality of 23,252 over 
Charles W. Bartlett of Boston, the 


Democratic candidate.

For the second pluce on the ticket, 
for which there was an wnusually 
warm contest, Eben S. Draper of Hope- 
dale, the Republican candidate, won 
over Henry M. Whitney of Brookline, 
his Democratic opponent, and the lead- 
ing advocate for reciprocity, by a plu- 
rality of 2792. The total vote for the 
leading .candidates was: Guild, 197, 
631; Bartlett, 174,399; Draper, 182,784; 
Whitney, 179,992. 

The Republicans also elected seven 
of the eight members of the executive 
council and the usual large majority 
in both branches of the legislature. 

The other state officers elected are; 
Secretary of state, William M. Olin, 
Lynn; treasurer, Arthur D. Chapin, 
Holyoke; auditor, Henry E. Turner, 
Malden; attorney general, Dana Ma- 
lone, Greenfield.

The closeness of the yote for Draper 
and Whitney for lieutenant governor 
was the principal feature of the elec- 
tion. The first towns which reported 
were nearly all in the southeastern part 
of the state, and, while Bartlett fell 
far behind the vote of Douglas last 
year, and Guild gained steadily on his 
Democratic opponent, Whitney clung 
tenaciously to Draper, and at times, 
during the tabulation, was ahead of 
him in the totals. 

The 25,000 which Boston gave the 
second place on the ticket sent Whit- 
hey well into the lead and aroused the 
hopes of his followers. Other cities 
also endorsed the Brookline man, Cam- 
bridge giving him 2800 plurality, Law- 
rence 900, Lowell 1200, Fall River 300, 
and Woburn 300. The returns from the 
little towns in the western and cen- 
tral part of the state cut into the Whit- 
hey plurality surely and steadily, and 
with all but a score of towns to hear 
from it was seen that the reciprocity 
eerncele was beaten by a small mar- 
gin. 

Worcester gave Draper 1800 votes 
over Whitney and Springfield 600 more, 
which practically clinched the contest 
for the Hopedale candidate. It is 
many years since there has been such 
a close vote for the second place on 
the ticket. While disappointed at the 
defeat of their candidates, the sup- 
porters of Whitney were much gratified 
at the support given him and which 
he so strongly advocated. 

Locally, the contest for district at- 
torney was the feature, and a very un- 
expected one. Michael J. Sughrue,

Citizens’ 
Association 


To Be Organized 
In Quincy 

Has Support of 
Influential Men 


A meeting to formulate plans for the 
organization of a Citizens’ Association 
was held Wednesday evening in the 
rooms of the Granite Manufacturers’ 
Association. In response to invitations 
sent out seventeen gentlemen repre- 


Neck which was the deepest in Boston

Ex-Councilman Walter S. Piokbam of 
the Wollaston ward said the association 
should get business men into the City 
Council. It was useless to trust to luck 
to get a Council. We want a City 
Council that will not have to be told 
whattodo. The association will make 
a mistake if it does not have something 
to do with politics, 

H. G. Smith general manager of the 
Fore River Company looked forward to 
coming to Quincy to live, but the first 
things he heard were derogatory of the 
city. He was satisfied that as a resi- 
dential city it was difficult to beat. We 
have mapy men at our plant who have 
made Quincy theirhome. Others would 
like to come bat are unable on account 
of shortage of houses. Anything that 
could be done to secure a better interest 
would be well received by his people. 
Such an association as proposed would 
be of the greatest value. We lose 
many good men because they cannot 
find houses. 

Mr. McIntire said there was a de- 
mand for 300 houses that would rent 
from $15 to $18. 

Joseph A. Sedwick, auditor of the 
Fore River Company, said the General 
Electric Co, at Lyne had built houses 
for its workmen that rent from $12 to 
$15. There was no better residential 
places than Wollaston and Presidents 
Hill, Still we have our manufacturing 
district. The -object is to bring all 
these forces together. He favored doing 
what could be done to bring them to- 
gether. We should speak a good word 
for Quincy; should preach and talk it, 
and not cry it down. 

He also spoke of the high price for 
gas and electricity. The Fore River 
Co. would work in conjunction with 
the association. The trend of Quincy 
is fixed and we have to make the best 
results we can. 

Mr. Kincaide spoke of the work a 
similar association was doing in Hol- 
yoke, and what it bad accomplished. 
He believed sach an association as pro- 
posed with committees on the different 
subjects would do much to further the 
interests of the city. 

John L. Miller, president of the 
Granite Manufacturers’ Association, 
thought it a good thing, as it would get 
business men together ina social way. 
It would make mutual interest and be 
of great benefit. Hearing after hearing 
on important matters are held by the 
City Council, end no one appears. 
Representatives of such an association 
as proposed would appear by its repre- 
sentatives and accomplish much good. 
The city has done much to strangle its 
granite industry. It is impossible to 
get permission to runa spur ‘track to 
the stone sheds at South Quincy. He 
spoke of Barre, Vt., Quincy’s com- 
petitor in the granite industry, and 
how much was done by the city there 
to further tbe industry. He favored the 
proposed association.

Officials to Take Concerted Ac- 
tion to Wipe Them Out 


WAR TO BE RELENTLESS 


Deaths Said to Occur by Whole- 
sale In Malpractitioners’ Of- 
fices, One of Which Treated 83 
Cases In One Week 


Boston, Nov. 9.—Judge Emmons, 
representing the board of police, com- 
bined with Deputy Chief Neal of the 
state police, Postoffice Inspector Snow 
and Dr. Edwin B. Harvey of the state 
board of registration in medicine, will 
begin today a war on “medical offices” 
in Boston where, it is declared, at least 
six girls a week are sent to theil 
doom. 

Today’s war, growing out of the 
“suit case” crime, where Susan Geary 
was killed and cut up, will be waged 
relentlessly until malpractitioners’ 
establishments cease to exist in Bos- 
ton. Deputy Neal declares that it is 
very difficult for the police to secure 
evidence against the proprietors suf- 
ficient to put them behind prison bars, 
but believes that something can be 
done to force the closing of many 
establishments. 

Valuable assistance is expected 
from the newly-elected district at- 
torney, John B. Moran, who about a 
week ago vowed that if he were elected 
he would close malpractitioners’ of- 
fices. 

Speaking of the proposed war, In- 
spector Snow said: ‘The federal gov- 
ernnient, the state police and the local 
police, all combined, can drive malprac- 
titioners out of business in this city. 
We shall proceed with an avowed de- 
termination to rid this city of these 
murder dens, 

“In one Tremont street office we 
learned that 83 cases. were treated in 
one week. This represents a conserva- 
tive average. Deaths occur by whole- 
sale in these places. The case of the 
Geary girl was no exception. More- 
over, unfortunate girls are swindled in 
these places. One patient paid $1600 
in one week for treatment. It is hard 
to get evidence, but not impossible. 

“One establishment readily furnishes 
damaging information against another. 
I have already cut off a certain branch 
of the advertising business which 
lures girls into the net from little New 
England towns. The business of many 
of these dens has already been crip- 
pled. What we have done will save 
country girls from death and ruin. 

“These places are hard to fight. The 
proprietors secure the ablest lawyers 
for defense, but much can be done. 
They have even lobbied at Washing- 
ton. The ‘Dr. Jane Bishop office’ 
netted $100,000 a year. Others are far 
less powerful, and when the proprie- 
tors are arrested they do not generally 
put up a hard fight, as many of the 
malpractitioners have criminal rec- 
ords. The test comes in securing in- 
criminating evidence. 

“One way we can cripple Boston’s 
80 dens is to terrify the ‘reputable’ 
physicians who act as consultants, and 
others who receive the patients who 
are destined to die. By sending fatal 
eases to these physicians the dens have 
been guarding themselves against the 
police.” 

Deputy Chief Neal said: 
these dens thrive in Boston. We 
know where they are. I am willing to 
co-operate with the local police.” 

Judge Emmons said: “It is hardly 
possible to tell what we shall accom- 
plish, but the investigation will be thor- 
ough.” 

Dr. Harvey’s part will be to furnish 
data regarding registered physicians 
in Boston and in nearby places.

One day he slapped 
her in the face and made her nose 
bleed, and another time he punched her 
so hard in the back she could barely 
move for days. He was fined $20. 

“I’d lke to take you out in the yard 
and give you a taste of a good stout 
strap,” said the judge. “I have heard 
of this strap-beating custom in foreign 
countries, but I don’t propose to have It 
here. You will have to treat your wife 
differently if you intend to live here in 
a civilized eountry. We'll have that 
kind of family discipline stopped in this 
city if I can do it.” 


Robber Laid Out Police Chief 

Parsons, Kas., Nov. 9.—Bernie T. 
Cole was arrested here in response to 
a telegram from a postoffice inspector 
at Newport, Vt., for robbing the post- 
office at Craftbury, Vt., and escaped 
from jail last night. When the chief 
6f police entered Cole’s cell with the 
prisoner’s supper Cole hit the officer 
over the head with a brick. After beat- 
ing the chief of police insensible Cole 
took the officer’s keys, unlocked the 
doors of the jail and escaped. Cole 
confessed, it is said, that he had robbed 
the postoffice. 


Advance Money Is “Dockea’’ 

Johannesburg, Noy. 9.—The distri- 
bution of the free grant of $15,000,000 
promised the Boers by the 
Vereeniging at the close of the Boer 
war for repatriation and other kindred 
purposes is now proceeding. Some of 
the recipients are dissatisfied because 
previous advances are deducted from 
the sums they receive, as they had ex- 
pected to be allowed to repay such ad- 
vances at their own convenience.

New York, Nov. 9.—In the same 
week in which his new $500,000 resi- 
dence in East Highty-Ninth street was 
practically completed, Edward Thaw, 
of a Pittsburg family noted for its 
wealth, was divorced by his wife, who 
was formerly Miss Frida Marsh, a 
member of New York society.

Mrs. Thaw said the divorce had been 
obtained on statutory grounds. 


In Honor of King Edward 

New York, Noy. 9.—Eighteen Amer- 
ican and British warships, from their 
anchorage in the North river, fired in 
unison at noon today a national salute 
of 21 guns in honor of King Edward's 
birthday. Each ship was in full dress, 
a rainbow of flags stetching from stem 
to stern. Rear Admiral Prince Louis 
of Battenberg, with his squadron of 
six armored cruisers, arrived from 
Annapolis this morning.

Republicans Concede Opponents’ 
Majority In Both Branches of

Columbus, O., Noy. 9.—That John M. 
| Pattison, Democrat, ‘of Cincinnati has 
been elected governor of Ohio for three 
years by a plurality running above 
40,000 over Governor Myron T. Her- 
pee of Cleveland, Republican, is set- 
tled, as also is the Democratic work- 
| Ing majority in both houses of the state 
| legislature, but there is still some un- 
certainty as to the rest of the state 
ticket. 

Earlier returns were apparently 
from sections favorable to Herrick, for 
he held a lead over the remainder of 
ithe Republican ticket until fuller re- 
turns from country regions cut into 
Herrick’s vote severely and by the re- 
turns thus far Herrick seems to be 
40,000 votes behind the rest of the Re- 
publican ticket. If that difference re- 
mains the victory for offices other than 
governor will depend on the size of 
Pattison’s plurality, with the chances 
in favor of the choice of the entire 
Democratic roster. 

Chairman Garber of the Democratic 
| committee figures pluralities for Patti- 
son that aggregate close to 55,000. If 
these figures hold true, the entire 
Democratic ticket is elected. 

The Repubiicans have given out no 
later estimates than those of Chairman 
Dick, conceding the election of Patti- 
son by 25,000 plurality. 

Republican estimates give the Demo- 
crats from two to five majority in the 
next senate and from 10 to 15 in.the 
house. The Democratic claim is a ma- 
jority of five in the senate and of 27 
in the house. 

The widespread scratching of tickets 
has caused such delay in the counting 
that 30 hours after the close of the 
| polls there was still uncertainty. 
Governor Herrick has not yet made 
| any statement, explaining that until he 
has seen fuller returns than had yet 
} been received it would be impossible

| TO ASK FOR RECOUNT 


| Democrats Question E ection of 
Draper In Massachusetts 
Boston, Noy. 9.—A recount of the 
vote for lieutenant governor will ~be 
| asked for by the Democrats, through 
the Democratic state committee. Candi- 
date Henry M. Whitney and the com- 
mittee believe that the closeness of 
the vote demands it. This was decided 
upon by the state committee, through 
acting Chairman Lyman. 

The press return vote of the state 
was as follows: Draper (Rep.), 182,- 
197; Whitney (Dem.), 180,201; Draper's 
plurality, 1996, : 

Mr. Lyman has sent to the chairman 
of every city committee in the state 
the following telegram: 

“Please prepare and file petition for

} that is, to all that cast a reasonably 

large vote. 


The Resuit In Maryland 

Baltimore, Noy. 9.—Late returns dis- 
sipate much of the doubt as to the re- 
sult of the election in this city and 
state. With a few precincts of one of 
| the usually Democratic counties yet to 
hear from, the defeat of the proposed 
suffrage restriction amendment to the 
state constitution by 28,000 to 29,000 is 
indicated. Atkinson (Dem.) is con- 
ceeded the state comptrollership. That 
the lower house of the state legislature 
will be Democratic is conceded by Re- 
| publican sources of information. The 
Democrats will therefore elect the state 
treasurer and the board of public works 
will be Democratic. 


The Rhode Is'and Election 

Providence, Nov. 9.—Complete re- 
turns received from the state election

Cincinnati, Nov. 9.—George B. Cox, 
formerly Republican leader of Cincin- 
nati, refuses to discuss the cause of 
the defeat of the Republicans in Ham- 
ilton county and in Ohio.

Jerome Man Seriously Siugged 

New York, Nov. 9.—Henry 4G. 
Granger is in a critical condition as the 
result of an assault made upon him 
while he was acting as a watcher for 
District A@orney Jerome Tuesday at 
a polling place. Granger says that af- 
ter an altercation with State Senator 
J. C. Fitzgerald, he was attacked by a 
gang of thugs, who knocked him down 
with a blackjack and then jumped on 
him, dislocated his jaw, attempted to 
gouge his eyes out and broke four of 
his ribs. Granger may lose the sight 
of his eye. The thugs escaped. 


Money For Continental Halli 

Washington, Nov. 9.—The national 
board of directors of the Daughters of 
the American Revolution reports that 
nearly $15,000 has been raised during 
the past month towards the fund for 
the construction of the memorial con- 
tinental hall now building here. In 
April the statement was made that 
$275,000 was needed to complete the 
hall and of this between $50,000 and 
$60,000 has been promised or con- 
tributed up to this time. 


Farewell of Old Official 

St. Petersburg, Nov. 9.—M. Pobedo- 
nostseff, the retiring procurator gen- 
eral of the holy synod, who is suc- 
ceeded by Prince Alexis Obolensky, de- 
livered his farewell address to the 
holy synod yesterday. There was 
something wonderfully impressive in 
the figure of the old man, defeated, but 
with spirit unbroken.

New Haven Road’s Acquisition 

New Haven, Noy. 9.—A deed record- 
ing the sale of the property of the New 
Haven and Derby Railroad company to 
the New York, New Haven and Hart- 
ford Railroad company has been filed 
in the town clerk's office. The con- 
sideration named is $764,370. The 
New York, New Haven and Hartford 
has thus finally obtained full control 
of the Derby line. 


Fishery Dispute May Drag On 

St. Johns, Nov. 9.—The British 
cruiser Latona, stationed at Bay of Isl- 
ands, which was about due to leave 
there, has received special orders in- 
dicating that she is likely to remain 
there until Christmas, owing to the 
American fishery dispute. This is re- 
garded here as indicating that an early 
termination of the pending negotia- 
tions is unlikely. 


Suicide of Two Old Men 

Buffalo, Nov. 9.—William Rock, 81 
years old, and Albee Oakes, 87 years 
old, committed suicide yesterday af- 
ternoon by hanging. They had been 
friends for years and both had _ suf- 
fered reverses. The old men met Tues- 
day and cast their votes. Their bodies 
were found in different parts of the 
city. 


Coachman Falis For Over $85,000 

Boston, Nov. 9.—J. J. Merrigan, who 
states that he is a coachman living at 
23 Harvard avenue, Brookline, has 
filed a voluntary petition in bank- 
ruptey. His liabilities are scheduled at 
$85,814, and he has no assets. He took 
oath that he was unable to pay the $30 
fee for filing the petition. 


Strike of Leather Cutters 

Montreal, Nov. 9.—The leather cut- 
ters in all but three boot and shoe fac- 
tories, numbering 350, have gone on 
strike for a time scale instead of piece 
work. Unless the difficulty is settled 
shortly between 8000 and 4000 other 
leather workers will follow.

Hearst Doubts the Legal Elec- 
tion of McClellan 


HAS THE AID OF JEROME 


Many Who Opposed Election of 
Municipal Ownership Candi- 
date Think He Was Cheated of 
Victory by Democratic Frauds 


New York, Noy. 9.—That a_ bitter 
fight will be waged in the courts to de- 
cide whether George B. McClellan or 
William R. Hearst is to be mayor of 
New York for the next four years is 
how assured. The complete returns 


give McClellan a plurality of 3485 
votes, the smallest ever recorded for a 
successful mayoralty candidate and a 
result which might be readily reversed 
by a recount of the ballots. 

Mr. Hearst has announced his inten- 
tion to take an immediate appeal to the 
supreme court, his managers having 
declared that they had secured evi- 
dence of illegal acts against 1000 in- 
spectors of election and that 30,000 
Hearst men who went to the polls to 
vote for Hearst had found that their 
names had already been voted on. 
Most of this fraudulent voting is said 
to have been done in East Side assem- 
bly districts, especially In the Eight- 
eenth, Charles F. Murphy’s home dis- 
trict, and in the Sixth, of which Timo- 
thy D. Sullivan is the leader. 

Alexander Bacon and F. B. Brown, 
of counsel for W. R. Hearst and the 
Municipal Ownership league, called at 
police headquarters late last night and 
served an order from Justice Gaynor 
on Captain Cruise, in charge of head- 
quarters at night. The order was 
actually for Commissioner McAdoo and 
the captain was served as his repre-

sentative. He immediately tele- 
phoned the order to McAdoo. The 
Commis- 


sioner McAdoo have every ballot box 
in the city of New York sent to the 
bureau of elections. 

Mr. Hearst’s proposed action met 
with warm approval in many quarters, 
even among those who opposed his 
election, and he received many assur- 
ances of support. District Attorney Je- 
rome expressed himself in terms of 
strong approval of Hearst’s program 
awd declared that he would immedi- 
ately institute a searching investiga- 
tion of the alleged Democratic frauds. 

Ira G. Darrin, the newly elected dis- 
trict attorney of Queens county on the 
Republican ticket, made a similar state- 
ment. William M, Ivins, the defeated 
Republican candidate for mayor, also 
commended Hearst’s action and ex- 
pressed the belief that a reco#&t would 
show that Hearst had been elected. 

After a secret session of the execu- 
tive committee of Tammany Hall, the 
following statement was issued: 


“The executive committee of the 
Democratic organization protests 
against the outrageous published 


threat of the defeated candidate of the 
Municipal Ownership league to over- 
throw the will of the people, as ex- 
pressed by the vote cast on election 
day, and directs its law committee to 
exert its best efforts and take such 
steps and institute such proceedings as 
will safeguard the election of George 
B. McClellan as mayor of New York. 
We also call on the commissioner of 
police and the custodian of the ballot 
to preserve the same intact from all 
interference by anyone from any un- 
authorized source.” 

Some of the leaders, after the meet- 
ing, expressed the opinion that the re- 
turns showed censure of Murphy’s 
leadership, and that he should as a re- 
sult step down and out and make room 
for a man against whom nothing could 
be charged. They thought that it was 
time for McClellan to assume the 
leadership himself. 

Superintendent of Elections Morgan 
said last night that, while doubtless 
méuy illegal votes were cast, he would 
express no opinion on the contention 
made by the Municipal Ownership 
league managers that they amounted 
to 30,000. He had made, he said, many 
arrests, but only 30 of the prisoners 
were held by the magistrates. 

Attorney General Mayer said that he 
had information that illegal votes were 
cast in several assembly districts. “In 
any event, however,” said Mayer, 
“even should we discover thousands of 
cases of illegal voting, it would not af- 
fect the count for the reason that the 
ballots cannot be deducted. So far as 
we are concerned, our jurisdiction ends 
with the prosecution of the criminals 
where the crime of illegal voting has 
been committed.”

Sagamore and Madison streets, at and 
near Atlantic station; the forthcoming 
hearing for the Old Colony Street Rail- 
way Co. for double tracks, and the for- 
ward movement onthe Boulevard; all 
seem to warrant comparison with con- 
ditions years ago. 

It has been quite generally accepted 
by the people of Quincy, save the few 
who are especially knowing to the facts, 
that William Dehon of Boston, project- 
ed and controlled the first street rail- 
way operated in Quincy, but an inter- 
view with our esteemed citizen, Presi- 
dent Edwin W. Marsh of the Quincy 
Savings Bank and his statement—sup- 
ported by Pattee’s History of Quincy, 
from which the President of our nobly 
protective institution read aloud in a 
clear voice, despite his eighty-four 
years of earnest existence—makes it 
clear that the first street railway was 
incorporated February 15, 1861 by Wil- 
liam L. Morton, John J. Glover and Rob- 
ert B. Lucas—all citizens of Quincy. 

Two dummy engines were at first 
the motive power and the track was 
laid from the foot of Penns Hill to 
Field’s Corner, Dorchester. ‘Trips were 
made hourly, permission being secured 
to continue over the Metropolitan R. R. 
Co.’s track to a terminal on State street 
at the head of Broad street, Boston, 
opposite the store of Aaron R. Gay. 
The fare was fifteen cents and the last 
car left State street at eleven o’clock P. 
M., including Sundays. The public 
spirited octogenurian, President Marsh 
remembered an occasion where he had 
availed himself of the street cars espec- 
fally. The Old Colony R. R. ran no 
trains on Sunday. Travel over the 
street railway was discontinued by the 
company in winter. 

The dummy engines proved to be too 
unpopular, and for obivious reasons 
were supplanted by horses, two toa 
car; and bobbing along in dry sum- 
mer days, a cloud of dust almost ob- 
scured car and horses. Hancock street 
was then subject to great travel by ex- 
press teams and farm wagons. Ex- 
Mayor Charles H. Porter remembers 
the paying of three five cent pieces for 
his fare over the line,and that William 
Dehon was identified largely with it. 
No doubt soon after its incorporation 
Mr. Dehon became the leading factor 
in its operation, and that Peter Butler 
and other cCistingnished people were 
associated with him in the enterprise. 

The car barn and stable was located 
opposite what is now Merrymount park, 
and Mr. Dehon builta fine residence 
at the northeast part of that area which 
he abandoned on the tragic death of his 
wife, and for many years the property 
was a monument of the unhappy event 
but is now occupied. 

The car barn was burned, severa 
years after the railway was discontinued 
being unprofitable owing to the high 
price of horses, grain etc., in the early 
seventies, 

Henry H. Faxon, our eminent fellow 
citizen, could probably cite incidents 
of the day and generation of the first 
street railway, but is convalescing from 
the overwhelming congratulations on

Amend 
Ordinance 


Or Attorney 
General Will 
Proceed Against 
City of Quincy 


The payment of salaries from the 
Woodward Fund to the treasurer, clerk 
and auditor, has reached a point where 
the only thing that will prevent the 
Attorney Geveral proceeding 
against the city is an amendment of the 
city ordinance establishing the salaries 
by the City Council. 

The outcome of the affair has as- 
sumed an entirely different aspect from 
what the original movers in the matter 
intended. 

The movement to strike out the sal- 
aries paid the managers of the fund 
and property originated at a meeting 
of the clergymen, who compose the 
board of directors, early last spring. 
This movement culminated in an order 
in the City Council to strike out the 
objectionable clauses in the ordinance 
concerning the Woodward Fund. 

While the order was hanging fire in 
the City Council Rev. Frank W. Pratt 
called upon the Attorney General and 
asked his opinion as to the payment of 
salaries to city officials from the fund. 

Mr. Pratt did not realize that the 
Governor is the only one to whom the 
Attorney General can render an opinion 
or he probably would have kept away. 

The Attorney General has general 
supervision of all charity trusts of the 
Commonwealth, and instead of render- 
ing an opinion to Mr. Pratt he sent a 
letter to the City Council to sa0w cause 
why he should not proceed against it. 

Notwithstanding this letter the city 
Council proceeded to kill the order 
amending the ordinance. 

Hearings were held before the At- 
torney General, and the result is the 
letter forwarded to the City Council last 
Monday by the Mayor. 

Lawyer Walter S. Pinkham, who was 
called into the matter by Rev. Mr. Pratt 
to help him out of the difficulty he had 
got today into, when interviewed by a 
representative of the Ledger, said that 
he could state upon good authority that 
if the City Council amended the ordi- 
nance so as to strike out that part re- 
lating to salaries the Attorney General 
would drop this matter.

This era of steam, electricity and 
other contrivances for beating time, 
space and infallibility, has put proph- 
ets to confusion,—among them an ar- 
dent young prognosticator from Indi- 
ana, Itseems he once wrote a book, 
“The Russian Advance,’ in which he 
lauded Russian civilization and des- 
cribed its progrees,—resistless as a 
glacier or the gentle sunshine. Senator 
Beveridge had just been to Manchuria 
aod over the Siberian railroad and mis- 
took his impressions for understanding. 
History has been busy since Senator 
Beveridge wrote. ‘‘The Russian Ad- 
vance’ has become a retreat with revo- 
lution which will possibly result in the 
resolution of the empire into its many 
heterogeneous component parts. 


It behooves the civilized world to see 
that never again shall an enlightened, 
generous and gentle people like the 
Finns be ground under the heel of 
an overpowering, sodden autocracy like 
Russia. Sad, even sadder than the 
downfall of Poland, has been the 
subjugation of Finland by Russia; and 
all tfe civilized world must rejoice 


eee 


in what appears to be Finland's emanci- 
pation. There is no country in the 
world that more deserves to be free, 
for in no country is there a higher 
degree of education, morality and well 
being. The average intelligence in that 
country is very high, there being less 
than one per cent of _ illiterates; 
and there are very few criminals. 
The people are sober, thrifty, well-to-do 
and there are fewer paupers than in 
any other European country. In tbese 
respects and in all that pertains to 
civilization, morality and progress 
Finland was in marked contrast with 
the powerful despotism that sat upon 
her, crushing life and hope and aspira- 
tion. 


The remarks of several of the gentle- 
men at the preliminary meeting of the 
new Citizen’s Association remind us of 
the Democratic arguments in the recent 
State campaign. The arguments were 
that Massachusetts was taking a back- 
ward seat, when all the facts are to the 
contrary. The gentlemen referred to 
above seem to think that Quincy is also 
taking a backward seat, but the facts 
are to the contrary. Improvements are 
possible, and always will be, but Quincy 
bas an enviable record in population, 
valuation, good government, improve- 
ments and progress. Just stop and 
consider fairly; make a few com- 
parisons of 1905 with 1900 or 1895; 
figures may surprise you. 

Quincy is passing other Massachu- 
setts cities and none are passing Quincy. 
And Massachusetts has some of the best 
cities for their size in the country.

Ballots Cast In New York City 
Contest Are Stored 


ELECTION BOARD YIELDS 


Ballot Boxes Acceptcd Upon an 
Order From Supreme Court 
Justice at Instance of Hearst 

® Men--McClellan to Fight 


New York, Nov. 10.—The contest 
over the mayoralty 
rated by Mr. Hearst, the 
Ownership candidate, has developed in- 
teresting and spectacular features. 

For 12 hours the nearly 600,000 bal- 
lots cast in last Tuesday’s 
choked the streets in the vicinity of 
the headquarters of the board of elec- 
tions. The ballot boxes had been gath- 
ered during the night by the police and 
conveyed in patrol wagons to the elec 
tion board’s headquarters. Arriving 
there the ballots were refused by the 
officials. The police, acting under a 
court order signed by Justice Gaynor, 
compelling the police authorities to turn 
the ballots over to the election board, 
had nothing to do but remain outside 
and await the pleasure of the election 
officials. 

Apprised of the situation, 
torneys for Hearst appeared 
Justice Dickey of the state 
court and secured from him an order 
compelling Président Voorhis of the 
board of elections to accept the ballots. 
The order was served »romptly and 
the ballots then were receipted for by

Under strong 
guard, the patrol wagons containing 
the several thousand boxes were 


driyen to various warelouses in this 
city and Brooklyn, where the ballots 
were stored subject to the orders of the 
election board. 

State Attorney General Mayer hada 
long and importani conference with 
District Attorney Jerome, after which 
it was announced that the attorney 
general's office would remain open un- 
til midnight. Superintendent of Elec- 
tions Morgan appeared before Mayer 
and Jerome, and with six of his depu- 
ties placed evidence before the prose- 
cuting officials. 

Another feature of the contest was 
the announcement by the Citizens’ 
Union that it would join the forces in- 
vestigating the charges of fraud and 
wrongdoing at Tuesday’s election, its 
prime object being to secure a new elec- 
tion law in the state of New York. At- 
torney General Mayer said: 

“District Attorney Jerome has placed 
at my disposal the machinery of his 
office and will co-operate with me in 
every way, as I will with him, in the 
prosecution of offenses against the 
election franchise. Assistant District 
Attorneys Perkins and Sanford are to 
devote themselves to this work in con- 
junction with Deputy Attorney Gen- 
eral Mason and assistants.” 

The attorney general received a large 
bundie of subpoenas from the district 
attorney and immediately put several 
election deputies at work serving them. 
Representatives of President Voorhis 
of the board of elections declared that 
Voorhis had decided to accept the bal- 
lot boxes prior to the issuance of the 
order by Justice Dickey. 

Attorney General Mayer left his of- 
fice at midnight, saying that expected 
developments had not transpired and 
that nothing could be gained by his re- 
maining down town longer. Mayer re- 
fused to discuss the reported finding 
of ballot boxes in the river. 

Mayor McClellan has engaged emi- 
nent counsel, among them Alton B. 
Parker, to represent him during the 
mayoralty contest. 

Alderman John J. Haggerty was ar- 
rested yesterday afternoon on a charge 
of assaulting a Hearst watcher on elec- 
tion day. The complainant was Bar- 
ney Wayneck, who asserted that. be- 
cause he insisted on the right of a man 
to vote, whose name had already been 
voted by a floater, Haggerty struck 
him and he was thrown out of the 
booth. The voter in question, William 
Hogan, & motorman, was in court and 
gave testimony. Haggerty was held 
in $500 bail on the charge of assault. 

A statement was issued from Mr. 
Hearst’s headquarters saying that an 
examination of the alleged defective 
ballots which were thrown out on elec- 
tion day shows more than 8000 which, 
he declares, should have been counted 
for him. It is asserted that these bal- 
lots were marked with a cross beneath 
the Municipal Ownership emblem and 
in the circle over Jerome’s name. 
Hearst says these ballots should be 
counted for him, pending a judicial de- 
cision as to their valadity. He asserts 
that if these were accredited to him he 
would be elected without a recount of 
the entire vote. 


Proposes to “‘Vindicate Resuits”’ 

New York, Noy. 10.—Mayor McClel- 
lan last night made public the follow- 
ing statement: “The election returns 
show my election by a plurality of 4180 
yotes. These returns are the results 
of procedure prescribed by law and 
they are expressly declared by the law 
to be presuurptively correct. I believe 
they are correct. Therefore, I will take 
all legitimate means to protect my 
rights, as well as those of the voters. 
If my adversary appeals to the law te 
overthrow what are now the legal re- 
turns of the results of the election, I 
Will meet him fully prepared to vindi- 
cate these results. To the courts, 
where these differences must be passed 
upon, every candidate and every citi- 
zen should readily submit”

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SUIT CASE GRIME 


Evidence Ready For Presenta- 
tion to Grand Jury 


SUMMONS OF WITNESSES 


Mrs Dean and Two Others Are 
Still Missing, but Police Offi- 
Ecials Decided to Lose No Fur- 


ther Time on the Ca-e 


Boston, Noy. 10.—Determined not to 
lose another moment's time in their ef- 
fort to mete out summary justice to 
everybody implicated in the death and 
cutting up of the body of the pretty 
“Shepherd King” dancer, Susan Geary, 
District Attorney Sughrue and the 
Boston police officials will today pre- 
sent the evidence in the “suit case” 
murder to the grand jury. 

In accordance with this 10 inspectors 
of Chief Watts’ staff served all of the 
witnesses in the case with summonses 
for their appearance before the grand 
jury. Chief of these witnesses wiii be 
Morris Nathan, the dead girl's sweet- 
heart, who will be taken from the city 
hospital to testify. 

The summonses, which are of the 
“John Doe” order and issued by Chief 
Justice Aiken, will bring nearly 50 wit- 
nesses in the case to court, when in- 
dictments against “Dr.”’ William How- 
ard and “Dr.”’ Louis Crawford, who 
are admittedly the men who disposed 
of the body; Dr. Percy D. McLeod, who 
is alleged to have performed the lapa- 


rotomy operation and dismembered 
the body; Nathan, the dead girl's 
sweetheart; “Mrs. Mary Dean,” the 
nurse in the case, and one or two others 


are expected to be had. 

This latest action in the case was 
taken as the result of a number of con- 
ferences between the heads of the po- 
lice department and District Attorney 
Sughrue. 

It had been the hope of the Boston 


police to round up everybody connected 
with the death of and disposition of the 
remains of the Geary girl before court 


proceedings would be taken, and court 
procedure has been deferred for this. 
The utter impracticability of this be- 
came clear to them yesterday, however. 

Both “Mrs. Dean” and at least two 
others whom they wanted to complete 
their case have slipped through the 
fingers of the police. For the time be- 
ing at least these people are free from 
arrest and have succeeded in covering 
up their tracks so well that it now 
seems that their capture will be a mat- 
ter of time. 

AS 4 result the Boston officers de- 
cided to lose no further time in the 
case, and yesterday afternoon Captain 
Dugan and Chief Watts presented the 
matter to District Attorney Sughrue. 
That official obtained the summonses 
in question from Chief Justice Aiken 
and ere nightfall they were in Chief 
Watts’ office. 

Superintendent Pierce, Chief Watts 
and Captain Dugan immediately went 
into consultation, which resulted in the 
summonses being turned over to the in- 
spectors. 

These officers had explicit instruc- 
tions to find without fail every person 
for whom a summons had been issued, 
and not to cease their work for the day 
until this had been accomplished.

May Raise @ Million Dollars 

New York, Nov. 10.—Chairman 
Straus of the committee to arrange for 
a relief of the victims of the recent 
Jewish massacres In Russia, announces 
that $95,000 has so far been raised in 
this city. Straus says he expects the 
total subscriptions from all parts of this 
country will amount to $1,000,000. 


New Custom House For Havana 

Havana, Noy. 10.—The concession 
for the construction and operation of a 
steel pler in Havana harbor has been 
awarded by the government to the 
Compania del Puerto, which in return 
for the concession is to erect a modern 
custom house to supersede the present 
ancient buildings. 


No One to Biame For Great Disaster 

Uniontown, Pa., Nov. 10.—After a 
few minutes’ deliberation, the cor- 
oner’s jury returned a verdict last night 
that the 18 victims of the explosion 
at the Rand Powder mill on Sept. 9 
came to their death from causes un- 
known to the jury.

Jews Seek It In Effort to Check 
Slaughter 


28,000 KINSMEN KILLED 


Sailors at Cronstadt Mutiny and 
Are Joined by Artillerymen-- 
Czar and Witte Dismiss 
poff and Agree to Immediate

Universal Suffrage ; 


Washington, Noy. 10.—Simon Wolf 
has sent the following appeal to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt: 

“The man that side-tracked pre- 
cedents by. ending the coal strike; the 
man that conjured between Russia 
and Japan and who has, in a hundred 
ways, showed marvelous versatility 
and courage, can he not take the Initla- 
tive and bring about concert of action 


to stem the cruelties in Russia? How 
long is this ghastly, fiendish holocaust 
to continue?” 

Mr. Wolf is now heading a move- 
ment to raise funds for the relief of the 
stricken Jews in Russia, pending any 
action that may be taken by the United 
States or other nations of the world. 
He points out that 28,000 Jews have 
been killed and 100,000 have been in- 
jured during the recent massacres in 
Russia. 

“We have got to raise millions of 
dollars in this country and Europe,” 
said Wolf. “The situation is acute and 
calls for our best and strongest efforts 
to succor the persecuted Jews in the 
land of the ezar.” 


Coliective Demonstration injurious 
Vienna, Nov. 10.—A delegation of 
the Austrian Hebrew union visited 
Count Goluchowski, the Austro-Hun- 
garian foreign minister, and asked him 
to initiate a movement among civilized 
nations and protest to the Russian 
government against the recent anti- 
Jewish outrages. The court prac- 
tically declined to accede to the request 
by pointing out the difficulties in the 
path of a collective demonstration and 
by saying it would probably have an 
effect contrary to that desired. 


THE CONSTADT MUTINY 


Sailors and Soldiers United In 
the General Disturbances 
Cronstadt, Noy. 10.—During the rlot- 
ing here machine guns were employed 
against the mutinous sailors who had 
been joined by a battalion of artillery- 


men from the fortress, increasing the 
total number of mutingers to 8000. It 
is difficult to ascertain the number of 
casualties, but officers place the fig- 
ures at 200. Many wounded persons 
are in Rospitala The sailors say their 
chief grievances are poor food and 
clothing, and an insufficient amount of 
liberty from barracks. 

Roughs joined in the pillage, but the 
workmen did not participate in it. 
Many of the workmen and the civilian 
population have either fled or are trying 
to flee the city and the docks are 
piled high with baggage and household 
effects. 

The city is full of reinforcements 
from St. Petersburg and others are 
still arriving. Order has been re- 
stored. The fires are still glowing in 
the market and another group of 
buildings. The stores and houses are 
boarded up and troops are patrolling 
the streets. 

Searchlights from warships and tor- 
pedo boats in the harbor are flashing 
across the waters In order to aid 
launches in their search for individual 
mutineers who are trying to escape to 
the mainland by boat. Though a ma- 
jority of the mutineers have sur- 
rendered, several hundred are still hold- 
ing out in the eastern section of the 
town. They have thrown up _barri- 
cades, but are surrounded, and ma- 
chine guns are posted at all the streets 
leading to their stronghold. It is ex- 
pected that the remainder of the mu- 
tineers will submit today. 

The outbreak started Wednesday af- 
ternoon when the sailors of the “Seyv- 
enth fort equippage” revolted, and, it 
is rumored, killed some of their offi- 
cers. They marched out of the bar- 
racks and immediately plundered four 
spirit shops. Crazed with liquor, they 
returned and seized their arms, and 
then went on the rampage, firing 
promiscuously upon the troops and the 
loyal sailors. Later they were joined 
by many of their comrades and the 
fighting continued from midnight until 
yesterday morning, when the terror- 
stricken inhabitants began to flee. 

Several regiments with eight ma- 
ehine guns from St. Petersburg and 
Oranienbaum were landed yesterday. 


& Will Affect Morale of Troops 


St. Petersburg, Nov. 10.—This city 


was in a furore of excitement all of 
yesterday and late into the night over 
the rews of the mutiny at Cronstadt. 
The place was represented as being in 
the hands of 8000 sailors who had mur- 
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| dowment of $200,000 to maintain 


dulged In a mutiny which was put 
down by about 7000 Cossacks and 
troops of the tmperial guard hastily 
dispatched from St. Petersburg and 
from garrisons near Peterhof and that 
machine guns had to be employed. 

At this critical juncture there is no 
attempt made in government circles to 
minimize the seriousness of the mutiny, 
and it is admitted that if a battalion 
of artillerists joined the sailors in open 
revolt the mutinous spirit must have 
been contagious. It.is also admitted 
that the mutiny will have a bad effect 
upon the morale of the troops, which 
already has been badly shaken by the 
revolutionary propaganda. 

As soon as the news of the mutiny 
was received here the Seventeenth and 
Highteenth equipages of sailors of the 
guard were locked in their barracks 
and the barracks were surrounded by 
Cossacks. The sailors were furious 
with rage and shouted from the win- 
dows that they were ready to join their 
mutinous comrades. 


Trepoft Loses Governor Generaiship 

St. Petersburg, Noy. 10.—Both Count 
Witte and the czar have made another 
surrender. General Trepoff has been 
removed from the powerful position 
which he occupied (governor general of 
St. Petersburg and assistant minister 
of the interior) and Russia’s premier 
bas agreed to immediate universa! suf- 
frage. Trepoff will become command- 
ant of the palace, where his sole duty 
will be to take measures to protect the 
life of the czar. The position of govern- 
or general of St. Petersburg ends with 
Trepoff’s retirement, but the place of 
commander of the imperial guard has 
been assumed by Grand Duke Nich- 
olas. 


Editor Stead’s Impression 

London, Noy. 10.—William T. Stead, 
who arrived in London last night, said 
he wished to supplement the state- 
ment regarding the situation in Russia 
made in Berlin. The whole drift of his 
conversation showed how deeply he 
was impressed with the absolute neces- 
sity of extending the fullest support 
and sympathy to the ezar, both at 
home and abroad. Bad as are the 
Jewish sufferings, said Stead, they are 
trivial compared with the massacres 
and outrages which are Inevitable if, as 
the result of outside interference, 
Count Witte’s ministry should be upset. 


Light on the Todd Mystery 

New York, Nov. 10.—The story that 
the body of Mvs. Margaretta Todd was 
placed on rajlroad tracks in Philadel- 
phia on the night of Oct. 27 by two 
men is corroborated by a statement by 
Richard B. Coutant, who came to New 
York to meet Sinclair Tousey, the 
brother-in-law of Mrs. Todd’s daughter, 
who is investigating the case. The 
authorities suspect that Mrs. Todd was 
murdered and are trying to find out 
whether she was drugged and thrown 
on the railroad tracks. She owned 
valuable real estate in this city and 
there is a dispute over ft. 


New Move by Rate Opponents 

Washington, Noy. 10.—Delay is evi- 
dently the first card to be played by 
the senatorial opponents of the pres!i- 
dent’s rate regulation plan. Chairman 
Elkins of the senate committee on in- 
terstate commerce says he doubts much 
if the commission will be prepared to 
submit its report and the promised bill 
on rate legislation within 10 days af- 
ter the session of congress opens, ac- 
cording to the instructions of the reso- 
lution setting in motion the hearings 
on the rate question. 


Barely Escaped a Lynching 

Atlanta, Nov. 10.—The negro who 
assaulted Mrs. Moore was caught at 
Fairburn and brought to the outskirts 
of Atlanta, where he was identified by 
Mrs. Moore. The sheriff with posse 
arrived at the scene where the mob 
had the negro assailant just as they 
were preparing to lynch him. The mob 
reluctantly gave the negro up. The 
sheriff then came into Atlanta with his 
prisoner in an automobile and the negro 
is now in the county fail. 


Tobacco For the Navy 

Washington, Nov. 10.—Bids have 
been opened at the navy department 
for 150,000 pounds of tobacco, the an- 
nual supply for the navy. Eight manu- 
facturing concerns entered into the 
competition, submitting three or four 
samples of each. The bids range from 
81 to 40 cents a pound. The samples 
have been sent by the navy depart- 
ment to users of tobacco in the navy 
for a practical test. 


To Render Aid to Mariners 

Washington, Nov. 10.—The president 
has designated seven revenue cutters 
to cruise along the Atlantic coast dur- 
ing the coming winter and to afford 
such aid to distressed vessels and their 
crews as circumstances may require. 
Last winter the revenue cutter service 
afforded assistance to 520 vessels with 
2730 persons on board, the value of the 
vessels and their cargoes being nearly 
$8,000,000.

Boston, Nov. 11.—Another legal chap- 
ter in.the prosecution of the persons ar- 
rested for complicity in the death of 
Susanna Geary was enacted in the mu- 
nicipal court, before Judge 
when Morris Nathan, the utility man 
of “The Shepherd Wing” 
was arraigned on the charge of abor- 
tion. Jesse Gove, his counsel, was in 
court to represent his interests and 
acquiesced to a continuance of the case 
until Monday, to give the grand jury 
time to report. Bail for the young man 
was fixed at $5000, 

Nathan came to the court from the 
city hospital, where he has been under 
surveillance since his arrival in Bos- 
ton. The trip was made in company 
with a police inspector. Nathan has 
improved greatly during the 10 days 
that he bas been at the hospital and 
does not look the 
broken youth that he was when he was 
brought from Pittsburg. 

Dr. Percy D. McLeod, the physician 
who is alleged to have performed the 
operation under which the girl died, 
also appeared in court before Judge 
Bennett on a conunuance from last 
Saturday. Charles H. Innes, appearing 
as counsel for him, urged that his 
client’s interests demand that the case

A new witness in the case came for- 
ward when Dr. John H. Pettee ap- 
peared before the grand jury.

To chronicle all the injuries would te 
quire the use of thousands of names, 
and even then none would be included 
where the hurt was of a less serious 
character than the breaking of a collar 
bone. The mere spraining of an ankle 
is not considered of sufficient impor- 
tance to interest anybody except the 
individual player and perhaps the par- 
ents. 

But in the big college games alone 
the list of injuries is large enough to 
prove interesting, showing, as it does, 
ten legs and fourteen collar bones bro- 
ken in four years of play for a brief six 


weeks each, to say nothing of four!

Of the forty-five who gave their lives | 
to football nearly every death may be! 


traced to the “unnecessary roughness” 
against which Mr. Roosevelt bas pro- 
tested. Picked up unconscious from 
beneath a mass of other players, it was 


generally found the victim had been} 


kicked in the head or stomach so as to 
cause internal injuries or concussion 
of the brain, which sooner or later end- 
ed life. 

Sixteen died as a result of internal } 
injuries, four from broken necks, six 
from concussion of the brain, eight 
from broken backs, three from paraly- 
sis, two from heart failure, one from 
lockjaw, one from blood poisoning. due 
to a cut received in a game; one from 
hemorrhages and two from menin- 
gitis, induced by spinal injuries suf- 
fered in play. 

It is true that the death list includes 
the names of none of the players on 


the teams of the leaders in football, | 


but not a season goes by in which the 
best trained players are not seriously 
burt. As a rule, the players who are 


killed were in minor teams or not’ 


themselves sufficiently hardened to en- 
dure the strain of the game. 


But those who maintain that the 


game is in danger of being buried be- 
neath an avalanche of popular disap- 
proval have plenty of evidence on 
which to argue their point that the 
very best players are in constant peril, 
if not of their lives at least of receiving 
injuries which may weaken them for 
life. 

Ellis of Harvard, for instance, in 
1900 was out after the game with West 
Point. De Witt, Princeton’s big guard 
had to be taken out of the game for 
weeks at a time because of injuries.

Battleship 
Rhode Island 
Makes Speed 
In 4-hour ‘Test 


Your correspondent was on the U. S. 
Battleship Rhode Island on Saturday 
when she made her four-hour run at a 
rate of 19.01 knots per hour. This 
speed was one-hundredth of a knot in 
excess of the contract and proved the 
vessel to be the fastest vessel of her 
type in the world. 

The writer’s experience was Instruc- 
tive and entertaining, and he trusts a 
brief sketch of the days’ events may 
prove the same to readers of the Daily 
Ledger. 

We left Lewis wharf, Boston, at 7.45 
A. M. onthe U.S. tug Uncas. The 
battleship was down the harbor off 
Hall, and was not reached till8.80. The

inches thick piled up in front of the 

stem of the vessel and divided ran aft 

along the side of the ship, getting | 
wider and losing beight rapidly about 

30 feet from the bow, This wave was 

about 14 feet high and at times rounded 

off aft and out board so that one could 

imagine it to be great sport to get on 

the back of the great wave and slide off 

into the sea, 

There was about a 20-knot breeze go- 
ing with us, so that we were practically 
inacalm. Had we bean going against 
the wind, or broadside to it, these 
waves would have broken and the deck 
forward been flooded with water. On the 
run back against the wind at a much 
reduced speed the main deck forward 
was kept wet with spray all tle time. 
At times on the run oat, looking over 
the bow, the great ram could be seen in 
the water reaching out and the water a 
afew feet ahead of the ram showed 
greenish white from the effect of the 
ram on the water ahead. 

The Rhode Island was given a trial

under different arrangements from any 
vessel of her size in our navy. Sbe was 
taken off the Maine coast near Rock- 
land, where a nautical mile is measured 
off, and run over the course in both 
directions. The yessel is timed for the 


mile and the revolutions of the screws | 


are counted. A curve is ploted -with 
knots per hour shown in one direction 
and revolutions per minute of the screw 
in the other direction. Theo in the 
shaft alleys there were revolution 
counters on the shafts and the number 
of revolutions were taken every 15 
minutes and sent to the chart house. 
In this way from the start we knew 
when the vessel was picking up a little 
and when falling off some. 

During the trial we went into the 
engine room. The air was full of 
flying grease and salt water. Moen were 
stationed around with pails of oil and 
syringes playing a stream of oil first 
on this bearing and then on that. The 
engines had parts of their frames 
covered by congealed grease, looking 
for all the world like hoar frost. These 
engines were the marvels on board and 
received all possible attention. 

With heavy engines and running 
at a high speed the engine room was 
perfectly steady and no vibration was 
apparent. A short time in the engine 
room was sifficieat aud while we were 
invited into the boiler rooms we de- 
clined with thanks. A sight of those 
who went was sufficient. Truly their 
mothers would not bavye known them 
when they came out. The writer saw 
one man rush into the lunch room 
for a bite of something to eat, take 
handkerchief and wipe a little place 
in the center of his face to eat threugh. 
The writer understands that this coal 
dist was spread on the occupants by 
the forced air draft in the boiler room 
aud was williag to take their word for 


it. 
Shortly after the end of the four 


hours from the first whistle it was an- 
nounced that the speed was 19.01 knots 
per hour, and that another record had 
been captured by an American naval 
vessel. The traditional broom was 
lashed to the top of the foremast, 
signifying a clean sweep, and a man 
was hoisted up nearly to the top of the 
middle smoke stack and the figures 19.01 
painted on the stack so that all could 
read of the vessel’s perform ince. 

At the end of the run, we were about 
100 miles out from Boston light. The 
vessel was manoeuvred to show turning 
radius, etc., and then we got the full 
force of the wind mixed with spray and 
cinders from the deck. During this 
turning a peculiar sight could be seen at 
times. The propeller which was on the 
inside of the circle coulg be plainly 
seen. The path of the tips of the blades 
was marked by flashes of greenish light, 
and once or twice it was possible to 
trace several of these rings before they 
disappeared in the foam of the wake. 
These rings looked like a hugh screw 
reaching out from the propeller, and 
boring back into the water.

The performance of the vessel had been 
satisfactory and all were in good 
spirits. 

The Rhode Island is anexample of 
rapidity of our progress in engineering 
jmatters. These vessels are not yet 
tursed over to the government and yet 
they are in some respects not up-to-date. 
This class has supperposed turrets 
which are an abandoned feature. On 
the other hand the electrical installa- 
tion is far ahead of other battleships 
and of atype which apparently can ba 
only gradually developed and which 
could not be improved by jumps and 
bounds. 

One point in these vessels, however, 
seems ridiculous and that isthe idea 
of putting rams on warships. The ram 
projecting out under the water is a 
wicked instrument of offense, but it isa 
considerable hindrance to the speed of 
the vessel, and has only been effective 
so far in the history of recent naval de- 
velopment upon friendly vessels.

s Are Anxious to Become 
Chief Executive of Boston ~ 
Boston, Noy. 13.—With two Demo- 
'eratie candidates and three Republi- 
can aspirants seeking their party nomi- 
nations for mayor, the warmest and 


most interesting municipal campaign 
held in Boston for many years is now 
fairly under way. The Democratic 
candidates for the nomination are B. 
J. Donovan, the present city clerk, and 
former Congressman Fitzgerald. The 
Republicans seeking the nomination of 
their party are L. A. Frothingham, 
speaker of the house of representa- 
tives, State Senator Callender, and for- 
mer Municipal Court Judge Dewey. 

In the Democratic contest an un- 
usually active campaign has been 
prosecuted and not for many years 
have so many bitter personal attacks 
been made on each other by rival candi- 
dates. Donovan has the support of the 
Hendricks club, a powerful Demo- 
cratic organization headed by Martin 
M. Lomasney. Other Donovan sup- 
porters are Congressmen Keliher and 
MeNary and Chairman Fitzgerald of 
the Democratic city committee. Fitz- 
gerald has the support of Congressman 
Sullivan and other prominent party 
leaders. The contest Is a close one and 
it is doubtful if any accurate forecast 
ean be made before the returns from 
the majority of the voting precincts 
have been announced. 

Of the Republican candidates for the 
nomination, Frothingham is the only 
one who is not conducting an _ inde- 
pendent campaign. He has been 
named as the party candidate by the 
Repubiican city committee and has 
been endorsed by the Good Govern- 
ment association. Callender and Dew- 
ey have not been endorsed by any or- 
ganization, and both are relying on 
their individual activity and popu- 
larity to win them the ballots of the 
voters, The joint municipa! pri- 
maries will be held on Thursday next. 


River and Harbor Bill Waits 

Washington, Nov. 13.—The Post 
says: No general river and harbor bill 
will be passed by congress at the ap- 
proaching session. This forecast is 
made by Representative Burton of 
Ohio, chairman of the rivers and har- 
bors committee. There are two cogent 
reasons for not enacting such legisla- 
tion next winter, according to Burton, 
the first being because a large Dill 
passed last session carried appropria- 
tions for all projects deserving of im- 
mediate attention from congress; sec- 
ond, the necessity of holding down ap- 
propriations to the lowest figures to 
prevent, if possible, another deficit in 
the treasury. 


Seeking Papal Honors 

Rome, Noy. 13.—The report that 
Archbishop Cavalcanti de Albuquerque 
of Brazil is to be created a cardinal has 
caused dissatisfaction among other 
Latin-American republics. Argentina 
claims the same honor because of its 
good relations with the holy see, Chile 
because the archbishopric of Santiago 
is the oldest in South” America, and 
Peru because it was the first country 
in South America where a Catholic 
hierarchy was established. The Vat- 
ican states that in the future Latin- 
American cardinals will be chosen in 
turn among other countries. 


Thieves’ Plans Weil Laid 

New York, Noy. 13.—During the 
absence of the private watchman on 
guard at Schumann’s Sons jewelry 
store thieves entered the place and car- 
ried off $10,000 worth of silverware. The 
robbers drove to the store Sunday ina 
handsome carriage with a coachman in 
livery and, having noted the departure 
of the watchman, entered the front 
door with false keys.

IDESGENT ON DENS 


Boston Police Get After ««Med- 


ical Offices” In Earnest 


BISHOP PLACE IS RAIDED 


Resul s In Discovery of Elabo- 
ra e Methods For Preventing 
the Patrons Identifying Those 
Who Operate Upon Them 


Boston, Nov. 13.—Not since the find- 
ing of the torso of Susanna Geary has 
public interest been aroused to such a 
high pitch as it was when the police, 
armed with five search warrants, 
raided the offices of alleged malprac- 
titioners on Tremont street. 

In addition to these raids, which 
were organized by Captain Cain of di- 
vision 4 and in which about 25 officers 
participated, Captain Dugan, assistant 
chief inspector, accompanied by Sheriff 
Athorne of Saco, Me., who had with 
him 15-year-old Iola Reed, the New- 
field, Me., girl who came to this city 
recently for the purpose of haying a 
criminal abortion performed, went to 
some of the same places visited by 
Cain and his men for the purpose of 
having the girl identify the office 
where the operation was performed 
upon her. 

This much was accomplished, as the 
little girl positively identified the no- 
torious offices of Mrs. Jane E. Bishop 
at 178 Tremont street as the place 
where she underwent the operation. 

Further than this, it can be positive- 
ly stated that the girl told the officers 
the place where she was taken imme- 
diately following the operation, and it 
is not at all unlikely that the police 
will have in custody in a short time 
either the person who performed the 
operation or the keeper of the lying-in 
hospital where she was taken. 

The sensational raids brought to 
light something which the police in 
their previous visits to the Bishop of- 
fice have entirely overlooked. The 
mask, which as a last resort the opera- 
tor upon the women used as a personal 
protection against any possible identi- 
fication, was brought to light. 

This mask consists of a complete 
head covering of black hair, with long, 
flowing black whiskers of the Burnside 
variety, and a gauze covering for the 
remaining portion of the face. That 
the operator could not be identified 
even by the color of his eyes was made 
certain. 

That this mask is the one which 
was worn by the person who operated 
upon Susanna Geary there is no doubt. 
It was worn even in additior to the 
screen Which was placed so that it 
prevented either the patient or operator 
from seeing each other, and was in- 
tended to cover any possible contin- 
gency that might arise by the shifting 
of the curtain. 


It was planned by the police to visit 
the establishments of Drs. Butler, Em- 
mons, Williams, Ames and Bishop, the 
three last named being women pbhysi- 
cians. The officers received their in- 
structions at station 4. They timed 
their arrival so that each office would 
be entered at exactly the same time, 
thereby preventing any warning being 
telephoned from one place to another. 

No one was found at the Ames and 
Emmons offices at 165 and 170 Tre- 
mont street respectively. The Bishop 
office was also deserted. At the But- 
ler office Dr. Lewis was found. He is 
the husband of Annie Brown, who was 
sentenced to five years’ imprisonment 
recently, for performing a criminal op- 
eration at the Bishop office. Three 
young women were found at the Wil- 
liams office. They explained their 
presence by the statement that they 
were waiting for the doctor. 

An effort was made to prevent the 
officers from entering Butler's office, 
but the policemen promptly smashed in 
the doors and proceeded to search the 
premises. 

The establishment which held the 
most interest for the raiders was that 
of Mrs. Jane Bishop at 178 Tremont 
street. It was here that a greater part 
of the evidence was gathered, and it 
was here also that the officers learned 
the method of disguise adopted by the 
persons performing operations. The 
police broke in the glass door after re- 
peated raps on the door had failed to 
bring any response. There are five 
rooms connected with the place. The 
parlor, which looks out on the Common, 
is elaborately furnished in blue and 
gold. The door of the safe was open 
and papers were strewn about the floor, 
indicating the hasty departure of the 
persons connected with the institution 
after Crawford and Howard made a 
confession to the police that Miss 
Geary had been a patient there. Books 
found in a desk showed that an 
enormous business had been done daily. 

There are three operating rooms in 
the place, all cleverly arranged with 
the idea of hiding the operator from 
the patient. Over each operating chair 
hangs a curtain, in which there is an 
opening only sufficiently large to permit 
the doctor to do his work, the upper 
part of the patient’s body being hid- 
den from view. It was here that an 
officer found additional evidence of 
the extreme care taken to conceal the 
identity of the operator in the shape of 
the mask above referred to. 

Captain Cain says that there are still 
many places which will be the subject 
of rigid examination and which will be 
given no rest until the performance of 
these criminal operations becomes so 
hazardous that none but foolhardy per- 
sons will attempt to perform them.

The tragedy occurred in Miss La 
Clair’s room. While Carrie La Clair, a 
sister, who occupied the room with 
Emma, was at church, Webster pro- 
cured a revolyer from Charles Hanson 
and went to the La Clair room. At 
noon other occupants of the block 
heard three shots, but an investiga- 
tion failed to locate the room from 
which the sound emanated. 

When Carrie La Clair returned from 
church about an hour later, she found 
her sister and Webster dead. The 
body of Emma, partly dressed, lay on 
the bed, while Webster's body rested 
partly on the floor and was between 
the bed and the wall. Near Webster's 
body was a revolver, three chambers 
of which were empty. 

Medical Referee Smith said there 
Was no question but that Webster had 
fired all three shots. It is'thought that 
Miss La Clair was dressing when 
Webster entered the room. The girl 
had evidently seated herself on the 
bed and it is supposed that her lover 
seized her and shot her. 

Webster was 26 years old and had 
been employed about his father’s hotel 
in this town. Emma La Clair was 23 
years old. Her body will be taken to 
her father’s home in Churubusco, N. 
Y. Emma and ber sister had lived here 
four years and both were employed in 
the Baltic mills. 


Collision of Electric Cars 

Lynn, Mass., Noy. 13.—Several per- 
sons were injured in a collision between 
two electric cars on the Boston and 
Northern street railway on Humphrey 
street, Swampscott. Owing, it is said, 
to a failure of the signal system to 
work, the cars came together head-on 
at a sharp curve. Both cars were go- 
ing at a high rate of speed and were 
fairly well filled with passengers.

Hote! Destroyed by Fire 

Laconia, N. H., Nov. 13.—The Lake 
Shore inn at Lake Shore park, on the 
shore of Lake Winnepasaukee, was 
destroyed by fire last evening, the loss 
being $25,000. The hotel was an all- 
year house and accommodated about 
200 guests. As it was between the 
seasons, the winter fishing not having 
commenced, there were very few people 
in the hotel. The cause of the fire is 
not known. 


Lodger Suffocated In Fire 

Dover, N. H., Nov. 13.—John O’Brien, 
54 years old, was suffocated in a fire 
that occurred in the tenement house of 
James McNally.

How the Czar Regards Poland's 
Battle For Autonomy 


SOLEMN WARNING GIVEN 


Subjects of Ancient Kingdom 
Facing Sorrowful Paths Trod- 
den by Them In 1831 and 1863 

*-Benefits Will Be Withheld 


St. Petersburg, Noy. 13.—Poland is 
not to be permitted to become a second 
Finland. The Russian government, in 
a strongly worded communication pub- 
lished today, serves notice on the Po- 
lish Nationalists that for good or ill the 
ancient kingdom of Poland has now 
become an integral part of the Russian 


empire and that, while the government 
intends to fully observe the national 
rights of Poland, any attempt to wrest 
Polish autonomy from the czar would 
be considered an act of revolt and 
would lead the Poles into the sorrow- 
ful paths trodden by them in 1831 and 
1863. 

The Russian authorities recognize 
the gravity of the movement in which 
two antagonistic parties, the Nation- 
alists and the Socialists, under the 
leadership of such Poles as Henrik 
Sienkiewicz, the novelist, have joined 
forces, and they declare that none of 
the benefits of the emancipation mani- 
festo can be conferred on “ a country 
in revolt.” 


Christian Aid Is Sought 

London, Noy. 13.—Pathetie scenes 
were witnessed last night at a gather- 
Ing of 10,000 Jews of the East End of 
London in the great assembly hall at 
Mile End, where a memorial service 
was held for the Jews recently killed 
in Russia. The hall was draped in 
black and the majority of those in the 
audience wore emblems of mourning. 
At the chanting of the fifth chapter of 
lamentations almost all present burst’ 
into tears and mournful wailing. 

Rabbi Schewzik made an _ eloquent 
and touching appeal to Christians to 
come to the help of the Jews who, he 
said, for 2000 years had vainly pro- 
tested against persecution and could 
hope for nothing unless the Christians, 
out of their justice and charity, en- 
deavored to procure for them justice 
and freedom. In conclusion he sug- 
gested that all Jews go into deep 
mourning for a month and to vote the 
proceeds of their self-denial to the re- 
lief of their suffering co-religionists in 
Russia. 


Carnegie Gives $10,000 

New York, Noy. 13.—Andrew Car- 
negle has contributed a check for $10,- 
000 for the relief of the Jews in Rus- 
sia. The gift was attached to a letter 
sent to Isidor Straus of this city, in 
which Carnegie says that the terrible 
crimes being committed in Russia “are 
such as might lead one to lose faith 
in humanity, had not the history of 
the past shown us scenes equally de- 
moniac.” 


Naval Officers Bounced 

St. Petersburg, Nov. 13.—The corrupt 
condition of the naval administration 
existing at Cronstadt, which was dis- 
closed by the recent mutiny, has com- 
pelled the resignation of Admiral Ni- 
konoff, commandant of the Baltic 
ports, and other officers. 


* infantry Attack Upon Jews 
Warsaw, Nov. 13.—In Ostrowiecka 
street at 9 o’clock last evening an in- 
fantry patrol, without provocation, 
fired into a crowd of Jews, seriously 
wounding eight. 


Going on “Disciplinary Voyage” 

Cronstadt, Nov. 13.—Three cruisers 
are being prepared to take the mutinous 
sailors on a long disciplinary voyage. 


Fatal Fight Over Money 

Chicago, Nov. 13.—In a _ revolver 
fight among Italians in Milton avenue, 
Biaggio Raia was killed and two Ital- 
ian women were shot. The fight re- 
sulted from a quarrel over money col- 
lected for a bazaar to be held in an 
Italian church, in which Raia was ac- 
cused of having withheld some of the 
money received by him. Seven men 
took part in the fight. The women 
were walking in the street when stray 
bullets hit them. 


Forest Fires In Maryland 

Cumberland, Md., Nov. 13.—The 
most extensive and spectacular forest 
fires ever known in this section line 
both sides of the Potomac between 
Martinsburg and Cumberland, a dis- 
tance of 80 miles. Hundreds of acres 
of timber and miles of fencing have 
been burned and many farmhouses are 
threatened. Hundreds of farmers are 
fighting the flames. 


Norway Voting on a Ruler 
Christiana, Nov. 13.—A_ plebiscite 
for and against the choice of Prince 
Charles of Denmark as the new King 
of Norway has begun. The people 
everywhere are voting in large num- 
bers. The polling will be continued 
today. Saturday saw the culmination 
of a fortnight’s agitation all over the 

country for and against a republic. 


A $100,000 Cotton Fire 
Athens, Ga., Nov. 13—A $100,000 
fire-in this city wiped out a large cotton 
warehouse. The origin is attributed to 
a bonfire built by college students on

Progress of 
NY. NLA. & H. RR. 


J. S. Bache & Co. devote a circular 
to the New York, New Haven & Hart- 
ford railroad remarking many things of 
deep interest to Boston and New Eng- 
land people, especiaily where it is said: 
‘¢President Mellen aims to make tbe 
New Haven the finest piece of railroad 
property in the world and this result, if 
not already accomplished, is at least ap- 
proaching realization. 

The internal improvements have 
amounted virtually to rebuilding large 
portions of the line. Steel structures 
have replaced wooden bridges and ex- 
iststing bridges have been strengthened 
to carry heavier traffic and to produce 
greater efficiency in operation. Addi- 
tional second, third and fourth tracks 
have been laid, inclnding the four track- 
ing of the main line between New York 
and- New Haven.” Six tracking and elec- 
trifying of the New, Rochelle-New York 
division is now in progress and, when 
completed, will have cost $12,000,000. 

The system has been doubled tracked 
in many parts where single tracks were 
formerly in use. Grade crossings have 
been eliminated at many points, and 
this work is still being carried on. 
Other extensive improvements in road- 
bed track and structures have been io- 
stituted throughout the system. The 
road is now in splendid physical condi- 


millions to increase the efficiency of the 
property. 

‘‘Not only will the company benefit 
largely from its investments, but within 
a short time its business will be stimu- 
lated through the direct exchange of 
passengers and freight with the 
Pennsylvania lines at New York. 
Pennsylvania’s new terminals in New 
York city are well under way, and work 
on the Jersey City and Brooklyn 
tunnels is progressing rapidly. Mhysical 
connection with the Pennsylvania lines 
will be made at Long Island City, and 
with this end in view the New Haven 
is spending large amounts in improve- 
ments at Mott Haven, It is not beyond 
the bounds of probability that New 
Haven may bridge the Sound.

City Council 

On Municipal Plant 


No public hearing before the City 
Council this year has attracted so much 
attention as that of Monday evening on 
the petition of Levi H. Turner and 
hondreds of others, that a municipal 
lighting plant be established in Quincy. 
Every available seat for the public was 
filled and many gentlemen stood. The 
hearing was the first business in order 
and it was about 10 o'clock before the 
Toutine business of the Council was 
reached, 

Councilman Barry, Hynes, Piper and 

Sidelinger were absent. 
: Levi H, Torner first appeared in 
favor of the petition. Municipal owner- 
ship, he said, was attracting wide 
attention, The Massachusetts Gas and 
Electric Light Commissioners have re- 
ceived during the past year enquiries 
along this line from 191 towns in the 
State. There are about twenty munici- 
pal plants in Massachusetts. 

The position of Quincy was unique. 
In 1860 it gave rights to the Citizens 
Gas Company then composed of Quincy 
stockholders. _ Now it was owned by 
One or two non residents. The fran- 
chise was its most valuable asset. The 
plant was worth less than ten years ago. 
The company was making no exten- 
tions, which was a marked contrast 
With the growth of the city. There 
Were no gas mains in the new sections. 
' Yet the earnings were sufficient to 


pay six per cent on the balloon stock. 
The company had no longer a valid ex- 
cuse to hold the franchise, and should 
surrender it, 

The great excess in the cost of electric 
lighting in Quincy over Braintree was 
shown in figures. Probably in no place 
in the United States does gas cost more 
than in Quincy. Certainly not in 
Massachusetts. 

Mr. Turner cited figures to show that 
municipal water was a profit to Quincy. 
The receipts from water might not be 
quite large enough to pay maintenance, 
interest, maturing bonds and Metropol- 
itan assessment, amounting to $108,000 
but the Mayor estimates that the free 
water received by the city for public 
building, fire service, street sprinkling, 
sewers, etc., is worth $25,000 per year, 
which if added to the receipts makes 
the total income $121,000 or a profit. of 
over $12,000 in 1904. 

Prof. Frank Parsons of Boston Uni- 
versity, was introduced by Mr, Turner, 
as one who had made a study of munic- 
ipal ownership. 

At the outset, Mr. Parsons said he 
understood Quiney was paying $2 per 
1000 for gas. If so it was stil) in the 
middle ages. It was very mach too 
high. 

A few years ago Taunton also was 
paying $2, but a municipal plant was 
established5 and the price cut to $1.

sorrow that the people of Quincy learned 
this morning that Henry H. Faxon had 
died during the night. 

Mr. Faxon had been in feeble health 
for a year or more, and while his 
friends realized that his days on earth | 
were not many they were unprepared | 
for the news. } 

Although in feeble health Mr. Faxon | 
has been able to be about and was out | 
of doors last week, and had it not been | 
for the accidental scalding he received | 
Saturday night he would probably have 
lived many months. The scalding 
which would have been a trifling matter 
to a young man was_a severe shock 
to Mr. Faxon in his feeble condition, 

Mr, Faxon’s illness dates back a 
year or more when he 
slight shock. Since that time he has 
been in poor health. His constitution 


was of a gritty nature, and he would | 


not givs up, and continued to attend 
church sociables and his contributions 
helped largely to make them a success. 

Although Mr. Faxon, like all men of | 
his aggressive nature, had enemies, yet 
there is no one who knew Quincy thirty 
years ago and can compare the con- | 
ditions existing then with today who| 
will not say that he has been a large | 
factor in shaping the government of the 
city. 

To him is due in a large measure the 
blessings of No-License which Quincy 
has enjoyed for many years. He al- 
ways took a deep interest in town and 
city affairs and was active and fearless 
in both, when his health permitted. 

He was very methodical in every- 
thing he did. He kepta scrap book in 
which were compiled everything he had 
published over his own name as well 
as articles pertaining to the temperance 
questions. He also kept a manifold 
copy book in which are all the letters 
he has written to any person for years. 

Being a man of wealth, he had many 
calls for aid, and as his keen intellect 
enabled him to sift the chaff from the 
wheat he was seldom imposed upon. 
He gave freely of bis wealch to those 
matters in which he took an interest, 
and the churches of the city regardless 
of creed have cause to be grateful to 
him for many substantial gifts especially 
at Christmas time. 

His end was peaceful although he 
suffered considerable from the buraos 
received Saturday night.

| Joho, be began manufacturing boots 
and shoes, principally for the Boston 
}and Baltimore markets. 

About 1846 be changed his business, 
opening a retail grocery and provision 
store in Quincy, which he conducted 
for about seven years. During the last 


three years of that time he carried on a 


bakery, and was also a real estate and 


| merchandise auctioneer, 


His temperament was too active, 
however, to be content within the com- 
paratively narrow limits of country 
trade, and he became a retail grocer at 
the corner of South and Beach streets, 


| Boston, the firm name being ‘‘Faxon, 


Wood & Co.’’ Two years later he, 
witb his brothers, moved to Commer- 
cial street, changiog the title of the 


| firm to ‘*Faxon Bros. & Co.,” and the 
| business to wholesale transactions ex- 
| clusively. 


In 1861 retiring from tbe firm, Mr. 
Faxon went to New Orleans, and made 
|large purchases of molasses, shipping 
it to his former partners. Returning to 
| Boston the next year he engaged io 
|speculating on Chatham street, and 
| subsequently located on India Wharf. 
|Here he operated largely ia chicory, 
| kerosene oil, raisins, spices, and every- 

thing in the way of staple merchandise 
| upon which he could realize a profit. 
| Atthistime, Mr. Faxon bad given 
no special thought to temperance 

and was not himself a ‘‘ total 
jabstainer.”’ Anticipating the rise in 
|the price of liqaors on account of an

these exceptions, Mr. Faxon has never 
held public office, save the peculiar 
oue of ‘* Special Police,’ to enforce the 
laws relative to the sale of intoxicating 
liquors in Quincy. 

A man of rare judgment, of irresisti- 
ble energy, he ‘‘hewed to the line” of 
an unshaken purpose. His life was of

America, a noteworthy manifestation 
of that tireless, ceaseless, sleepless ef- 
fort, ending only at death, which seems 
to characterize our people, and which 
strikes thoughtful foreigners with as- 
tonishment.

Christiana, Nov. 14.—The returns of 
the plebiscite are still complete, but no 
change in ‘ts main features is now 
possible. The results in 418 constitu- 
encies show 233,935 votes in favor of 
Prince Charles of Denmark as King of 
Norway and 62,739 against him. The 
Republicans expected to poll 33 percent 
of the votes, but only obtained 21 per- 
cent. 

An interesting peculiarity of the ple- 
biscite is the strong Monarchical ma- 
jorities obtained in the Republican 
leaders’ constituencies. It is also 
noticeable that the Monarchists seem 
to control the districts surrounding 
Christiana and all the coast districts, 
while Republican votes predominate in 
the interior and in the northern dis- 


tricts. 
This morning a great crowd cheered 
Premier Michelsen and President 


Berner of the storthing. The premier 
addressed the people from a window 
of the palace and congratulated them 
on the results of the plebiscite.

Sailors From British Fleet En- 
tertained by Yankees 


OVATION TO ADMIRALS 


Jackies Have the Time of Their 
Lives After Di<posinz of Grea 
Feast and Fifteen Rounds of 
Beer--Prince Luis a Guest 


New York, Nov. 14.—*Blood is thick- 
er than water.” Written on the front- 
isplece of the menu cards this famous 
saying of the American naval office: 
Tatnall never found more impressive 
expression than it did last night at the 
dinner on the Bowery at Coney Island 
which the enlisted men of the first 


squadron of the United States North 
Atlantic fleet gave to the enlisted men 
of the second cruiser squadron of the 
British navy, commanded by Rear Ad- 
miral Prince Louis of Battenberg. 

It was the keynote of the cheering 
with which the 2500 British and Amer- 
lean sailors made the great pavilion 
ring to the echo. It was the toast to 
which they drank across the long 
tables which stretched down the great 
hall beneath the overhanging Britisb 
and American flags. It was the theme 
of the speeches that accompanied the 
cigars and the 12th round of beers of 
this mammoth feast, unique in the his- 
tory of all navies. 


Three cheers were given to Rear Ad- 
miral Prince Louis, then to Rear Ad- 
miral Evans. Leaving the dinner fora 
few moments, they went into the bal- 
cony and gazed upon the impressive 
scene. Every sailorman was on his feet 
twirling his cap aloft and the mighty 
company cheered a sonly British and 
American sailors can cheer—clean-cut 
all together and far-reaching. until the 
sounds echoed across the seas that beat 
on Coney’s shore. 

Another inspiring scene occurred 
when, after eating a hearty dinner, ex- 
actly the same as that to which eacb 
sailor sat down, the two admirals came 
down the centre of the pavilion be- 
tween the solid ranks of.cheering blue- 
jackets. This ovation at parting 
touched the two admirals. 

Coney Island in the vicinity of the 
Bowery pavilion looked as if mid- 
summer had returned. The fakirs were 
about the enclosure long before the 
sailors and the all-the-year-around resi- 
dents packed the approaches to the 
hall. Inside the picture was one which 
surprised even the men _ themselves 
who had worked all night in its con- 
struction. Overhead a frieze of Brit- 
ish and American flags stretched 
around the hall. From each of the 
chandeliers waved four American and 
four British flags. The balcony railing 
was intertwined with the colors of the 
two nations. Festoons of starry bunt- 
ing were draped across from one bal- 
cony to the other, caught upon the 
center by great globes of electric lights. 

Across the lower end of the main 
hall was a long table, with four smaller 
tables adjoining at right angles. These 
were for the two commanders-in-chief, 
their staffs, the flag officers from each 
of the 21 British and American war- 
ships in the North river and other offi- 
cers especially invited by the men. At 
the centre of the long table looking 
down the hall sat rear admirals of the 
two fleets and other notable guests. 
Champagne was the only “extra” not 
served at the six rows of tables. 


The British and American sailors 
were assembled on board the fiagships 
Maine and Alabama early in the after- 
noon. There they boarded three 
steamers which landed them at Steeple. 
chase pier. From there, escorted by 
130 special police, they marched to 
Stauch’s pavilion on the Bowery, and 
received a noisy welcome along the 
route. 

At the door to receive them were 
Chairman Schumaker and the mem- 
bers of the reception committee. Tha 
band played a medley of popular sailor 
songs while the 2500 sailors were be 
ing assigned their seats. Another evi- 
dence of their discipline came when 
for nearly an hour they sat patiently 
in their seats awaiting the arrival of 
the officers, who came in six special 
cars. The party reached the hall about 
7 o'clock and entered amid a storm of 
cheers. 

Before the prince had finished the 
first course he said he wanted to get 
the view from the gallery. When the 
two commanders left their seats and 
started for the balcony, the sailors 
seemed to forget all about the beer and 
other good things before them and, 
jumping to their feet, they cheered for 
four minutes. Then the other admirals 
took a look from the balcony and af- 
ter them the captains, each group get- 
ting a rousmg cheer. When the bum- 
pers were filled the health of the Brit- 
ish navy was drunk, standing. Then 
came three cheers for Prince Louis, 
three for Admiral Evans and three for 
the British navy. 

By 10 o'clock the 15 rounds of beer 
which each sailor received had been 
disposed of and the men started out to 
do Coney Island. Many of the amuse- 
ment places opened up and at midnight 
the shooting galleries, the beer gardens 
and the other attractions were doing a 
midsummer business and the 2500 
sailors were having the time of their 
lives. 

While the men made merry at Coney 
Island, the warrant officers of the Brit- 
ish squadron entertained the warrant 
officers of the American ships at a ball 
on the Drake. A special dancing floor 
was thronged with some 200 couples,

Wants Share of $125,C09,000 Estate 

Chicago, Noy. 14.—James L. Ord of 
this city, who claims to be the great 
grandson of George IV of England and 
Mrs. Fitzherbert, whose marriage has 
recently been shown to be valid, de- 
clares that he will take steps to claim 
a share in their estate, which is valued 
at $125,000,000. His title to the estate, 
he says, comes through his father, who 
is the sole surviving son of a son of 
King George and Mrs. Fitzherbert.

Before the firemen arrived, however, at- 
tendants extinguished the blaze, after 
trifling damage had been done.

Washington, Nov. 14—The Ohio 
anti-gambling statute was upheld in an 
opinion handed down in the supreme 
court of the United States. William 
Marvin is the owner of a building in 
Findlay, O., in which Frank Trout is 
alleged to have lost $6876. Mrs. Belle 
Trout, wife of Frank Trout, sued under 
the state law to recover and was given 
judgment by the trial court. That 
judgment was sustained by the state 
supreme court and the decision of both 
those courts is now confirmed.

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THE GZAR’S AIDES 


To Assume Complete Control 
of Three Provinces 


SOCIALISTS’ NEW MOVE 


Wili Enforcement of 
ERight-Hour Day In St Peters- 
burg Factories--Return of a 
Noted Woman Revolutionist 
Who Was Exiled 


Atiempt 


St. Petersburg, Nov. 14.—For the 
purpose of restoring order and public 
security in the provinces chiefly af- 
fected by agrarian disorders, it has 
been decided to send to the provinces 
of Saratoff, Ckernigof€ and Tamboff 
aides-de-camp of the czar with almost 
dictatorial power. They will not only 
bave the right to repert directly to the 
ezar, but also to supersede all local of- 
ficlals and take over complete control 
of affairs. 

The instructions to the aides, which 
are published as an official communi- 
cation today, entrust them with the di- 
rection of all troops and police in these 
provinces, subordinate to them all or- 
gans of government except the ju- 
diclary, direct them to discharge offi- 
cials at their discretion, to arrest all 
persons considered dangerous to pub- 
lic security, to close all spirit shops, to 
suspend newspapers and other publi- 
cations and to take other measures 
necessary for public safety. 

As the next step in their program 
the Sociai Democrats have decided to 
attempt the enforcement of an_ eight- 
hour day in all the factories of St. Pe- 
tersburg. The workmen in a number 
of big factories have already resolved 
to work’ only eight hours for their pres- 
ent Day and to cease work entirely if the 
employers attempt to enforce the old 
scale. 

Among the Socialist leaders is Vera 
Sassulich, who, taking advantage of 
the proclamation of amnesty, has re- 
turned to Russia. 

Vera Zassulich, who was expelled 
from Russia, has for many years been 
one of a group of leaders who from 
Geneva and other capitals have been 
directing the Soclalist propaganda in 
Russia, and who, it is said, brought 
about the present crisis here. She 
once attempted the life of the much- 
dreaded General Trepoff, father of the 
present general, and was the first wo- 
man revolutionist who ever shot at an 
officer In Russia. She made it the 
motto of her followers that “if ever 
Russia is to -e freed it must be through 
the labor movement.” 


Piot to Destroy Raliroad 

Warsaw, Noy. 14—In consequence 
of the discovery of plots to blow up 
the St. Petersburg and Berlin railroad, 
al! the railroads in Russian Poland are 
now guarded by the military. A patrol 
discovered that the line between War- 
saw and Lomza was mined. A power- 
ful charge of dynamite had been 
placed In an underground chamber 
which would have been exploded by 
the first passing train. A short dis- 
tance on the other side of Warsaw an 
infernal machine was exploded and de- 
stroyed the track, but the damage was 
discovered before the arrival of a train. 


Additions to Rellef Fund 

London, Noy. 14.—Including a fur- 
ther sum of $50,000 from Jacob H. 
Schiff, treasurer of the New York re- 
lief committee, the fund here for the 
relief of the Russian Jews amounts to 
$355,000. 

New York, Nov. 14.—The executive 
committee of the national committee 
for the relief of the Russian sufferers 
announce that nearly $15,000 has 
been added to the relief fund, making 
a total of $142,685. 


Odessa Has New Prefect 
Odessa, Nov. 14.—The dismissal of 
Prefect Neldhardt, to whom Is attrib- 
uted the responsibility for the recent 


outrages, was announced last evening 
end caused much rejoicing among the 
Jewish population. The prefect will 
not receive another appointment. His 
successor, General Gregorieff, is a con-

servative anti-semite. 


Family of Twenty-Five Killed 

Pilladelphia, Noy. 14.—Max Butow- 
ski, a Russian Jew residing in this 
city, has received a cablegram from 
Russia stating that his entire family 
has been murdered by Russians in 
Odessa. The family, he says, consisted 
of his father, mother, married sister, 
with five children, two unmarried sis- 
ters, two brothers, sister-in-law, with 
four children, her mother and his aunt 
and her six chi idren—25 persons in all. 
He says they resided in the Christian 
Bection of Odessa. 


Berry's Case Before President 

Washington, Nov. 14.—The papers in 
the case of Captain Alga P. Berry, de- 
tailed in the quartermaster’s depart- 
ment of the army, have been received 
at the war department. The case has 
been sent to the president, as the sen- 
tence of the court was dismissal from 
the service.. Berry was charged with 
conduct unbecoming an officer while in 
charge of transports on the Pacific.

Hegeman Again on the Stand 
and Tells of Rebates Paid to 
Him on In‘erest on Loans on 
His Personal Account 


New York, Noy. 14—John A. Me- 
Call, president of the New York Life 
Insurance company, was called before 
the Armstrong committee of insurance 
investigation and peremptorily ordered 
by the committee to demand the return 
from Europe to this country of Andrew 
Hamilton, the lawyer who has had 
charge of legislative matters for the 
New York Life. McCall was further 
ordered to demand an accounting from 
Hamilton of the moneys expended by 
him and of the balance which he owes 
the New York Life. McCall denied 
that it was the policy of his company 
to have Hamilton remain abroad unti) 
after the investigation had been con- 
cluded and said that he would very 
much like to have Hamilton return. 

Mr McCall, replying to Mr. Hughes, 
counsel for the committee, said he had 
called the attention of the board of 
trustees of the company to his testi- 
mony before the committee relative to 
Hamilton and gave Hughes a copy of 
his statement which said that if Ham- 
ilton did not return to the New York 
Life the sum of $235,000 by Dec. 31 he 
would himself pay it to the company. 
McCall said Hamilton was either in 
Paris or Neuheim. 

Another interesting line of examina- 
tion was opened up when John Me- 
Ginness, an employe of the Equitable 
Life, was called. He produced letter- 
books and memoranda which Hughes 
read and was in the midst of reading 
when adjournment was taken. These 
were the instructions from former 
Comptroller Jordan of the Equitable 
Life to A. C. Fields, relative to the 
killing or assisting the passage of 
every bill introduced into the legisla- 
ture that would affect or help the inter- 
ests of the insurance company or any 
of its officers. This line of examina- 
tion will he followed out when the ses- 
sions are resumed. 

Other witnesses were President 
Hegeman of the Metropolitan Life and 
Vice President Fiske of the same com- 
pany, who were interrogated along the 
line of agents’ salaries, legal expenses 
of the company, real estate holdings 
and the methods of acquiring proper- 
ties, and the fact was brought out that 
the fire insurance firm that places all 
risks on the properties of the Metro- 
politan is composed of W. D. Edmister 
and Silas B. Dutcher, the latter of 
whom is a director of the Metropolitan 
Life. 

The low rate of interest at which 
Hegeman secured loans and the reason 
of the rebates of this interest that 
Hegeman received from the old firm 
of Vermilye & Co. was testified to by 
several members of that firm, which 


has since gone out of business. This 
firm was the banker of the Metro- 


politan Life, but since last March the 
business has been taken over by Wil- 
liam A. Reade & Co. Reade was a wit- 
ness and said that Hegeman got those 
loans at a rate below the market rate 
because Hegeman had been a client for 
a number of years and because of the 
volume of business he transacted with 
the firm of Vermilye & Co. He pre- 
sented a statement of rebates paid to 
him on interest on loans on his personal 
account. The statement showed that 
Hegeman paid Vermilye & Co. interest 
at the rate of 4% percent, and received 
in the personal checks of various in- 
dividual members of the firm at differ- 
ent times a rebate of this interest at the 
rate of 3 percent. The statement coy- 
ered a period from June 30, 1902, until 
this year, when Hegeman’s account 
was transferred to W. H. Reade & Co., 
on the dissolution of Vermilye & Co. 
Reade was one of the partners of Ver- 
milye & Co.

His activa purticipa- 
tion in town affairs and his strenuous 
support of all matters into which he 
entered, is remembered by all. He was 
a firm believer in the people and the

‘* His earnest and constant efforts 
in the cause of temperance were en- 
dorsed by bis native town in the past 
score of years by an unbroken no- 
license vote, showing the impress he 
made, 

‘* Mr. Faxon’s demise will be re- 
gretted by all the citizens of Quincy, 
to whom he was its most familiar 
figure.’

Now it will be Thompson vs. Wilson, 
and the result will be as decisive as the 
contest between Thompson and Johnson.

It was a handsome victory for Mayor 
Thompson. While his administration 
did not have the fall endorsement and 
enthusiastic support of all Republicans, 
when they weighed all the issues 
involved they saw it was their plain 
duty in the interests of good govern- 
ment to give him a renomination.

Hub Police Continue Crusads 


on Fake Doctors 


DOORS BATTERED DOWN 


Most of the Places Had Been 
Deserted by Former Occupants 
--Search Revealed Nothing of 
Encriminating Nature 


Boston, Noy. 15.—Eight more dash- 
ing raids, all bordering on the sensa- 
tional and spectacular, were made yes- 
terday afternoon among the so-called 
“medical offices” along Tremont street 
by police of division 4, under the direc- 
tion of Captain “ain. Promptly at 2 
o'clock the “purity brigade,” com- 
posed of five squads under the com- 
mand of sergeants and special officers 
left the station house and went to the 
offices they were ordered to search. 

Crowbars and jimmies, carried by 
the men, were put to use in smashing 
down doors in several places. When 
this means was resorted to a crowd 
soon collected, who cheered the police 
fn their efforts. 

Dr. H. C. Williams, police doctor of 
that division, accompanied the officers 
to inform whether or not the instru- 
ments found were illegal, but those 
that were found were only what physi- 
cians would use for a legitimate pur- 
pose. 

The first place visited by the raiders 
was the office of “Old Dr. Jackson” on 
the second floor of the building num- 
bered 233 Tremont street, which was 
run by a Dr. Kimball, who was pres- 
ent when the officers called. Captain 
Cain, after ransacking the place, left 
a man in charge and went across the 
street to the Hayden Medical company, 
at 220 Tremont street, which is run by 
a Dr. J. W. Brown. No admittance 
coul@ be gained, so the front door was 
broken down. A_ thorough search 
failed to reveal anything of an in- 
eriminating nature. The doctor him- 
self had left before the officers arrived. 

The office of Mrs. Dr. Allen, at 237 


Tremont street, was empty and hadj_ 


been vacated for several weéks. 

Another squad called at the offices of 
Dr. Berry in the rooms of Mrs. Dr. 
Williams, 144 Tremont street, and the 
Dr. Butler office, 133 Tremont street. 
Both were vacant. 

Still another squad paid a visit to 
Mrs. Dr. Johnson's office at 271 Tre- 
mont street. A woman, found in

police or a formation. A door on 
which was Aird marked “Mrs. Estelle 
James” was forced, but nothing of an 
illegal nature was found in either of 
these rooms. 

Still another squad made their way 
to 9A Park square, where a Mrs. Dr. 
Alexander formerly hung out her 
shingle, but the office was vacant. 

The occupants of the Mrs. Dr. Bishop 
office, where Susan Geary was op- 
erated on, have moved away. The of- 
fice is deserted and the name has been 
taken from the window and front door. 


Mrs Dean’s Course Traced 

Boston. Noy. 15.—Mrs. Mary S8. 
Dean, who was indicted by the grand 
jury in connection with the Geary case, 
and who is the much-sought nurse who 
lived in the Winthrop street house in 
Roxbury, has been traced to New York 
by the police. Her course has been 
followed through Nova Scotia to Port- 
land, Me., and thence to New York, 
where she is supposed to be still, un- 
less she has again evaded the authori- 
ties.

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IN STATE OF WAR 


Russia Now Has to Cope With 
Outbreak at Vladivostok 


A NEW STRIKE PLANNED 


Workmen’s Council to rroclaim 
One Throughout the Empire-- 
Internal Disorders Continue In 
Many Sections 


St. Petersburg, Nov. 15.—A state of 
war has been declared in Vladivostok. 
Private advices say that the Chinese 
quarter has been entirely destroyed and 
that the uprising is now under control. 

In spite of the complete embargo 
placed on all telegrams from Vladivo- 
stok, the news of the outbreak there 
leaked out in the navy and war depart- 
ments and became generally known 
throughout the city. Few details were 
available to the general public and the 
city was filled with the wildest rumors 
as to what was occurring in the east- 
ern fortress. One report circulated on 
the Bourse had the entire garrison and 
the sailors of all the ships in the harbor 
in an emeute. This, following on the 
heels of the mutiny at Cronstadt, con- 
tributed to the demoralization or the 
exchange. 

While the information received by 
the press goes to show that, though or- 
der was partly restored, a large part 
of the garrison stood firm and the crisis 
has not been passed. Fears are ex- 
pressed in admiralty and general staff 
circles that mob violence has flared out 
again and that this will necessitate a 
further resort to armed force. 

Martial law has been provlaimed and 
the authorities say they are confident of 
their ability to stamp out disorders if 
necessary. 


To Prociaim General Strike 

St. Petersburg, Nov. 15.—Russia is 
on the brink of another general strike. 
The council of workmen's delegates, 
in accordance with the program of the 
Social Democrats, at a meeting last 
night resolved to obtain a working day 
of eight hours by revolutionary means 
if necessary. 

The workmen decided that, in view 
of the condemnation to death of many 
of the sailors who mutinied at Cron- 
stadt, the delay in carrying out the re- 
forms outlined in the imperial mani- 
festos, -the proclamation of martial 
law in Poland and other repressive acts, 
a general strike throughout Russia 
should be proclaimed today. 

All employers are determined to op- 
pose the demand, and the situation is 
critical. 


Policemen Lined Their Nests 

Odessa, Nov. 15.—Considerable un- 
rest continues to pervade this city. 
Looting and attacks on individuals oc- 
cur in various quarters. The new pre- 
fect has not taken any drastic meas- 
ures and consequently the people fear 
to leave their homes after nightfall. 
The theatres are open, but are deserted. 
A number of policemen have resigned 
and it is openly asserted that they se- 
cured sufficient plunder during the dis- 
turbances to make them independent. 


Attack on a Monastery 

Sukumkale, Caucasia, Nov. 15.—The 
noted monastery on Mount Athos, 15 
miles distant, was attacked yesterday 
by a large predatory band. ‘Troops 
were rushed to the scene and repulsed 
the attack, killing one of the band. 
Disorders broke out in this, city last 
evening and there is constant firing 
of revolvers. The mart of a Greek 
merchant was pillaged. 


Peasants Resort to Lynching 

Warsaw, Nov. 15.—At Pultusk the 
peasants formed an organization for 
the purpose of driving out or lynching 
the thieves who took advantage of the 
present disturbances to loot and plun- 
der. The lynchers killed 11 and fear- 
fully mutilated 20 of the thieves. The 
general political strike is still in pro- 
gress here. The city is suffering from 
a shortage of wood. 


Polish Students Make Trouble 

Lemburg, Austria, Nov. 15.—A _ re- 
port that Germany, in the event of a 
revolution in Poland, intended to assist 
Russia to suppress it, led to serious 
street riots last night in which several 
students and policemen were wounded. 
A thousand Polish students were 
finally overpowered by force of arms, 
but the consulates are strongly guard- 
ed, as the students threaten to renew 
the demonstration. 


Universities Not to Reopen 
St. Petersburg, Nov. 15.—The_ uni- 
versities of Russia will remain closed 
until Jan. 28 and perhaps longer. Ata 
| eonference of the rectors and profes- 
sors of the various colleges and mem- 
bers of the cabinet, it was decided to 
be useless to attempt to resume studies 
during the present agitation. 


Disorder Stili Reigns 

St. Petersburg, Nov. 15.—There has 
been little improvement in the agrarian 
situation in the central provinces. The 
peasants In many cases are fighting 
among themselves and organized bands 
are attacking villages of considerable 
size for the purpose of plundering them. 


Want Roosevelt to Step in 

New York, Noy. 15.—A petition ask- 
ing President Roosevelt to use his in- 
fluence to stop the atrocities in Russia, 
even though there is no diplomatic 
precedent for his interference, was 
adopted by the New York board of 
aldermen.

CAUGHT IN ICE PACK 


Whalemen In the Arctic, How- 
ever, May Not Suffer Greatly 
New Bedford, Mass., Noy. 15.—That 

the Arctic whaling fleet, in which there 

are a dozen vessels from this port and 
which is known to be frozen in the ice 
for the winter, was caught in the open 
roadstead between Herschel island and 
the mouth of the Mackenzie river is the 
opinion of Mate Gifford of the steamer 

William Bayliss, the last vessel to es- 

cape the ice pack, 

Gifford, who has reached his home 
from San Francisco, says that his ves- 
sel had a very difficult time working 
out through the ice, but the luck which 
kept with her during the voyage and to 
which the crew ascribed her big carge 
of oil and bone, estimated to be worth 
$150,000, kept with her to the end. 
When the Baylies passed through that 
part of the Arctic ocean the wind had 
begun to set in from the westward, 
and the open head through which the 
vessel sailed closed behind them. The 
westerly wind prevailed for some days 
after the Baylies cleared the ice, which, 
according to Gifford, would pile the ice 
pack up about half way between 
Herschel island and the Mackenzie 
river. “If the fleet got as far as Cape 
Point they have done well,” says the 
whaleman. : 

The Baylies wintered at Herschel 
island, where there is a safe harbor. 
Gifford says that the Beluga, Herman 
and Narwhal intended to winter at the 
island, but that the rest of the fleet was 
not prepared for a long stay in the 
Arctic. Still he does not think that any 
of the crews will suffer.

Mr, Federhen was a son of John Fed- 
erhen, at one time a well known Bos- 
ton jeweller, with whom he was associ- 
ated in business. 

The greater part of his life was 
passed at Qutncy Point.. He always 
took an active and prominent interest 
in Quincy and has filled many import- 
ant positions ia the gift of the town 
and city. 

In 1885 and 1886 he represented the 
Quinecy-Weymoath district in the Leg- 
islature. 

He was one of the committee which 

framed the City Charter and was a 
member of the first City Council, 
serving that body as president. His 
hard work that year cansed tbe new 
city government to run smoothly. 
{ During his early career he served on 
important committees under the town 
government and‘was one of the engineers 
of the fire department for six years. He 
has also beld state commissions. 

Shortly before the advent of the Fore 
River at Quincy Point, Mr. Federhen 
sold his valuable property on Washing- 
ton street and moved to Boston where 
he has since resided. He retired from 
active business life some years ago. 

The body will be brought to Quincy 
for burial on Friday.

Editor of the Daily Ledger: 

For fifteen or more of the most active 
years of Mr. Faxon’s life, Isaw him 
daily and was in hiscénfidence. I knew 
him as one does who seesa man when 
he is ‘‘off duty,” as it were—when he 
reveals himself, Such knowledge as I 
thus obtained of him who has now gone 
served only to create and to preserve a 
profound respect. 

He met the natural fate of all posi- 
tive characters. He was misunder- 
stood and he was unfairly criticised. 
But this did not disturb him seriously 
because he knew it to be incvitable. 
He was well aware that the role of the 
critic is an easy one, and that the map 
who acts vigorously in avy cause must 
ever live iu the midst of tempest. 

Mr. Faxon was in many ways an 
exceptional min—one whose like is not 
to be seen often in any community. He 
had abilities in certain lines altogether 
unusual; and it wus the exercise of 
these powers which bronght to him the 
measure of success which came to him 
through life. 


That he said some thipgs which 
others would have said differently or 
not at all—that he did some things 


which others would have done different- 
ly or not at ali—all this is simply to 
covfirm him ip all our minds as a 
human being, with human limitations, 
haman imperfections ard haman liabili- 
ty to err. Yet, taking him all in ell, 
he will be better and better understood, 
as the years now pass, as one. who 
deserves well of those who come after 
He fought a good fight for the 
community—he made his town a better 
town_and his~state a bert: state. He 
added to the sem of human happiness. 

It seems to me that there should be 
some public recoguition of what he did 
in some enduring way. It would be 
an honor alike to bim_and to us.

Relic Found in 
Dr. French House 


Warren S. Parker io demolishing the 
old Dr. French house on Chestout 
Street, has unearthed an interesting 
relic of by-gone days in the shape of an 
iron plate, 18 by 2l inches in size and 
weighing about 50 pounds.

With a Board of Trade and a Citizens’ 
Association something should be ac- 
complished for Quincy. It will not 
matter if there is a little rivalry. There 
is much that may be accomplished and 
one organization may spur on the other. 


But a bare majority of the City 
Council of 1905 have been renominated. 
For this reason alone all these should 
be reelected be they Democrats or 
Republicans. Sometimes cbanges are 


very desirable, but there is such a thing 
as too much of a change. 


With 1863 votes in bis favor at the 
Republican caucuses, the reelection of 
Mayor Thompson on December 5, seams 
assured, for the totals for Mayor Bry- 
ant in 1901, 1902 and 1903 were but 
1,547, 2,053 and 2,155. Last year Mr. 
Thompson's total was 2,582 against 
1,518 for Peter T. Fallon and his ma- 
jority this year may be nearly as large. 


Arthur W. Newcomb who has been 
unanimousiy nominated by the Republi- 
cans atlarge as a candidate for the 
School Committee, has always been 
interested in the public schools; in fact 
in all city affairs. For several yearS 
recently he was a member of the City 
Council, aud an untiring conscientious 
worker for the best interest of the city 
and good government. He has looked 
up the early school accommodations in 
what is now Ward Two, and in the new 
Washington school building is a picture 
of the first school building used in the 
ward which was presented by him. 
Mr. Newcomb was born in Quincy; ig 
one of its merchants; a gentlemen of 
high character, and will make a 
valuable member of the School Com- 
mittee. 


Few citizens have been as active in 
public affairs of Quincy as the late 
Herbert M. Federhen. The rules of 
order of the City Council of today are 
practically the same as drafted by him 
during the first year of the city govern- 
ment. His prominence in the Legis- 
lature, and acquaintance with parlia- 
mentary procedure started the City 
Council! aright. Near the end of the 
year of service he was given a banquet. 

Previous to the city government Mr. 
Federhen was usually a member of the 
committee of fifteen which considered 
and reported on articles in the annual 
town warrant, the recommendations 
being usually adopted. Under the 
town government the fire department 
was one of his hobbies and he served 
for six years on the hoard of engineers. 

It was Mr. Federhen whv first con- 
ceived the formation of the Quincy 
Yacht Club, and called the first meet- 
ing. For many years he was fleet cap- 
tain. S 

He was a strung advocate of street 
railways for Quincy and was active in 
the formation of the Quincy Street 
Railway Company, of which he was 
superintendent at the start and later 
president. 

His failure to receive the Republican 
nomination for Mayor, as a successor of 
€harles H. Porter, was a great disap- 
pointment, and his interest io Quincy 
waned from that time,

Washington, Nov. 16.—During Secre- 
tary Taft’s temporary absence in Pana- 
ma it was reported that matters relat- 
ing to the Philippines were to be trans- 
ferred to the state department. The 
story, Taft declares, originated in the 
mind of the man who wrote it, as he 
has no intention of relinquishing su- 
pervision of Philippine affairs. 


Nobody Hurt tn Pistol Duel 
St. Pierre, Mig., Nov. 16—A _ duel 
was fought here between Louis Legass 
and M. Caperon, until lately chief jus- 
tice of the island. The weapons used 
were pistols and the distance 45 paces.

Washington, Nov. 16—The full 
board of consulting engineers of the 
Panama canal had an all-day session 
here.

Heroic Tots Lost Their Lives 

New York, Nov. 15.—Kingston Blau- 
velt, aged 6, and Abraham Diamond, 
aged 5, of Jamaica, L. I., lost their 
lives in saving the life of a little girl. 
The gate had been lowered at a grade 
crossing for the passage of a train, but 
a band of schoolchildren crawled be- 
neath it. The foremost of these was a 
little girl, who had just reached the 
rails as the engine was bearing down 
tpon her. To save her the Blauvelt 
and Diamond boys rushed forward and 
shoved her across the track and to 
safety, but there was not time for them 
to cross or retreat, and they fell be- 
neath the wheels. 


Lebor Federation’s Wants 

Pittsburg, Nov. 15—A determined 
stand was taken for the enforcement 
to the letter of of Chinese exclusion 
laws of the country, the legalizing of 
the eight-hour day in all work of the

Washington, Nov. 15.—While the

Emphatic In a Demand For 
Tariff Revision 


GUILD TO ROOSEVELT 


— —-_—- 


Would Have the Duty Removed 
From Iron Ore and Hides-- 
Whitney Denies That He Mis- 
quoted the President 


Boston, Nov. 16.—Governor-elect 
Guild said last night in regard to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's statement to a delega- 
tion of leather manufacturers: 

“On Noy. 10 I sent the president a 
letter, but in order not to embarrass 
him I did not give it to the press. I 
have received a letter from him re- 
leasing me from that pledge and per- 
mitting publication.” The Guild letter 
says in part: ‘ 

“The Republican ticket, in my judg- 
ment, would have been overwhelming- 
ly defeated if our platform, on which 
both Mr. Draper and I stood, had not 
contained a plank endorsing the posi- 
tion taken last spring by our delegation 
in congress favoring immediate tariff 
revision. 

“In the Dingley tariff there are cer- 
tain duties that we must all admit are 
no longer needed. Nothing was said 
in the campaign here in regard to the 
iron schedule as a whole. I think, 
however, that even the iron manufac- 
turers themselves will admit that a 
duty on iron ore is no longer necessary, 
and that a reduction on such iron 
products as we are exporting so heavily 
could be made without injuring our do- 
mestic industry. 

“Here in Massachusetts the duty on 
hides is anathema. It is known that 
only 23 percent of the hides and skins 
that come into the United States are 
subject to duty, and it seems perfectly 
illogical that calfskins, sheepskins and 
goatskins should come in free as a by- 
product not needing protection, while 
a duty is assessed on the skins of full 
grown cattle. 

“TI enclose a canvass of New England 
on the subject of free hides. It will 
show you that the shoe manufacturers 
in this section are not clamoring mere- 
ly for tariff revision on the products of 
other states, but that they themselves 
are willing to submit to a reduction of 
the duties on boots and shoes if the last 
remnant of this needless duty can be 
removed from their material. 

“There can be no question of the de- 
sire of the overwhelming majority of 
the people of this state fer attention to 
such matters as this in the immediate 
revision of the tariff. * * * I deem it 
my duty, with the trust that has just 
been placed in my hands, to inform 
you of the real condition of public feel- 
ing in this commonwealth.” 

Henry M. Whitney, president of the 
Chamber of Commerce and Democratic 
candidate for lieutenant governor in the 
recent state campaign, issued a state- 
ment last night in reference to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's remarks to the com- 
mittee of shoe manufacturers who 
visited the White House. 

President Roosevelt told the manu- 
facturers, who had called upon him to 
urge a removal of the duty on hides, 
that he could not discuss freely and 
informally the matter, claiming that a 
year ago Henry M. Whitney called on 
him with reference to tariff matters 
and later misquoted what the president 
had said. 

When shown the Washington dis- 
patch, Whitney prepared a statement 

; in which he says that A. G. Webster, 
J. M. W. Hall and himself, constitut- 
ing a sub-committee of the Chamber of 
Commerce committee of one hundred 
on reciprocal trade, visited Washing- 
ton last winter for a conference with 
the president touching especially the 
matter of the Hay-Bond treaty. Whit- 
ney, as chairman of the committee, 
made an argument in favor of the 
treaty, and in the argument made ref- 
erence to the advantage of reciprocal 
treaties with Canada. 

“We understood the president to ex- 

| press himself as not only favorable to 
the Hay-Bond treaty,” says the state- 
ment, “but desirous of seeing and fa- 
voring also the fullest possible free- 
dom of trade with Canada. I was not 
aware that this was to be regarded in 
the nature of a-confidential communt- 
cation—quite the contrary, as we were 
there, as we stated to the president, as 
a committee of the Chamber of Com- 
merce Committee of one hundred, sent 
to consult with the president and to 
report the result of that conference to 
the full committee, which was equiva- 
lent to giving it to the public. 

“While we may have misunderstood 


could have done so. I absolutely deny 
any ‘wilful’ or, if I understand his 
Meaning, any intentional ‘misrepre- 
sentation’ of the president's attitude, 
which, as we understood it, has been 
subject for congratulation among our 
people from the time of our visit to 
Washington until the present. It was, 
therefore, nothing new and I did not re- 
gard my reference to it In my cam- 
paign as new matter. 

“I regret extremely that the presi- 
rama —— consider that I have mis- 
epresen his attitude and especiall 
that he should feel I have Seieation, 
ally done so, which I ayer is not true.”

Harriman Denies Them on the 


Witness Stand 


HIS INFLUENCE SOUGHT 


Says Hyde Wanted a Diplomatie 
Position and Suggested Set- 
tlement of Odell Suit--Why an 
Individual Signature Was 
Wanted In Union Pacific Deal 
New York, Noy. 16—E. H. Harri- 

man, chairman of the board of directors 
of the Union Pacific railroad, former 
member of the board of directors of the 
Equitable Life Assurance society, and 
connected with many railroads and 
financia] institutions, the former friend 
of James H. Hyde, against whom the 
latter charged acts of an unfriendly 
nature in his testimony, was one ofthe 
chief witnesses before the committee 
on insurance investigation yesterday. 

Harriman’s testimony was a series 
of denials of the charges made by 
Hyde. Contrary to Hyde’s statement, 
Harriman said Hyde came to him about 
a year ago ard asked him to use his 
influence to have him appointed ambas- 
sador to France. Harriman said he 
would speak to President Roosevelt 
when he saw him, but added that he 
did not recommend Hyde for the post. 

Upon Hyde's testimony relative to 
the settlement of the Odell suit being 
read to him. Harriman denied that he 
had suggested to Hyde any danger of a 
repeal of the charter of the Mercantile 
Trust company, directly or indirectly, 
and stated that Hyde came to him and 
asked him to use his influence with 
Odell toward a settlement of the suit. 

Mr. Harriman explained that he 
wanted Hyde's individual signature to 
the syndicate agreement of the $50,- 
000,000 Union Pacifie pool because no 
syndicate wants a corporation as a 
member. He justified this because it 
was difficult to guard confidences when 
more than one individual represented 
the same interest. He denied that he 
ever advised Hyde to sell his stock un- 
til after the report of the Frick com- 
mittee and said he had offered to sub- 
scribe $500,000 to assist Hyde in retain- 
ing his stock. ; 

Mr. Harriman said the Frick report 
never mentioned the Union Pacific deal 
specifically, but included it under the 
general statement that Hyde had com- 
mitted the society in unwarrantable 
transactions without the knowledge of 
the committee. He thought it per- 
fectly proper for the Equitable to buy 
Union Pacific under an agreement to 
hold it for five years. He did not know 
that it was Hyde’s personal money in 
this deal, and always suppose it was 
that of the Equitable. Witness also 
denied that he had requested that the 
executive committee be not informed 
of this deal and when Hyde’s testimony 
on this point was read to him, he re- 
plied that “he did not remember.” 

Mr. Hyde was the first witness of 
the day. He told of four offers for his 
stock, beside that of Ryan, to whom he 
sold. These offers were made by 
Messrs. Frick and Harriman, by George 
Gould, by Gage E. Tarbell, represent- 
ing a syndicate, and by George W. 
Young. These were made verbally and 
the largest was made by Young, for- 
mer president of the United States 
Mortgage and Trust company, who of- 
fered $7,000,000. Hyde said he de- 
clined all these offers, because he did 
not think it to the best interests of the 
society to accept any of them. 

After Harriman had testified, Hyde 
was called again and asked if he heard 
Harriman testify. He replied that he 
had. He reaffirmed his previous testi- 
mony and supplied data about several 
questions concerning which Harriman 
was uncertain. 

Samuel Untermeyer, counsel for 
Hyde, attempted to cross-examine Har- 
riman, but the committee refused the 
permission, whereupon Untermeyer as- 
serted the examination had been con- 
ducted in a disorderly manner. 

Late in the day Hyde threw the room 
into an uproar by an answer to As- 
semblyman Rogers, who asked Hyde 
why Odell was feared when there was 
no legislature in session and the gov- 
ernor was soon to retire. Hyde re- 
plied that some men are more influen- 


tial and powerful out of office than 
when they are in. 
Cc. F. Williamson, Hyde’s private 


secretary since 1898, testified that sey- 
eral loans were carried in his name, but 
that they were not for Hyde. Henever 
knew the purpose of these loans. 
Michael Murray, cashier of the Equit- 
able Life, said he became cashier in 
1898 and from that time until 1905 he 
received checks from Controller Jor- 
dan drawn to Murray’s order by the 
Mercantile Trust company and de- 
posited as cash to the credit of the 
Equitable Life. Murray detailed the 
manner in which Jordan would ask for 
cash, thousands of dollars at a time, 
and put a ticket as a memorandum in 
the drawer. Jordan would then givea 
check and take up the cash ticket. 
Murray said that prior to June, 1905, 
there was a memorandum account of 
perhaps $400,000 that was taken up 
by check.~ This account was a cash 
memorandum book, but there was no 
indication in the book as to who got the 
$300,000 or of the time at which it was 
taken. This book was in place of a 
eash ticket. Murray was asked what 
the auditing committee did when it 
eame across this book and created 
much amusement when he replied that 
Jordan was the auditor. Murray said 
he had not seen or heard of Jordan 
since he walked out the Equitable 


building.

ing the choice of the Republican city 
committee, and the other candidates 
for the Republican nomination are Ed- 
ward B. Callender and Henry 8.

The campaign on both sides, par- 
ticularly the Democratic, has been 
characterized with an unusual amount 
of personalities, the records of the 
candidates being subjected to the 
fiercest criticism, abuse and recrimi- 
nation. The advertising columns of 
all the papers have been used to an un- 
precedented extent to set forth the 
claims of the aspirants and the 
worthiness of their opponents. 

Because of the energetic campaign, a 
large vote is being cast today. Fearful 
lest the fraudulent voting may be ce- 
sorted to, almost the entire Boston po- 
lice force, with addiiions from adja- 
cent cities, are on duty at the precinct 
polling booths. Twelve men, known 
to the police as leaders of repeaters, 
were warned by the police to leave the 
city and were notified that if seen here 
today they would be placed under ar- 
rest. 


Final Warning to Turkey 

London, Nov. 16.—It was ascertained 
at the foreign office that the ambassa- 
dors of the powers at Constantinople 
have presented a joint ultimatum to 
the porte. The ultimatum, in addition 
to the financial control of Macedonia, 
demands a two-year extension of the 
term of office of the Austrian and Rus- 
sian civil agents and of the officers of 
the European gendarmerie. The porte 
has been given 24 hours in which to re- 
ply. <A refusal is expected and conse- 
quently all the powers except Ger- 
many, which will not participate, are 
preparing to dispatch two vessels each 
to rendezvous at Piraeus. 


Wanted In “Suit Case” Trial 

Albany, Nov. 16—Governor Hig- 
gins has signed extradition papers per- 
mitting the return to Massachusetts of 
W. E. Howard and Louis Crawford, 
who are under indictment for com- 
plicity in the Boston “suit case” mys- 
tery. The men are now under arrest in 
New York and the extradition papers 
were forwarded to the Boston police 
officers, who are waiting for them in 
that city. 


Resting on River's Bed 

Philadelphia, Nov. 16.—As a result 
of the pilots’ misunderstanding of slg- 
nals the Norwegian steamship Esra- 
ford and the British steamship Cartha- 
ginian collided in the Delaware river 
and the Earnford now lies near the 
scene of the accident with the bow un- 
der 20 feet of water. 


Federation Endorses Strike 

Pittsburg, Nov. 16.—The third day of 
the American Federation of Labor con- 
vention was given up for the greater 
part to the presentation and considera- 
tion of resolutions, but none were of 
great import outside of the endorsement 
of structural bridge workers’ strike. 


No Disturbance !n Cuba 

Washington, Noy. 16.—The following 
cablegram from Secretary of State 
O’Farrill of Cuba has been received 
here: “The news as to coup d’etat 
absolutely false;-complete tranquility 
in all the island. There is no fear of 
public order being disturbed.” 


Runaway Car Caused Death 

Pittsburg, Nov. 16—A runaway 
trolley car on a hill here last night 
caused the death of John S. Moore, a 
granite contractor, who was a passan- 
ger on the car, the probable fatal in- 
jury of Peter Bocher and the minor in- 
juries of six others. 


Chinese Emperor Going Visiting 

London, Noy. 16.—According to a 
Paris dispatch, the Chinese minister 
there says that the Chinese emperor 
contemplates a round of visits to Euro- 
pean courts in 1906 and that his first 
visit will be made to Paris. 


Czar’s Mother Stays Away 
Copenhagen, Nov. 16.—The dowager 
ezarina of Russia has postponed her de- 
parture for St. Petersburg, the czar 
wishing her to remain here until tran- 
quility is restored.

Newport, R. L, Nov. 16.—With her 
ensign flying union down, with Mrs. 
William F. Davis, the captain's wife, 
and two others of a benumbed crew 


lashed to the deckhouse, and with 
Captain Davis tied to the wheel in wa- 
ter that continually broke over him, 
trying to keep the craft head-on to the 
seas, the Fall River schooner James 
’arker, lumber laden, from Bangor, 
Me., for Port Chester, N. Y., was picked 
up in a leaking condition off Brenton’s 
reef by tug Solicitor and torpedo boat 
Dahlgren. 

Mrs. Davis, with the two members 
of the crew, Charles Lewis and Manuel 
Fernando, were taken from their pre- 
earious position by launch Columbia, 
which accompanied the Dahlgren tothe 
scene. They were In a pitiful condition 
from their long exposure to the seas 
and gale, and required skilful medical 
aid as soon as they were safely landed. 
Captain Davis stood heroically at 
his post and with the skilful seaman- 
ship of Captain O'Neil of the Solicitor, 
who, standing well aft on his tug, di- 
rected the steering of Davis with mo- 
tions of his hand, brought the Parker 
Into Newport harbor, where she was 
beached on the flats barely In time to 
save her from sinking-in deep water. 
When his lashings were cut away 
Davis collapsed and was brought to 
shore in an almost helpless condition. 


Women to Repiace Men 
Boston, Nov. 16.—An innovation on 
the Boston elevated railroad is the 
coming substitution of women for men 
as ticket sellers in the booths through- 
out the entire system, both at the ele- 
vated stations and in the subway. 
The move is in the interest of economy. 
The men have been receiving $2.25 a 
day. The 60 women who are to take 
their places are to receive, it is said, $9 
or $10 a week. The women are to work 
only in the day time and six days a 
week. A force of men will work 
nights and Sundays.

Boston, Nov. 16.—Fresh eggs soon 
will command the fanciest of prices in 
the local market.

FIGH! MN KILLED 


Result of Explosion of Gas‘ in 
a Pennsylvania Mine 

Monotigaheta City, Pa., Nov. -16.— 
Undoubtedly killed and probably blown 
to pieces, seyen men are lying in the 
depths of the new shaft of the Braz- 
nell Coal company, on the outskirts of 
Bentleyville, while another outside the 
mine is dead, as the result of a, gas 
explosion. 

Two weeks ago it was learned thata 
pocket of gas had formed in the bottom 
of the new shaft, which is 185. feet 
deep. Orders were given for all the 
men to work with safety lamps and 
this had been done. Three shifts of 
men were employed. Last evening 
Boss Farragut and his six men de- 
scended into the mine. Five minutes 
iater a terrific explosion occurred 
which blew huge pieces of timber out 
of the mine as high as 150 feet in the 
air. The tipple and all the mine rig- 
ging were torn down and debris scat- 
tered in heaps all around. 

It is believed that the men were in- 
stantly killed and probably feli to the 
bottom of the shaft. John McCatey, on 
the outside, was killed by the falling 
tipple. The mine inspector gave as his 
opinion that the explosion was caused 
by fire-damp. 


Cruisers on Long Voyage 
Halifax, Noy. 16.—The British cruis- 
ers Scylla and Sappho sailed this morn- 
ing on an 18,000-mile voyage to the 
south. The ships will navigate the 
whole Atlantic, going down the sea- 
board of New England, past Cape Hat- 
teras and the Gulf of Mexico, along the 
coast of Brazil and on to the Rio 
Grande. They will then cross the At- 
lantic to South Africa and thence 
cruise along the west coast of Africa 
and back to Plymouth in the spring.

I would like to correct some state- 
ments attributed to E. W. Marsh in the 
Daily Ledger of Nov. 9 about the 
Quincy ,Horse R. R. He says ‘‘two 
dummy engines were the first motive 
power.”’

St. Petersburg, Nov. 16.—A_ fierce 

northeast blizzard and snow which 

blew down on St. Petersburg last night 
prevented bloodshed in the Russian 


capital. The bitter cold, by forcing 
the strikers to remain indoors, did 
more to preserve order than al) the 


Cossack cavalry patrolling the streets. 
Heavy military reserves are stationed 
in all the industrial districts. 

The Social Democrats had an_ im- 
pressive response on the part of all er- 
ganizations of workmen to their sum- 
mons for a general political strike to 
demonstrate their solidarity with the 
struggle of their Polish comrades for 
autonomy and to protest against the 
execution of the mutinous sailors at 
Cronstadt. The men walked out of all 
the big mills and factories and the em- 
ployes of the Baltic and Warsaw rail- 
roads, the printers and other classes of 
laborers struck, but the shops in the 
centre of the city were not closed. 

No dispatches have arrived from the 
interior, however, to show that the 
workmen in other cities are respondent 
to the demand for co-operation, and dis- 
sension has broken out among the lead- 
ers, some of whom believe the strike to 
be hasty and ill-advised, and who say 
if it does not succeed the result will

Ward Two Candidate. 


Dr. Herman W. Gross, one of the new 
Ward Two candidates for the City 
Council, was born in Philadelphia in 
1872. In choosing the medical profes- 
sion for his vocation he followed in the 
footsteps of his father and grandfather. 
After completing his school education, 
he entered the University of Pennsyl- 
vania, devoting his first two years to 
the study of biology, and four subse- 
quent years to medicine. He graduated 
from the medical school in 1895. 

Moving to Boston, immediately after 
completing Lis course, he obtained his 
early hospital experience in the Chil- 
dren’s Hospital of Boston and in the 
Boston City Hospital, receiving di- 
plomas from both institutions. 

Early in 98 he located in Brookline, 


but a few months later was commis- 
sioned first lieutenant and assistant sur- 
geon in Sixth Mass. Infantry, U. S. V. 
and served in that capacity until the 
regimeot was mustered out in 99. He 
was with the Sixth regiment during the 
Porto Rican campaign of the summer 
of 1898.

In case the Finnish Socialists should 
join their Russian comrades and tie up 
the Finnish railroad, the only egress 
would be by water, and the freezing of 
the Gulf of Finland a fortnight hence 
would close the last exit. The foreign 
embassies share the publie alarm and 
the British embassy is advising the 
immediate removal of women and chil- 
dren. 

There are all sorts of wild rumors 
about interference by the forelgn pow- 
ers in circulation, and The Bourse Ga- 
zette prints a report that all the great 
powers hare joined in a notification to 
Russia that they intend to interfere and 
prevent anarchy. 

Count Witte and his cabinet are dis- 
cussing the situation and a number of 
prominent Liberals were called in for 
consultation. The possibility that the 
government may be compelled if the 
situation grows worse to declare mar- 
tial law in St. Petersburg was con- 
sidered, but as far as has been learned 
no definite decision in this respect has 
been reached. 

While the League of Leagues is dis- 
posed to back up the strike, the work- 
men are undoubtedly alienating much 
public sympathy by their recklessness. 
Many Liberals openly declare that the 
strike is a tactical blunder which may 
prove disastrous, but this temperate 
counsel is rejected. 

In government circles it is recog- 
nized that the situation in Poland re- 
quires a skilful hand at the helm. 
Governor General Scalon will probably 
be replaced by a man of Witte’s choice. 

In response to inquiries Witte is 
said to have reiterated his assurances 
that the Jewish question will be re- 
ferred to the douma for settlement and 
he is also said to have declared that 
the ezar’s will for the realization of the 
reforms announced in the manifesto of 
Oct. 30 are inflexible. 


Situation at Viadivostok 

St. Petersburg, Nov. 16—Advices 
from Vladivostok indicate that the mu- 
tiny of the soldiers and sailors has 
been quelled andorder partially re- 
Stored, the commandant having agreed 
to send home the reservists and time- 
expired men detained there. 

Mr. Greener, the American consul at 
Vladivostok, telegraphs that 1000 Cos- 
sacks have been brought there from 
Grodekoff to aid in quelling the riots 
and patrolling the streets. The Naval 
club, the girls’ gymnasium and the en- 
tire Chinese quarter of Vladivostok 
were burned. Tie Chinese consul and 
his family are on board a ship with 
Greener. No Americans suffered. 


Twenty-Six Deaths In Mutiny 

St. Petersburg, Nov. 16.—The gov- 
ernment publishes an official account of 
the disorders at Cronstadt, which 
ascribes the origin of the mutiny to the

AR WITNESS 


Hyde Appears Before Insurance 


Investigators 


FAMOUS $685,000 LOAN 


Balance of $212,500 Paid by 
Vice President After Having 
Practically Become Guarantor 
at Instance of Alexander-- 
Odell, Harriman and Frick 
Placed In Unenviable Light 


New York, Nov. 15.—James H. Hyde, 
former first vice president of the Equit- 
able Life Assurance society, whose 
resignation followed the sensational 
disclosures in that company last spring 
which led to the investigation of in- 
surance company methods by the com- 
mittee of the New York legislature, ap- 


peared before the committee yesterday. 

Mr. Hyde’s manner on the stand was 
one of composure and deliberation and 
his replies to questions from counsel 
were calm and deliberate and oft-times 
studied. He was fortified with state- 
ments and data and was very frank in 
his explanations. 

Mr. Hyde was under examination all 
day until a few minutes before ad- 
journment was taken. He cleared up 
the matter of the $685,000 loan of the 
Mercantile Trust company, which ap- 
peared on the books of the Equitable 
Life under the caption of “J. W. Alex- 
ander No. 3 account.” Hyde first heard 
of this account in the fall of 1902, when 
it was called to his attention by Presi- 
dent Alex:@ler, who said that he and 
T. D. Jordan, former comptroller of the 
society, had incurred the loan to take 
up stock that was being bid up to 
fictitious values, to the detriment of the 
society, to settle suits that were ham- 
pering the business of the society, and 
for a campaign contribution. This lat- 
ter contribution was the one to the last 
campaign and was asked by Henry C. 
Frick, a director, who suggested it for 
the benefit of the society. To procure 
this money Alexander had Hyde write 
a letter to the president of the Mer- 
eantile Trust company, and this letter 
practically placed him in the position 
of a guarantor. 

Later, when the settlement of the 
$685,000 loan was forced, Alexander 
and Jordan raised all they could to- 
ward it. In addition the stock pur- 
chased with part of the loan was sold 
to Thomas F. Ryan for $212,000 and 
paid on the loan. After these pay- 
ments there was a balance of $212,500 
which Hyde paid personally. He did 
this because he understood that Alex- 
ander was financially é@mbarrdssed, 
and in a bitter tone said: “Notwith- 
standing the strained relations with 
the two gentlemen (Alexander and Jor- 
dan), I felt bound to see that this loan 
was liquidated by reason of the letter 
Alexander extracted from me.” 

Mr. Hyde said that he first receiveda 
salary of $30,000, seven years ago. In 
1902, when he became chairman of the 
finance committee, his salary was ad- 
vanced to $75,000 and in 1903 it was 
advanced to $100,000, at which it re- 
mained until he resigned as vice presi- 
dent of the society. 

Mr. Hyde presented a_ statement 
showing that in the seven years of his 
connection with the Equitable Life and 
the allied corporations his average in- 
come had been but a little more than 
$38,000 a year. This was figured as 
seven years’ salary from the Equitable, 
amounting to $435,000, from which he 
deducted his losses in syndicate trans- 
actions, amounting to $28,615, and the 
$212,500 paid on the $685,000 loan, 
which left a balance of $193,884, or an 
average annual income of $27,697, to 
which was added the average income 
from his offices in the trust companies 
of $10,500. Witness said he presented 
this statement to show that he had 
been misrepresented. 

The syndicate operations of J. H. 
Hyde and Associates were gone into 
very thoroughly, and it was show: that 
in 23 syndicates Hyde sustained per- 
sonal losses of $28,615.

Hyde said E. H. Harriman instigated 
it, and explained it was to bea holding 
syndicate for five years. It was under- 
stood this was for the purpose of con- 
trolling the Union Pacific railroad.

Odell and Harriman relative to the set- 
tlement of Odell’s suit against the Mer- 
eantile Trust company involving ship- 
building company’s bonds held by him. 
Hyde said that Harriman came to him 
and advised the settlement of Odell’s 
suit, as he feared that otherwise pow- 
erful influence at Albany would be in- 
voked in retaliatory measures, Harri- 
Man suggested that the revocation of 
the charter of the Mercantile Trust 
company might be one of the measures. 
Hyde knew of no actual steps that were 
taken, nor of any bill that was intro- 
duced, but he was beset with rumors 
on the subject. The Equitable Life, he 
said, was not interested beyond the 
connection it had with the Mercantile 
Trust company. Hyde said the suit 
was settled by paying Odell about $75,- 
000. 


Charges of conspiracy to get him out 
of the country were made by Hyde 
against Henry Frick and E. H. Harrt- 
man, in connection with the reported 
aspirations of Hyde to become ambas- 
sador to France. He said Frick. {ri- 
spired the idea. Hyde said he took 
it as a joke at first, but when Frick 
brought it up later he was flattered, 
and both Harriman and Frick prom- 
ised to use their influence to secure the 


appointment.. Again Hyde grew bitter 
in. his explanation of the extraordinary 
interest these men had in his absence 
from the country.. He said he thought 
their ideal was “that they would acquit 
themselves of their friendly stewara. 
ship with great profit to themselves” 
and added that the nature of their ip. 
terest had since become very obvious. 


Odeli’s Rejoinder to Hyde 

New York, Nov. 15.—Ex-Governor 
Odell last night was asked about the 
statements made on the stand by Mr, 
Hyde that he had been paid by the 
Mercantile Trust company $75,000 to 
make up his. shipbuilding losses. Odel, 
said he did not care to give any forma] 


statement until he could prepare it 
earefully. When the reporters re. 
peated to him Hyde’s assertion that he 


had received $75,000 because he might 
take away the charter of the Mercantile 
Trust company, Odell replied: 

“Well, they paid Kavanaugh, did'nt 
they, and Mrs, Wood and other ship. 
building bondholders. They paid me 
just like they paid others.” 

“Ts it true, as Hyde testified, that 
Harriman went to him and represented 
that you were a very powerful person 
and ‘that the money ought to be paid 
to you for fear of retaliatory meas- 
ures?” 

“Well, Harriman will answer that on 
the tsand,” said the former governor, 
and then be added: “But it’s not trne— 
they came to me, I did not go to them, 
I had sold my bonds long before this 
settlamant.”

- Fifteen Minute 
Service Expected 
Between Quincy 
And Dudley Street 


It will be good news to Quiney that 
at last some definite information has 
been received by Mayor Thompson in 
regard to through car servics between 
Quincy square and Dudley street ter- 
mina]. The Mayor has been an earnest 
worker for this result, He haa had fre- 
quent interviews both with President 
Sullivan of the Old Colony system and 
President Bancroft of the Boston El- 
evated system. 

While both companies seemed anxious 
for through car service, it was anu open 
question when the matter would go in- 
to effect, owing to the failure to agree. 

Mayor Thompson had another inter- 
view with President Sullivan last week, 
at which the latter gentleman stated 
that he was doing all he could to 
further the project. 

The matter has now been settled and 
the matter of through cars is near at 
hand as the following letter received by 
the Mayor this morning will show: 

Boston, Nov. 16, 1905. 


Hon. James Thompson, Mayor, Quin- 
cy, Mass. 
Dear Sir: The Boston Elevated Rail- 


way Company and this Company have 
agreed for operation of through cars 
between Quincy square, Quincy, and 
Dudley street, Boston. 


It is intended to permanently have a 


bew type of car for this service, plans 
for which are being prepared. In the 
meantime both companies will use 


ordinary cars, 

I cannot at present state definitely 
when through-cars will be put into 
effect, owing to the fact that some 
changes will be necessary, such as new 
signs, etc., but this will be only a 
matter of weeks, When it is known 
definitely I shall be pleased to advise 
you.

SLOWLY WASTED AWAY 


Philadelphia Man With Broken 
Neck Lived F.fteen Months 
Philadelphia, Noy. 17.—With the 

death of George Handforth, 24 years 
old, at the Methodist hospital, ended 
what is said to be the most remarkable 
case of survival of a broken neck 
known in the annals of medicine and 
gurgery. 

For 15 months the injured man lay 
on air ang water mattresses, suffer- 
ing no pain, unable to move any 
muscles except those in his forearms, 
always conscious, but gradually wast- 
ing away. 

From a strong, stalwart man, weigh- 
ing 160 pounds, Handforth weighed at 
the time of his death only 34 pounds. 
On Aug. 1, 1904, Handforth fell from 
the top of a tank and struck the ground 
on his back, fracturing the fifth and 
sixth vertebrae,

Clerk Edward J. Donovan by a plu 
rality of 3915 votes, while Louis A, 


Frothingham, speaker of the Massa- 
chusetts house of representatives, was 
the choice of the Republicans by a plu 
rality of 275 over Henry S. Dewey. 
The first returns from city hall, 


where the votes were counted, and the 
last extras of all the papers gave the 


Republican nomination to Dewey by a 
plurality of 38 votes. Crowds waited 
about the bulletin boards until the an 
nouncements were made and went 
home with the impression that Fitz- 


gerald and Dewey were the winners. 
Shortly before midnight, however, an 


error in the count was discovered by 


the election commissioners, and the 
correction gave the nomination to 
Frothingham by 275. 

The eorrected Republican returns 


gave Frothingham 9987 votes, Dewey 
9712 and Senator E. B. Callender 1679, 

Much more than ordinary 
was taken in the several contests and 
the vote was the largest ever cast at 
the primaries, the total vote being 73,- 
O74. It was also the first real test of 
the joint caucus act. 

The contest within the Democratic 
party for the nomination for mayor 
was the most bitter ever conducted in 
Boston. The local party leaders were 
almost evenly divided in their prefer 
ences. Donovan was supposed to en 
joy an advantage in having the Demo 
cratic city organization on his side. 
He was supported actively by Con- 
gressmen McNary and Keliher, Martin 
M. Lomasney, the West End leader, 
and other well known men. Fitzgerald 
had on his side Congressman Sullivan, 
James H. Doyle, the South End leader, 
John H. Lee and others influential in 
many of the wards. 

Each side held dozens of rallies night 
ly and all the spectacular inducements 
to interest the yoters were employed 
Personal charges were freely made by 
several prominent campaigners and at 
some of the meetings the police had a 
difficult task to preserve order.

The Republican organization seemed 
to be certain of the nomination of 
Frothingham and did not begin an ac 
tive canvass until 10 days ago. Dewey 
on the other hand, conducted an ind 
pendent campaign. Before leaving for 
Europe some five weeks ago lhe n 
nounced his candidacy. A number of 
other candidates withdrew in favor of 
Frothingham, but Dewey refused to 
withdraw and upon his return to the 
city less than two weeks ago c 
menced an energetic canvass. 


Politicians are now 
to the result on election day, Dec. 12 
Although the city is nominally Demo 
cratic by about 20,000 plurality, 
opinion is expressed that the extrem 
personalities which characterized ! 
Fitzgerald-Donovan campaign has se 
embittered the followers of the loser 
that many of them will vote for the 
Republican candidate. The leaders, 
however, have stated that they 
support the party nominee.

Crowley, a Fitzgerald follower, had 


an altercation with Superintendent of 
Bridges Lomasney, a Donovan sup 
porter, threatening him with a re 
volver.

A police officer 
attempting to arrest a drunken man at 
one of the polling places, was stabbed 
in the leg by James J. Moriarty, a ward 
politician. The assailant and the 
drunk were both arrested. 

John F. Fitzgerald was born in Bos- 
ton in 1865. After being graduated 
from the Boston Latin school, he 


studied medicine for a time at Harvard. 
He was identified with Harvard ath- 
letics. He has been active in politics 
since he reached the voting age. After 
representing ward 6 in the 
council, he was sent to the state seb- 
ate. Later he was elected to congress 
from the Ninth district and served 
three full terms. Fitzgerald is of 


youthful appearance and is a forceful 


common 


speaker. He is a publisher of the Bos 
ton Republic, a weekly paper devoted 
to politics and Roman Catholie church 
news. 

Mr. Frot&ingham Is 36 years of age 
and a practising attorney. He is a 


graduate of Harvard and was captair 
of the basebali team. He served w 
the Massachusetts naval brigade in the 
Spanish war and fias been speaker of 
the house of representatives the past 
two years. He is a member of the 
University club and the Country « 
of Brookline.

They were received 
cordially, though the president did not 
announce his espousal of their cause. 
He sympathizes with it because he is a 
low-tariff man, but his own finance 
minister, Secretary Shaw, is opposed 
to the removal of this duty, and num- 
bers of Republicans in states which 
the president hopes to help him on the 
railroad question supposedly want it 
maintained also. Hence the diplomacy 
of his position. It is not to be won- 
dered at that the stand-patters are go- 
ing to the White House to congratulate 
the president. 

Representative McCleary of Minne- 
sota, who recently spoke before’ the 
Economy club in Boston, came out of 
the White House saying that he had 
been there to “congratulate the presi- 
dent on his stand-pat speech.” Sena- 
tors Burrows and Hale and other ex- 
tremists expressed gratification. They 
will find themselves mistaken, how- 
ever, if they think the president has 
abandoned his desire for tariff revision.

| Rom in Politics 
And the Remedy 


Editors of the Daily Ledger: 

There is one question that comes to 
the mind of every thinking citizen of 
our city, of vital importance, and that 
is ‘* Rum in politics.*’ The reports of 
such methods often fill us with amaze- 
ment and we ask ourselves the question, 
what is to be gained by the aspirant to 
office who will stoop to employ such 
methods. 

Our answer, First, the No-License 
yote should convince any man with 
ordinary horse sense that while there 
may be a very few voters who are will- 
ing to use up all the beer, etc., placed 
before them, even these men have a 
wholesome contempt for the man or 
men who employ such methods to 
corral their vote. And I doubt if one- 
half of the consumers of it vote as ex- 
pected, for in their own minds they 
must think these people who use such 
methods expect to buy their honor very 
cheaply. 

Second, what is the effect on the 
young voter. He is led to suppose by 
such methods that his dearly bought 
francbise is worth less than the mess of 
pottage; in fact to be sold for some- 
thing that would do him less good. 
The method has also a demoralizing 
effect in every way, and it is the duty 
of every man to come out and insist 
that such methods must cease in our 
city. 

I have talked with citizens who were 
expected tuo be influenced by these 
methods, and in nearly every instance 
they have condemned it, and, whereas, 
bad such methods not been employed 
their support would have been received. 
They have opposed on this principle 
only. 

There is a remedy for this condition 
and that is to have it distinctly and 
emphatically understood, that any 
candidate for nomination or election 
who will stoop to such low methods 
and break the spirit of the law before 
election, the law he is seeking election 
to enforce, is beneath the contempt of 
any decent citizen, and wil! receive no 
support, when this is thoroughly under- 
stood it will cease and it is the clear 
duty of every citizen having the welfare 
of our city at heart to see that it is 
done.

nied parts of the testimony of James 
H. Hyde in which their names were 
used. Odell, in the course of his testi- 
mony, called Hyde's statements “base 
calumny,” and when he was asked 
whether he directly or indirectly had 
made threats to have the charter of the 
Mercantile Trust revoked his face 
flushed and, striking the arm of the 
witness chair with his. fist, he ex- 
claimed: ‘There 1609, truth in that 
statement, so help me God.” aoe 

Mr. Odell was the first -witness of the 
day. He said no political pressure was 
brought to bear on the settlement of 
his suit against the Mercantile Trust 
company and that it was settled the 
same as suits brought by others. He 
said he had been advised by counsel 
that his claim was a just one and that 
any court would have awarded him 
more than he received in the settlement. 

He knew of the introduction of the 
Ambler bill which, it is said, might 
have affected the Mercantile Trust 
company’s charter and, while he did 
not suggest its introduction, he saw no 
objection to it. Odell denied that he 
ever made a statement to Harriman or 
any one else that retaliatory measures 
would be taken against the Mercantile 
Trust company. The witness said he 
and Harriman were personal friends, 
but that they had no business relations. 
He wrote a letter on behalf of Hyde’s 
candidacy for the post of ambassador 
to France. This was at the request of 
W. H. McIntyre, one of the vice presi- 
dents of the Equitable Life Assurance 
society. 

Mr. Odell said he had never s0- 
licited political contributions, but pos- 
sibly some moneys might have come to 
him through the national committee or 
senator T. C. Platt, as the latter had 
always gathered together the funds in 
New York state except in the last year. 

Senator Depew was examined with 
regard to his syndicate participations 
and his duties as counsel to the Equit- 
able society. Regarding the ambassa- 
dotship to Paris, Depew said Hyde 
came to him and solicited his influence 
to’secure the appointment. Depew 
brought the matter to the attention of 
the president, although he told Hyde 
that he was too young. 

The senator advocated in the inter- 
ests of the public the limiting of risks 
under insurance poiicies and favored 
a public audit of the accounts of com- 
panies at stated periods by a chartered 
accountant. This, he thought, would 
obviate many suits that are now fre- 
quently brought for an accounting on 
the part of a policyholder.

Appropriation Needed 


Editors of the Daily Ledger: 

In a communication to your paper 
about Mr. Henry H. Faxon, written 
by Mr. Sproul, Thursday evening, 
there was a most proper suggestion 
as to the advisability of perpetuating 
Mr. Faxon’s memory in some permanent 
way. 

While I am in sympathy with any 
such suggestion, I would like at this 
time to call the attention of the citizens 
of Quincy to the gift Mr. Faxon made 
twenty years ago to Quincy and how 
we have carried out the conditions of 
that gift. 

In looking over the records of the 


1885, a town meeting was held to con- 
sider the offer of Mr. Adams to give 
Merry Mount park to the town of 
Quincy, and the offer of Mr. Henry H. 
Faxon to give Faxon park to Quincy. 

It was voted: ‘‘That the town accept 
the generous gift of land from Henry H. 
Faxon, etc., etc."’ and that ‘‘the same 
be accepted for the public park upon 
the conditions embraced in said state- 
meot,’’ which was as follows: 

‘*First: That said tract of land shall 
be held as a public park, free to all the 
inbabitants of Quincy forever. 

**Second: That the same sball be 
called and known as Faxon Park. 

“Third: That no intoxicating liguors 
shall ever be sold on said premises. 

‘*Fourth: ‘That the town shall con- 
struct a roadway to be fifty feet wide 
from Franklin street to Quincy avenue. 

‘*Fifth: That the town shall con- 
struct a roadway fifty feet wide from 
the corner of Quincy avenue and Water, 
street, following the course, or nearly 
80 indicated on a plan exhibited to the 
town at this meeting, striking the old 
driveway of the Job Faxon premises, 
and following the same to the new street 
as herein described. 

‘*Sixth: That all fences and walls on 
the line of the above named new street 
against the land owned by the grantor 
in company with other beirs of Job} 
Faxon shall be erected by the town.’’ 

Probably everyone will recall al 
Mr. Faxon has tried for years to get 
the city to keep its agreement. Until 
the fifth condition in the above is com- 
plied with, Quincy will not have paid 
its debt to Henry Faxon. Probably 
nothing that Quincy could do at pres- 
ent would be more gratifying to Mr. 
Faxon, were he alive, than to construct 
this road tbrough his old homestead, 
and complete the transaction begun in 
1885. 

Faxon park is as beautiful and last- 
ing a monument as anyone conld wisb. 
What more appropriate expression of 
our respect for his memory could be 
made than the immediate construction 
of this road and an appropriation suffi- 
cient to properly improve and care for 
the park that bears his name,

To build tbe boulevard along the 
shore at Atlantic, a naturally beautiful 
building section, already thickly 
settled, has been ruined. In order to 
procure gravel for the boulevard an 
excavation has been made to the depth 
of twenty-five feet and covering . 
territory of fully an acre of onee beauti- 
fully level land in the midst of a settled 
community. 

This unsightly bole has becomeue. 
bitter aggravation to the eye, anda. 
nuisance, and such it must remain for 
ever. 

At the present time the commission- 
ers or contractors are endeavoring to buy 
a vacant lot between two good houses 
on a thickly settled and beautiful 


Money is a great temptation especially 
to non resident land owners and the 
community’s only hope for protection 
from such vandalism lies in the power 
of public sentiment. 

It seems bard to have to ask protec- 
tion from depredations which the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts is making 
in the name of Beauty !—But such is the 
case. 

It is a grand work to build boulevards, 
but dwelling places are a necessity a 
growing need. Men of moderate means 
may spend their lifetimes in building 
up and beautifying a community only 
to have it runied by ove such -devastat- 
ing stroke as this of 
constructors. 

It also seems as though some other 
arrangement might be made as the 
leveling of hills or the raising of sunken 
lands as on the Charles River. 

Atany rate there should be some 
protection to residents of communities 
harassed in this manner. 

Civic improvement at such a cost is 
too dearly bought!

Has Come to an E a 
Saylesville, R. I., Nov. 18.—The strik- 
ing employes at the Sayles bleacheries | 
and Glenlyon Dye works have voted | 
to return to work next Monday. The | 
officials of the Folders’ union claim 
that the management have agreed to 
make concessions and that the em- 
ployes have been granted most of the 
demands which led to thestrike. These’ 
demands included an advance of $2 
weekly for men and women, weekly 
instead of monthly payments and 538 
hours to constitute a week’s work. At 
the office of the bleacheries it is an- 
nounced that no proposition had been 
made to the strikers, but the manage- 
ment had heard that those employes 
not working had voted to return on 

Monday. 

The dyers and finishers at the 
Glenlyon plant, which is operated in 
connection with the bleacheries, also | 
voted to return to their places on Mon- 
day. ‘The dyers and finishers claim 
that the management has acceded to 
their demands. 

The strike occurred Oct. 25, when 150 | 
hands walked out of the bleacheries. 
The strike spread to other depprtments 
and, according to the union officials, 
from 1200 to 1400 out of 2000 were idle. 
This number included those who were | 
obliged to-lay off on account of a lack | 
of material.

Making the Proclamation. 
There is a good deal of form and cer- 
emony about the making of the 
Thanksgiving proclamation, It is com- 


| posed by the president himself and In 


most instances written out in his own 
hand. When this is done the document 
goes to the state department, where it 
is carefully copied in ornamental! writ- 
ing that is almost like engraving on the 
official blue paper of that department. 
The next thing needed on the document 
is the great seal of the government. 
This seal is kept by the clerk of par- 
dons and commissions, and it is very 
carefully guarded under lock and key. 
Its keeper will not produce it without 
a special warrant signed by, the pres!- 
dent, and an impression of the seal is 
quite a ceremony in itself. When the 
proclamation has been thus duly sign- 
ed and sealed many copies are made of 
it by clerks, and one is sent to the gov- 
ernor of every state in the Union. It is 
also given out then to the press agents, 
who telegraph it all over the United 
States. Each governor, as he receives 
it, issues one himself for his state.

“Make way,” ordered Henderson, 
and kneeling by the side of the soldier 
he said in a voice as tender as a wo- 
man’s, “Can we do nothing for you, 
my brave fellow?”

“I’m 
afraid it’s all up,” he said faintly. 

“Well, if it is, my man, it must be a 
happiness and satisfaction to you to 
know that yor died for your country.

God help you, my brave | 
boy!” 

Is that so?’ murmured 
the dying soldier. ‘“That’s a comfort, 
sir; it’s a great comfort,” and, holding 
the hand of bis young officer, the poor 
lad died.

Unjust 
Taxation 


Editors of Quincy Ledger: 


No association will be of any practi- 
cal benefit to Quincy that does not 
succeed in reducing the burden of tax- 
ation on our people. 

The debt of Quincy is so large now 
that it takes one-half the taxes collect- 
ed to meet the interest charges alone. 

For fifteen years by pen and voice I 
have been trying to point out the 
frighful injustice of our taxation laws 
in this state, which today except the 
owners of personal property, leaving 
the whole burden of the tax to fall on 
the man who pays rent. 

It is an up-hill fight, because what 

everybody’s business is nobody’s 
business. It is absolute nonsense for 
Mayor Thompsont to talk about an 
economical adminisiration in this city 
as long as the state insists on exempt- 
ing certain forms of property from tax- 
ation every year. 

In this connection I{would like to 
call your attention to our corporation 
tax laws. Up to last year when the 
law was changed, we received practi-

| cally double the amount of tax than 


we do under this new law. It is be- 
cause the stock is almost exempt from 
taxation under the new law. 

I wish our city Councii would take 
up this question of taxation at one of 
their meetings. They would soon be 
able to understand how utterly, useless 
it is to talk of economy in a growing 
city like Quincy with the State con- 
tinually passing laws to restrict us from 


taxing tangible property. If our tax- 


| payers only knew how they are being 


fleeced by unjust taxation in this State 
they would rise up in their might and 
demand equal taxation which we have 


| not enjoyed since 1881.

Points of Interest. 


Quincy will soon be as famous for 
pilgrimages as Plymouth and Concord, 
as parties come now almost daily. 
Surely there are many historic spots 
of National interest, and enterprises 
which are novel to many. A brief list 
is given below. 

BIRTHPLACES OF PRESIDENTS. 

Birthplace of John Adams, the first Vice Pres- 
dent and second President of the United States, 
Franklin street, Quincy Adams; house built in 
1681 and restored in 1897 by Adams Chapter, 
Daughters of the Revolution. Open to public. 
Small fee asked. 

Birthplace of John Quincy Adams, the sixth 
President of the United States, junction of 
Franklin street, Presidents road and Indepen- 
dence avenue. Built 1716, restored 1896 by 
the Quincy Historical Society. Open to public 
afternoons from 2to 5. Admission charged. 

JOHN HANCOCK BIRTHPLACE. 

Adams street, junction of Dimmock and Han- 
cock streets. A bronze tablet has been placed 
by the City of Quincy on Adams Academy to 
mark the place where the house stood in which 
the patriot John Hancock, the bold signer of 
the Declaration of Independence, was born. 

MYLES STANDISH CAIRN. 

Squantum heights, erected in 1895 by the 
Daughters of the Revolution, of Massachusetts, 
in memory of Captain Myles Standish and his 
men of Piymouth Colony, who landed here 
Sept. 30, 1621, guided by the indian Tisquan- 


ABIGAIL ADAMS CAIRN. 


Penns hill, erected June 17, 1896, by Adams 
Chapter, Daughters of the Revolution, to the 
memory of Abigail Adums, who with her son, 
John Quincy, from the spot watched the smoke 
of battle at Bunker Hill. Cairn composed of 
many historic stones, the corner stone being 
part of old sleeper of first railrozd in United 
States which ran from Quincy quarries to tide 
water, Neponset river. 


BURIAL PLACE OF PRESIDENTS 
ADAMS. 

First Congregational Church (Unitarian) 
Quincy centre. In auditorium each side of high 
pulpit, are mural monumerts, to the memory 
of John Adams, the second president, and John 
Quincy Adams, the sixth president of the United 
States, and their wives. In cellar is old town 
hearse, also box in which was brought from 
Washington the body of John Quincy Adams 
At extreme end, under front steps are the vanits 
of the presidents, a massive stone door closing 
the entrance. Admission may be secured on | 
application to W. E. Dewhurst, sexton, 3 Maple 
Place, or to the office of L. S. Anderson, treas- 
urer, 9 Savings Bank building, whose office 
hours areSa.M.tol2m.and2to5 p.m.

DOROTHY Q. HOUSE. 

Hancock street, corner Butler road, Quincy. 
Old Quincy homestead in which Dorothy Q was 
born. Owned by the Massachusetts Society of 
Colonial Dames. Has quaint old paper on 
parlor put on for wedding of John Hancock 
and Dorothy Quincy; also secret chamber and 
other interesting features. Open free to the 
public on Saturdays, from 11 A. M. until 4 
P. M. 

HANCOCK CEMETERY. 

Hancock street, across from First Church. 
Many old stones, among the oldest that of Rey. 
John Hancock, father of the Patriot, who died 
May 7, 1744. Was fifth minister of First 
Church. 

PRESIDENTS ADAMS MANSION. 

Adams street, corner Newport ayenue, 
Quincy. Residence of President John Adams 
and contains many family relics. Occupied by 
descendants. Not open to public. 


PRESIDENTS LANE. 
Now Goffe street, leading from Adams street, 


near Mansion. Opened by John Adams to 
drive bis cows to pasture. 


SQUAW ROCK. 
Pile of rock, on which is a perfect head'ot a 
squaw, frequently mentioned in early Squantum 
history. “Near by is also Sachem’s Knoll. 


MYLES STANDISH SPRING. 


On the beach to the left and back of Squan- 
cum Inn. Spring of fresh cold water, where 
Standish and his party breakfasted and thence 
started to explore the country around Boston 
Bay. 

Many other points of interest might 
be mentioned: Thomas Crane Memo- 
rial Hail which is the public library 
building; Merrymount, the home of 
Mrs. John Quincy Adams, where 
Morten erected his famous May pole in 
1626; the soldiers’ monument at Mount 
Wollaston cemetery with its tablets ; the 
famous Quincy granitequarries, many 
of great depth; the granite yards where 
monuments and statuary are being cut 
and the polishing mulls where granito 
is polished. Also the plant* the Fore 
River Shipbuilding Com y where 
warships are“ being! cbuilt for the 
government.

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Russian Workmen Appeal to 


Soldiers and Sailors 


ALL ARE NOW BROTHERS 


Common Enemies Are Com- 


manders and Those In Power | 


--Strikers to Attempt to Make 


Final Biz Demonstration 


St. Petersburg, Nov. 18.—The work- 
men’s organization has addressed the 
following appeal to the soldiers and 
tailors: 

“Comrades and brothers: Fora long 
time we have misunderstood 
other. Your officers taught you to re- 
gard us as enemies of the fatherland 
and as criminals whom you should 
shoot, beat with your Whips and 
butcher with your bayonets. 

“Our struggle for the people’s free- 
dom and the people’s well being has 
been depicted to you as a revolution 
against the fatherland which you are 
obliged to suppress. Many of you, be- 
lieving this, have shot your own 
brothers, filling the streets of our towns 
with blood. 

“The case is now altered. The eyes 
of many of the soldiers and sailors have 
been opened. They understand that 
all of us are brothers and that we are 
sons of the same nations whose com- 
mon enemies are your commanders and 
those in power. They understand that 
the liberty of the people is their own 


each 


liberty and the good of the people their | 


own good. 

“The men of the Black sea fleet at 
Cronstadt stood against their com- 
manders and signified that they wanted 
to lead the lives of men; that they 
wanted liberty, and they associated 
themselves with the cause of the peo- 
ple. A hundred sailors at Cronstadt 
have been handed over to a court mar- 
tial and today or tomorrow may be ex- 
ecuted. Knowing this, we workmen of 
St. Petersburg struck, demanding the 
release of our soldier and sailor broth- 
ers and the abolition of courts martial 
and the death penalty. 

“Is it possible that you, soldiers and 
sailors, will not arise and help your 
brothers at Cronstadt? Is it possible 
that you will remain hand in hand with 
the murderers of your brothers at 
Cronstadt? 

“We workmen say: ‘The cause of 
the soldier and the sailor is our cause’ 
and so we have gone out on strike. You 
must say everywhere ‘the cause of the 
workmen is our cause and the struggle 
of the workmen our struggle’ and you 
must associate yourselves with the 
struggling people. You must strike 
and refuse to perform the duties im- 
posed on you. Do not listen to the 
word of command calling upon you to 
put down the workmen’s movement. 


Let not one shot be fired by you against 


the people. 

“Down with your bloodthirsty com- 
manders. Long live a free government 
and a free people.” 

At a meeting last night of the coun- 
cil of workmen’s delegates, after a long 
discussion, a motion to call off the 
strike was rejected, and it was decided 
to call meetings of workmen in the 
factories today to lay the situation be- 
fore them and to abide by their de- 
cision. 

The leaders, however, 


are deter- 


|mined not to permit the strike to die 


without a final great demonstration of 
their power to render St. Petersburg a 
“dead city.” After the adoption of the 
resolution calling for a referendum it 
was decided to bend every effort to 
close every store, market and office, 
beginning at 11 o'clock this morning, 
and to stop all street car and carriage 
traffic in the streets so as to bring the 
life of the Russian capital to a complete 
standstill. The stoppage of the elec- 
tric plants, which the government had 
succeeded in getting into partial op- 
eration, was entrusted to electrical 
workers in the various districts, who 
were empowered to use any and all 
means deemed advisable for the injur- 
ing of the machinery and the  short- 
circuiting of the dynamos, even to the 
extent of destroying the plants. 


The employers have finally informed | 


the workmen that they have decided 
against an eight-hour day. 

The news from Moscow is less en 
couraging to the strikers. The rail- 
roads are still running and the tel- 
egraphers have flatly refused to con- 
sider a strike for the political aims 
of Poland, whose endangered liberties 
are the ostensible cause of the strike 
in St. Petersburg. Work is being re- 
sumed in Moscow and the news from 
other sectjons shows that the call of the 
St. Petersburg committee has awak- 
ened little sympathy.

How Reasrvation Indians Enjoy the Day. 
A Pony Smoke Popular—Killing 
Their Own Meat

NTEREST in Thanksgiving day 
and its observance is just as in- 
tense these days among the reser- 
vation Indians as in college towns 

where great football games are sched- 
} uled to occur. Especially is this true 
jin the southwest, where the Indians 
have had an opportunity to become 
thoroughly civilized of late years. The 
white people find no more enjoyment 
| in this day of universal cheer than do 
these same dusky redskins. 

It is a day of feasting, playing and 
gaming, with a big dance at night. 
Such sport only comes once a year to 
them nowadays, when they have had 
| to forsake the scalping knife for the 
| plow. Their wild nature revolted at 
| the idea of work, and it has been with 

much difficulty that the government 

agents have made farmers out of the 
| young braves. A day of rest and 
| amusement is considered good for their 
better nature, and the government au- 
thorities are willing that Thanksgiv- 
| ing day shall become a festa] time for 
| the reservation wards of the nation. 

|} ‘The Osages hold a big feast at Paw- 
| huska, their capital city. All members 
| of the tribe are invited to take part in 
| the festivities. At the beginning and 
end of each meal, and there are many, 
the aged missionary who lives among 
| them is invited to deliver a short pray- 
er, thanking the Great Spirit for the 
good things which the agent has sent 
them. The food is cooked bythe 
squaws, and, while it could be pre- 
| pared in a much cleaner and more 
tasteful manner, the cooking is an im- 
provement over that of a few years 
ago. 

The Apaches and Cheyennes are in 
the habit of holding a pony smoke. . Of- 
| ten the Osages indulge in this expensive 
festival. A pony smoke is a friendly 
meeting of two tribes and js especial- 
ly appropriate for the occasion. The 
tribe giving the smoke is supposed to 
bear all the expenses. They provide

visiting them. As a tribe consists of 
from 300 to 500 families, the expenses 
soon mount high. The Osages, being 
the richest reservation Indians, can 
better afford to hold pony smokes, and 
they generally invite several hundred 
guests from the Poncas, Tonkawas and 
surrounding tribes. Those accepting 
the ponies are supposed to return the 
gift with equally expensive ones later 
on, but few of them are in the position 
so to do. 
The Poncas hold every Thanksgiving 
| as a beef issue day. If the agent does 
not come forward and present them 
with a herd of cattle for this occasion 
they mortgage their property and buy 
cattle of some neighboring ranchman. 
A beef issue is the most typical and 
also the most picturesque of Indian 
Thanksgiving celebrations. For years 
the government has forbidden the issue 
of beef after the manner of an old time 
issue, but on especial occasions they 
are allowed the amusement of killing 
their own meat. It is said by the gov- 
ernment officers who succeeded in hav- 
ing the practice stopped that beef is- 
sues tend to make the Indian wilder 
and more difficult to civilize. 
A hundred cattle are turned loose in 
a large pasture. The young men of the 
tribe mounted on mustangs and 
have shining guns. With the good 
wishes of the squaws and medicine 
men ringing in their ears, they ride out 
to kill the cattle. The beasts have no 
ce for life whatever. The chase is

The sme!! of fresh 
blood makes the squaws wild, as it 
were. After all the cattle have been 
shot down then the k >a signal 
which means that all > are 
at liberty to rush forth and secure their 
portion.

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Judge Avery 
Finds Motorman 
Brockaway Guilty 
Of Manslaughter 


Judge Avery rendered his finding 
this morning on the inquest held before 
him Sept. 8, on the death of Joseph A. 
Vaughn, who died at the City hospital, 
Quincy, July 24, as a result of the 
street railway accident at Hingham, 
July 22. 

Vaughn and Patrick F. Larkin, with 
others, were at work on a tower wagon 
as the foot of Old Colony bill, Hing- 
ham, when a construction car in charge 
of Fred Brockaway dashed down the 
bill into the wagon, Larkin died a 
short time after the accident and 
Vaughn died the second day after 
at the Quincy City hospital. 

Immediately after the inquest before 
Judge Avery; Brockaway was arrested 
for manslaughter, The hearing on the 
case is assigned for next Saturday. 
Brockaway is now out under $1,000 
bonds. 

After reviewing the evidence at the 
inquest,” Judge Avery, “in | concluding 
his report, says: ‘*l find the following | 
facts to have been established by the } 
evidence introduced: ‘*That jast_prior 
to the accident Fred S. Brockaway, the 
motorman in charge of the service car, 
appeared to have “been” more or less 
under the iufluence of liquor: 

‘*That Robert B. Stitt, who was with 
Brockaway in tbe front vestibule of 
said service car just prior to the 
accident and was apparently taking 
part in the running of the car was then 
very much under the influence of 
liquor; 

‘*That from the top of the Old 
Colony hill where the car came to 
a full stop and from the switch at 
least, it was possible to see the tower 
wagon standing where it was across 


the track at ths point where, sub- 
sequently, the collision happened ; 
‘* That the distance from the top 


of the bill to the place where the 
acvident happened is between 300 and 
400 yards; P 

‘* That the speed of the car just 
prior to the collision was at the rate of 
between 10 and 15 miles an hour. 

‘*That the braking apparatus on this 
car was no way defective and if the, 
motorman had been careful and attend- 
ing to his duties, the car could have 
been stopped within at least 75 feet; 
under the conditions then existing. 

*-That the street for a short distance 
at least before coming to the place 
where this collision happened was flat 
and level. 

‘*It appears, therefore, that gross 
negligence on the part of Fred S. Brock- 
away of Quincy, contributed to the 
death of said Joseph A. Vaughn, and 
that in consequence of said criminal 
negligence, manslaughter has been com- 
mitted by said Fred 8S. Brockaway.’’

HENRY MUNROE FAXON. 


There will be some surprise, perhaps 
disappointment, that there are no 
public bequests by the will of Henry H. 
Faxon, but one should not be too hasty 
in criticising Mr. Faxon, who is already 
one Gf Quincy’s benefactors. 

Probably he has given more to Quin- 
cy and to our churches and charity 
than any other benefactor, not except- 
ing the late Thomas Crane, in whose 
memory the Public Library building 
was erected; Dr. Ebenezer Woodward, 
who left a fand for the founding of the 
Woodward Institute; President Jobn 
Adams, who founded Adams Academy ; 
Hon. William B. Rice, who founded 
the City Hospital of Quincy; Hon. 
Charles Francis Adams, who gave the 
city, Merrymount Park,or William Cod- 
dington, Cotton Centre Johnson, Elias 
A. Perkins and others, who have gen- 
erously remembered Quincy. 

Mr. Faxon bequeaths all his property 
to his son, Henry Munroe Faxon, but 
it is possible that there is an under- 
standing that the younger Faxon will 
in some way erect a memorial in 
Quincy to his father as did the sons 
of Thomas Crane, 

As already noted by a correspondent, 
Henry H, Faxon gave to Quincy some 
years ago a thirty acre tract on Penns 
hill known as Faxon Park which will 
be appreciated more and more as the 
years go by. 

If Mr. Faxon had provided for the 
expenditure of $1,000 or $2,000 per year 
on this park, it would soon blossom into 
a delightful recreation ground. 

The Daily Ledger has been unable to 
interview Henry M. Faxon today, be- 
cause of his absence from town. 

The full text of the will of Henry H. 
Faxon is given below: 

‘*Know all men by these present that 
I. Henry H. Faxon of Quincy, in the 
county of Norfolk and commonwealth 
of Massachusetts, do make this my last 
will hereby revoking any and all other 
wills by me at any time heretofore 

made. 

‘‘f give, devise and bequeath all my 
estate, real, personal and mixed, of 
every name and nature, of which I may 
die seized, possessed, or to which I 
may be entitled, to my son, Henry M. 
Faxon, to have aod to hold, to him and 
his heirs and assigns forever. 

‘‘T appoint my said son executor of 
this my last will, and direct that he be 
exempt from furnishing sureties on bis 
official bond. 

‘*Hereby granting unto said executor 
full power and authority to sell, assign, 
transfer and convey the whole or any 
part of my estate, and to invest and re- 
invest the proceeds thereof in such 
manner and upon such terms as he may 
deem advisable. No purchaser from 
said executor shall be arswerable for 
the application of the purchase money. 

‘‘In witness whereof I have here- 
unto set my band and seal this six- 
teenth day of February, ‘nineteen 
hundred and five. Henry H. Faxon. 

‘* Signed, sealed, published and de-

Mr. Faxon is a man of most kindly 
nature, and is of a charitable disposi- 
tion. Everything which he has done ip 
that line has been done quietly, and 
generally no one has known of it except 
the recipient and himself. It has al- 
ways been his aim to avoid publicity. 

In early life it was his desire to go to 
college, but through the influence of bis 
father he gave up his wish in that 
respect, his father desiring that his 
education should be practical. 

Mrs. Faxon is a most charming wom- 
an, and of an amiable disposition, and 
like her husband is of a very benevolent 
character. She has a host of friends, 
and is very popular and highly esteemed 
by both rich and poor.

Dr. Everett's 
Remedy 


Dr. William Everett of this city, a 
former Congressman, was one of the 
speaker Friday evening at the monthly 
dinner of the Massachusetts Reform 
Club, when the increasing powers of 
the National Senate, was the topic 
assigned. The doctor has radical ideas, 
and is reported by the Globe as follows: 

He began by saying thatall thinking 
Americans believe the national senate 
is usurping powers that do not con- 
stitutionally belong to it, 

He said that infear of the President 
becoming a monarch the founders of 
the government gave the senate great 
powers and today it takes both the 
house of representatives and the Presi- 
dent by the throat and strangles both 
ill they assent to such measures as_ the 
senate wants, 

The speaker denied that the senate’s 
right to ‘‘ advisa and vonsent’’ in the 
matter of executive appointments 
authorizes it to reject nominations by 
the President which are faultless, He 
discussed and ridiculed so-called sena- 
torial courtesy. He said the senate has 
been for years not an adviser, but the 
master of the President in the matter 
of treaties, 

The Senate is really a Iluxurions 
club, in which the membera legislate 
largely for their own matual benefit, 
he asserted. He wished Theodore 
Roosevelt had remained till now as 
vice president and presiding officer of 
the senate. ( 

The speaker believed there would 
have been more presiding than there 
has of late years and that more busisess 
would have been transacted. He alded 
that the small number comprising the 
senate makes the members close of fel- 
lowship, arrogant and the objects of 
fawning and sycophancy on the part of 
outsiders, 

As for the charge sometimes made 
that senators are sometimes corrupt, 
the speaker asked, ‘‘ Why shouldn't 
they be, when public opinion for 
generations past has been teaching 
children that to make money for 
monsy’s sake is the chief end of 
citizenship? ” 

As for the remedy, the speaker said 
it lay with the people, who will have 
no difficulty about making their senti- 
ments known whenever they object to 
the appointment of a bad man as sen- 
ator. 

He did not favor tinkering the consti 
tution, but would have the President 
negotiate _his treaties witbout regard to 
the senate and house of representatives, 
run the risk of leaving the government 
with less revenue, rather tban to allow 
the senate to dictate appropriation or 
revenue bills, in violation ot the coa- 
stitution, which gives the house alone 
the right to originate taxes.

Perished In Wreck 


STEAMER!STRUCK A REEF 


None of the First Class Passen- 
gers Was Saved--Soj Far as 
Known There Are But Six Sur- 
vivors-- Disaster Off Brittany 


London, Noy. 20.—With passengers 
and crew numbering more than 100, the 
Southwestern railway’s cross-channel 
steamer Hilda foundered and the ma- 
jority of the persons on board were 
drowned. 

The Hilda left Southampton Friday 
night for St. Malo, on the north coast 


of France. Her passage was greatly 
delayed by a fog in the channel, and 
when nearing St. Malo she ran into a 
severe showstorm, apparently missed 
her course, and foundered on the rocks 
off Jardin lighthouse, three miles from 
St. Malo. 

The company’s steamer Ada, out- 
ward from St. Malo, rescued five of the 
passengers and one of the crew. These 
are believed to be the only survivors. 

A telegram from St. Servan, adjoin- 
ing the towaz of St. Malo, gives the few 
particulars yet available. The Hilda 
was near St. Malo Saturday morning. 
She struck the rocks at 4 o'clock Sun- 
day morning in the roadstead off the 
island of Cezambre. She had missed 
the tide owing to bad weather and fog. 
The majority of the crew and passen- 
gers were asleep at the time. The top 
of the Hilda’s funnel and her mast are 
visible at low tide, according to the 
telegram from St. Servan. 

The Southwestern Railway company 
is as yet unable to give a list of the 
Hilda’s passengers, but they say that 
a score booked passage at stations be- 
tween London and Southampton and 
that to the best of their knowledge 99 
persons were drowned and only six 
saved. 

The company is still without reliable 
details as to how the disaster hap- 
pened. Its agent at St. Malo only 
briefly reported: “The Ada has put 
back and reports the Hilda is a total 
wreck at Les Portes reef, outside 
Jardin lighthouse. The Ada’s boat 
saved five onion men and a seaman 
named Grinter out of the rigging. 
They appear to be the only survivors.” 

The Hilda was built at Glasgow in 
1882 and registered 848 tons. She was 
a screw steamer of iron construction 
and was 235 feet in length. 


St. Malo, Noy. 20.—The exact num- 
ber of lives lost on the Hilda is un- 
known here. Itis understood that 
there were about 20 first-class passen- 
gers, and it is known that all the first- 
class passengers were drowned. These 
passengers were English officers and 
others who were coming to rejoin their 
families or to spend the season at St. 
Malo and Dinard (opposite St. Malo). 

It appears to be certain that only six 
were saved, these being five onion 
sellers and an English seaman named 
Grinter, and that the total number on 
board, including the crew, was 105.

CAUGHT BY FLAMES 


Sea 


Thirty-Nine Men Perish In a 
Lodging House Fire 


WERE ON FOURTH FLOOR 


Evidences of Terrible Struggle 
to Escape--Many of the Surviy- 
ors Left Without Undercloth- 
ing--Vic ims Are Workmen 


Glasgow, Novy. 20 —The most terrible 
fire that has occurred in Great Britain 
for many years broke out here in a 
cheap lodging house for men in Watson 
street and resulted in the loss of 39 
lives and the severe injury of many 
others. 

The flames were first noticed at 6 
o'clock Sunday morning on the fourth 
floor of the building, which was occu- 
pied by 330 men. An alarm was raised 
and the firemen were speedily in at- 
tendance, but flames and smoke were 
then issuing from most of the windows 
on the fourth floor. An extraordinary 
scene was created by a procession of 
almost naked men issuing from the 
door of the building, and against their 
frantic efforts to escape the firemen 
had actually to fight for admission. 

Reaching the upper floor the firemen 
found that the narrow passages were 
becoming congested with men who 
dropped to the floor overcome by 
smoke, The fire was confined to the 
fourth floor, and as soon as the fire- 
men were able to get to work it was 
speedily extinguished. The flames 
had been fed by the wooden partitions 
of the cubicles which threw off vol- 
umes of smoke, resulting in the suffo- 
ration of the inmates. Many on being 
brought to the street rallied in a few 
minutes, but others had to be taken to 
the hospitals. 

The dead were mostly workmen in 
the prime of life. They presented a 
horrible spectacle, their blackened 
faces bearing evidence of terrible 
struggles to escape. 

Many men were sleeping in the attic 
floor above the burning fourth floor 
and these had narrow escapes. The 
flames burst through the floor and it 
was impossible for the men to descend. 
The windows were securely fastened 
and the men had to break them so 
that they could climb through to neigh- 
boring roofs. 

By 10 o'clock a search of the build- 
ing was made and a complete listof the 
victims obtained, which showed that 
39 were dead and 32 injured. 

It appears to be the custom of these 
lodgers to sleep in a nude condition 
and the march of the survivors to the 
police station was a fantastic one. 
Some had snatched the covers of the 
beds and others their trousers, while 
many wore nothing. The local authori- 
ties had to be called upon to supply the 
men with clothing and warm meals. 

Owing to their migratory habits and 
absence of permanent homes, many of 
the dead will never be identified. The 
identification of others is rendered dif- 
ficult by the absence of clothing. 


Whisky Goes Up In Fiames 

Broadford, Pa., Nov. 20.—At the A. 
Overholt distillery here 810,000 gallons 
of whisky furnished a spectacular fire, 
entailing a loss of $4,000,000. The 
main bonded warehouse, four stories 
in height, was burned to the ground. 
Flames from burning alcohol shot more 
than 100 feet into the air. As barrels 
of whisky burst the blazing liquid was 
splashed in all directions. The plant 
is practically owned by H. C. Frick 
and the Mellons of Pittsburg. 


Prisoner's Wife Found Dead 

Utica, N. Y., Nov. 20.—While Theo- 
dore Neejer was being arraigned in 
police court on a charge of petty larceny 
and drunkenness his son-in-law, John 
Schimmel, Jr., entered the police sta- 
tion and announced that Neejer’s wife 
had been found dead at her home. 
The body was a mass of bruises and 
cuts, as though a-blunt instrument had 
been used. Neejer denies that he as- 
saulted his wife. He is in jail.

The sea-leveF canal which has been 
voted upon by the members will have a 
width at the bottom of 150 feet, except 
in the Culebra cut, where that width 
will be 200 feet. The greater width in 
the Culebra cut is necessary to allow 
two ships to pass each other safely be- 
tween the high banks of the canal, 
which will be formed by the very deep 
excavation. 

The plan as advocated by the board 
would make Limon bay one of the 
greatest harbors of the world. Almost 
through the middle of the bay a break- 
water will be built, and a _ shorter 
from San 
Cristobal, which is American territory, 
thereby leaving Colon, which belongs 
to the republic of Panama, outside of 
the American canal works. 

Under the plan as adopted by the 
board, San Cristobal is expected to be- 
come the chief city on the Atlantic side 
of the canal and the promontory on 
which arises the statue of Columbus 
will be covered by official )uildings, 
docks, coaling stations and all the 
works necessary for an important har- 
bor. The canal constructed by the 
French began at San Cristobal. 


It is now proposed by the board to 
build a short direct canal from Mindi 
to Limon bay, thereby making the dis- 
tance shorter by a few hundred yards 
and also facilitating navigation and 
making it possible for ships to sail into 
the canal without having to make any 
difficult turns. 

The breakwaters necessary for the 
formation of this harbor of San Cristo- 
bal will be an item of great expense. 
They were the subject of lengthy dis- 
cussions in the meetings of the board. 
They would have been necessary, how- 
ever, in case a lock canal bad been 
chosen. 

On the Pacific side at Panama the 
plans as adopted are also different 
from those of the French canal com- 
pany. The French canal ends at La 
Boca and it was found as one of the 
difficulties that the Rio Grande with 
its many branches crosses the canal 
and in the rainy season inundates and 
does great damage to the works already 
constructed by the French. Therefore, 
it was decided that the canal should be 
built nearer to the city of Panama and 


should run between two hills, one 
called Sosa and the other the well 
known Ancon. 

Ancon is the higher of the two. On 


it the American hospitals are built and 
it Is one of the most healthful places 
on the isthmus. At this place the one 
lock necessitated through the differ- 
ences in the tides of the Atlantic and 
the Pacific will be built. | This lock, 
however, will not retard the progress 
of ships through the canal. In the first 
place, ships coming from the Pacific 
will have to stop some time anyway to 
be visited by health officers and by 
civilian authorities, and furthermore, 
during a large part of the day this lock 
will be entirely open, as the levels of 
both oceans will be equally high. At 
the Panama side no plans have as yet 
been made for breakwaters. 


The plans for constructing a lock 
canal at 60 feet altitude were never 
discussed and from the beginning the 
board was divided into the two groups 
of eight and five members, one in fa- 
vor of the sea-level plan and the other 
in favor of a lock canal. A compro- 
mise plan was never brought up at any 
time. 

The cost of the sea-level canal is 
estimated by the engineers at about 
$230,000,000. It was pointed out in the 
meetings of the board that a lock canal 
would necessitate between $30,000,000 
and $40,000,000 as payment for the 
private grounds and the lands belong- 
ing to the republic of Panama, which 
would be inundated by the construction 
of the lock canal system. This item, 
in the view of the majority of the 
board, is entirely done away with by 
the adoption of the sea-level canal. 

As for the time it will take to con- 
struct the sea-level canal, several mem- 
bers of the board express the opinion 
that the construction of the sea-level 
canal will not in reality take so very 
much more time than that of the lock 
canal and that if no unexpected diffi- 
culties are met with it should not re- 
quire more than two or three years 
additional. 

The majority of the engineers take 
the position that the building of the 
sea-level canal should not take more 
than 15 years. It is expected that ships 


| will be able to go through the canal 


under their own power. When two 
ships will have to pass in the canal, 
one will have to stop and wait to allow 
freer navigable conditions for the in- 
dividual ship in the restricted space. 
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SOCIALISTS BEATEN 


Strike For Eight-Hour Day Will 
Not Occur at St Petersburg 
St. Petersburg, Nov. 20.—The con- 

servative leaders in the council of work- 

men are again victorious. At 2:55 

o'clock this morning they carried a 


resolution against any attempt to in- 
troduce a movement for an eight-hour 
iay. 

After the severe reverse which they 
suffered early Sunday morning when, 
at the end of a seven-hour debate, the 
council of workmen decided to aban- 
don the industrial strike, the leaders 
of the extremist Socialist factions of 
the St. Petersburg workmen made a 
hard fight in defense of the resolution 
for an eight-hour day, which was the 
slogan of last week’s strike, but which 
was abandoned at the last moment in 
favor of an appeal for the lives of the 
mutineers at Cronstadt and the lib- 
erty of Poland. 

The refusal of the affiliated organiza- 
tions in the interior to respond to the 
call and the revolt of many of the better 
class of workmen here against the 
dictation of political agitators and 
walking delegates by no means repre- 
sents the full measure of the real de- 
feat of the strike movement. The 
strike, by alienating public sympathy 
and opening the eyes of intelligent 
Liberals and Moderates to the fact that 
the first duty of the hour was to stand 
by the government in its efforts to 
tranquilize the country and to make 
head against the tide of Socialism 
and revolution which was threatening 
Russia with anarchy, aided greatly in 
the formation of the new “law and or- 
der” party, which has now sprung in- 
to formidable being. 


Two Men Strangly Laid Away 

Philadelphia, Nov. 20.—At the Mid- 
vale Steel works Sunday a 40-ton ingot 
of steel permeated with the flesh, blood 
and bones of two workmen, John 
Forkin and Joseph Gazda, was buried 
with the solemn rites of the Roman 
Catholic church. The two laborers, 
who met a horrible death a week ago, 
were in a pit near a cupola containing 
mmany tons of molten steel. A plug 
gave way and 80,000 pounds of the 
fiery liquid poured from the cupola and 
overwhelmed them. The men were 
completely incinerated and not a trace 
of themselves or their clothing was 
left. The Midvale company was averse 
to using the steel for the purpose it 
was intended, and it was decided to 
bury it with the rites of the church 
to which the men had belonged.

Record Year For Boston Commerce 

Boston, Noy. 21.—Figures repre- 
senting the amount of thé duties col- 
lected and the valuation of the imports 
and exports indicate a record year for 
the port of Boston, particularly in re- 
gard to imports. The record for the 
first 46 weeks of this year is nearly 
$2,000,000 ahead of last year in duties, 
over $20,000,000 in valuation of imports 
and more than $21,500,000 in the total 
appraised valuation of imports and ex- 
ports.

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REQUEST IS DENIED 


Whitney Asked Roosevelt to 
Grant Him an Interview 


HE CHARGED INJUSTICE 


President Sees “Additional Evi- 
dence of Wisdom In Refusing 
to Communicate” With Bay 
State Advocate of Reciprocity 


Boston, Noy. 21.—Henry M. Whitney, 
Democratic candidate for lieutenant 
governor at the last election, made pub- 
lic last night correspondence which 
passed between President Roosevelt 
and himself concerning the subject 
matter and statements made by the 
president during an interview last win- 


ter which was granted to a committee 
from Massachusetts on reciprocal trade 
relations. 

The president informed a Massachu- 
setts committee which called upon him 
last week in favor of free hides that 
Whitney had deliberately misrepre- 
sented what had occurred at last win- 
ter’s conference. With this experience 
in mind, the president declined to enter 
upon a discussion of free hides with 
the free hides committee, the chair- 
man of which was Governor Douglas. 

The statement of Whitney during the 
recent canvass in Massachusetts that 
the president told him he favored recip- 
rocity with Canada was that to which 
the president took exception. After the 
president had made public his address 
to the hides committee Whitney main- 
tained that the president had certainly 
spoken in favor of reciprocity with 
Canada on broad lines during their in- 
terview. 

In the correspondence made public 
last night the letter from Mr. Whitney 
to the president, dated Nov. 17, follows: 

“You have done me a great injustice 
in publicly asserting that I have wil- 
fully misrepresented your attitude on 
the question of reciprocity with Cana- 
da, and that this was done in cowardly 
fashion, by saying what I did under 
conditions which the dignity of your 
high office prevented you from denying. 
I think I am not open to this charge. 
I claim in my humble way to be a fair 
fighter. I believe I have a well estab- 
lished and well deserved reputation 
in this community for fairness and jus- 
tice. I may have misunderstood you 
and hence may have been led into error. 
You have charged me with an offense 
of which I am not guilty; you have 
condemned me unheard. 

“I appeal to your sense of fairness 
for a personal hearing. My public at- 
terances touching your attitude on this 
question are very few and very brief. 
I will bring them with me if you grant 
me this request. I will have the pas- 
sages marked and it will not take you 
two minutes to read them. I trust 
therefore that you will grant my re- 
quest; and whether you do or do not I 
shall regret more than anything else in 
connection with this matter that the 
righteous cause of reciprocity with 
neighboring countries, of so much 
value to our people and to the whole of 
the human race, is not to have the en- 
dorsement of your great name and the 
benefit of your potent aid. 

“TI take the liberty of enclosing here- 
with public statements made by my- 
self and my associates touching the 
matter of our interview with you last 
winter, which perhaps you may not 
have seen.” 

In reply to the above the president 
wrote, under date of Nov. 18, as fol- 


lows: 
“I have your letter of the 17th in- 
stant. In view of my previous ex- 


perience with you I am obliged tostate, 
with regret, that it is out of the ques- 
tion for me to grant you another inter- 
view. In this letter of Nov. 17, in 
which you make this request, you fur- 
nish additional evidence of the wisdom 
of my refusing to communicate with 
you; my refusal being based upon your 
evident inability to understand, or de- 
termination to misrepresent, what I 
say. In this letter you state that you 
‘regret more than anything else in con- 


nection with this matter that the right- 


eous cause of reciprocity with neighbor- 
ing countries, of so much yalue to our 
people, and to the whole of the human 
race, is not to have the endorsement of 
your (my) great name, and the benefit 
of your (my) potent aid.’ 

“Nothing that I have said atany time 
has given you the slightest warrant for 
making this assertion; and when, in 
the very letter asking for an interview 
and Genying that you ever wilfully mis- 
represented my previous remarks, you 
incorporate another deliberate mis- 
statement, you can hardly wonder that 
I decline to see you.. Nor would there 
in any event be the slightest point in 
such an interview. In your speeches 
you pretended to quote from memory 
certain statements made in the course 
of a long conversation occurring nearly 
a year previous. You quoted portions 
of what I said—even as to these por- 
tions your language was inaccurate, 
and all the context was suppressed. 
As a result you as completely misrep- 
represented me as in the sentence of 
your present letter which I quote above. 

“It matters little whether this was 
due to a deliberate purpose of decep- 
tion, or to a lack, in both your com- 
panions and yourself, of a nice sense 
of propriety and of the power of exact 
thinking and of correct apprefiension 

and repetition of what was said. In 

either event I feel that it would serve 

no useful purpose again to see you or 

further to correspond with you. You 

are at liberty to make this correspond.

Several Uprisings Said to Be 
In Contemplation 


—— 


PALMA’S LIFE IN DANGER 


A Political] Movement Which 
Would Even Countenance As- 
Sassination of the President-- 
Prominent Men Implicated 


Havana, Noy. 21.—Evidence ob- 
tained by the commission which is in- 
vestigating the discovery by the secret 
police of a considerable quantity of 
arms, ammunition and accoutrements 
in a house in the Cerre suburb is tend- 
ing to implicate a few men of some 
prominence. The government has no 
doubt that the materials came from the 
United States, and it is now seeking 
to learn who were the purchasers, 

Government officials now admit that 
they have received various secret ad- 
vices regarding contemplated uprisings 
before election day in various parts of 
the island, particularly in the provinces 
of Santiago, Santa Clara and Pinar de} 
Rio, with a probable attack on the pal- 
ace in Havana. 

The object of the latter, according 
to these officials, appears to be the re- 
moval, possibly by assassination, of 
President Palma. The plotters, it is 
pointed out, are well aware, since there 
is now no vice president, that the elec 
tion of Palma’s successor would, ac. 
cording to the constitution, be in the 
hands of congress, and that the Lib- 
erals, with the help of a few Inde 
pendents, could control both houses. 

The government has not revealed its 
information as to the extent of these 
plots, but special measures have been 
taken for guarding the palace. The 
fact that the president and his family 
are remaining at honte and that troops 
are being sent to the points where, ac- 
cording to reports, the plotting orig- 
inates, are considered significant. So 
far as known, however, these plots are 
not generally backed by any large party 
and, whether they are widespread or 
otherwise, the active watchfulness 
against any form of uprising is be- 
lieved to have squelched any ambitions 
of the plotters. 

One theory is that these rumors of 
plots are intended by his opponents to 
imbue President Palma with the idea 
of resigning and that there are no 
actual plots to do him physical injury. 


German Debt Accumuiates 

Berlin, Nov. 21.—It is semi-officially 
declaréd that the finances of the Ger- 
man empire are not in a satisfactory 
condition. The imperial debt, which in 
1877 was $18,000,000, now amounts to 
$875,000,000, and this will be supple 
mented by the coming army penston 
bill, the increase in the estimates for 
army and navy supply, ete., by $61,- 
250,000 to $62,500,000. The necessary 
new revenues must be covered by addi- 
tional taxation and customs duties. 


Philippines Belong to Us 

Kansas City, Nov. 21—Secretary of 
War Taft, guest of honor at the annual 
banquet of the Commercial club, in re- 
sponding to the toast “The Philip- 
pines,” said that the Philippine islands 
must be ours for more than a genera- 
tion, and that probably those called on 
to act as legislators would not live to 
see the day “when separation con- 
sistent with the welfare of the Philip- 
pines can be made.” 


Unhburt by Eighty-Five-Foot Fall 

Lynn, Mass., Nov. 21.—Henry A. 
Smith of Everett, known as “Steeple 
Jack” Smith, while sweeping out the 
chimney in the Sagamore building, fell 
85 feet down the inside of the chimney, 
landing on a pile of soot, and did not 
receive even a scratch. Smith had 
just started at the top of the chimney 
when his foot slipped and he was pre- 
cipitated to the basement. 


Express Train Wrecked 

Jamestown, N. Y., Nov. 21.—An 
east-bound Atlantic express drawn by 
two engines in charge of Engineers 
Kreiger and See, left the track at 
Falconer last night. The engines 
tipped over, burying the engineers, 
who were killed. The passengers es- 
caped with a severe shaking up. The 
cause of the derailment is being in- 
vestigated. 


Frothingham Leads Dewey 

Boston, Noy. 21.—At the completion 
of the recount of the ballots cast for 
the Republican nomination for mayor 
at the primaries here last week it was 
shown that Louls A. Frothingham had 
won over Henry 8S. Dewey by 196 
votes. Dewey may run for election as 
an independent candidate. 


Russian Harbors Frozen Over 

Washington, Noy. 21.—Secretary 
Eddy, charge at St. Petersburg, has 
cabled the state department that ‘the 
strike in St. Petersburg has ended. He 
adds that Cronstadt and St. Petersburg 
are ice-bound, thereby precluding any 
possibility of any American vessel 
visiting those ports. 


Rooseveit’s Aid invoked

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STEAMFITTERS WIN 


Break From Plumbers’ Union 
After Years of Wrangling 
Pittsburg, Noy. 21.—After a wordy 
battle lasting five hours on the floor 
of the convention of the American 
Federation of Labor, the International 


Association of Steamfitters, composed 
of members of that trade exclusively, 
Was practically yoted a charter by the 
Federation, independent of the Plumb- 
ers’ union, which for the past three 
years has fought bitterly every effort 
to this end. The vote was nearly two 
to one in favor of granting the charter, 
and, while it -merely approved the 
recommendation of the committee on 
resolutions that the executive council 
issue a charter to this organization, it 
is believed the council will not go 
against the opinion of the convention 
as a whole. 

The difficulties arose some years ago 
between the steamfitters’ trade and the 
plumbers’ trade. The former were in 
the majority, but they had to work un- 
der the Plumbers’ union and were used 
as a main backbone to the plumbers’ 
body. The steamfitters finally declared 
they would not remain members of the 
Plumbers’ union. They withdrew 
and formed a national body and ap- 
pealed to the Federation for a charter. 
The annual conventions at San Fran- 
cisco and Chicago both refused to 
grant the charier. 


Britishers Thank Americans 

New York, Noy. 21.—The following 
telegram from Prince Louis of Batten- 
berg was received via the Marconi 
wireless station at Babylon, L. I: “The 
rear admiral commanding, captains, 
officers and men of the British squad- 
ron, now regretfully on its way to Eu- 
rope, desire to express their most cor- 
dial thanks to all those who, by their 
warm welcome and splended hospi- 
tality, have contributed towards mak- 
ing the stop of the squadron in Amer- 
ican waters truly delightful.” 


McLeoda’s Trial Next Week 

Boston, Noy. 21.—Monday, Nov. 27, 
has been set as the day on which the 
first trial of an alleged participant in 
the greatest crime in the annals of Bos- 
ton’s courts will begin. On that day 
will be inaugurated the trial of Dr. 
Percy D. McLeod, who, according to 
the confessions of Crawford and How- 
ard, performed an operation on Susan 
Geary, the “suit case” victim, in the 
hope of saving her life, and then, as 
further alleged, assisted in the dismem- 
berment of her body. 


Young Burglar Sentenced 

Boston, Noy. 21.—Robert Johnson, 
Jr., son of a former state legislator and 
railroad president, was sentenced to the 
Concord reformatory for an indefinite 
term by Judge Stevens after the young 
man had pleaded guilty to an indict- 
ment charging burglary. The prisoner 
was charged with being cotmected with 
a series of breaks in the Back Bay dis- 
trict. An accomplice is now serving a 
two years’ term for his part in the bur- 
glaries. 


Traveled In e Hurry 

Chicago, Nov. 21.—Sarah Bernhardt 
last night appeared here in “La Sor- 
ciere.” Although suffering fatigue 
from her rapid journey from Paris to 
Chicago without stopping to rest in 
New York, Mme. Bernhardt gave a 
representation that won unstinted 
praise. When she arrived in Chicago 
she had completed a journey of 9000 
miles that began in Rio de Janeiro on 
Oct. 10. 


Strike of Longshoremen 

St. John, Noy. 21—The St. John 
ship laborers are practically on strike 
for 35 cents an hour, the new rate 
adopted last week to go into effect Nov. 
20. The Parisian, the first of the win- 
ter steamers, docked last night with 
considerable cargo from Liverpool. 
Five gangs of laborers were on hand 
to discharge her, but refused to work 
for last year’s rate of 30 cents an hour. 


Engineers to Consult Stevens 

Panama, Noy. 21.—John F. Stevens, 
chief engineer of the Panama canal, 
will leave Thursday next for Washing- 
ton, whither he Is called by the board 
of consulting engineers.

HILDA DISASTER 


Victims of the Steamer Wreck 


Known to Number 128 


BTORY OF A SURVIVOR 


Seaman and ‘Five Passengers 
Picked Up After Having En- 
dured Twelve Hours of Agony 
--Twenty In the Rigging When 
the Ship Foundered 


London, Noy. 21.—One hundred and 
twenty-eight persons lost their lives in 
the wreck of the London and South- 
western Railway company’s steamer 
Hilda off the northern coast of France, 
according to an official estimate given 
out by the officers of the company. 
This death roll includes 21 saloon pas- 


sengers, 80 French onion sellers and 27 
of the crew. 


St. Malo, France, Noy. 21.—Realiza- 
tion of the full extent of the disaster 
to the cross-channel steamer Hilda 
was borne In upen the people of this 
town as reports of finding of bodies 
came in from different points along the 
nearby coast. In all over 60 bodies 
have been washed up, including that of 
Captain Gregory, the commander of 
the wrecked ship. Thirteen bodies of 
saloon passengers have been identified. 
The survivors are rapidly recovering. 

James Gunter, the only seaman of 
the Hilda saved. from the wreck of that 
vessel, says there was no panic on 
board. The rough sea made it impos- 
sible to lower boats. Gunter clung to 
the fittings of the topmast with nine 
others below him who died during the 
night of exposure. 

The Hilda first struck at 10 o’clock 
Saturday night. She was going dead 
slow. Rockets were sent up, but there 
was no response. Seven minutes later 
the ship broke amidships and her decks 
were swept bare with the exception of 
the few survivors who clung to the 
mast. They were rescued by the steam- 
er Ada at 10 o’clock Sunday morning, 
after having endured 12 hours of agony. 

In response to the captain’s appeal, 
when he found it would be useless to 
attempt to launch the boats, all the wo- 
men angi children were mustered in the 
main hatch and the stewardesses fixed 
lifebelts around each of them, the 
French onion sellers assisting in the 
work. Everybody was very quiet. 
Gunter says there were about 20 per- 
sons on the rigging when the vessel 
foundered. He describes pathetically 
how the men gradually dropped off, ex- 
hausted by the terrible cold, and says 
the roar of the elements was awful. 
Gunter himself fought against a 
strong inclination to sleep and says that 
before the rescue of himself and five 
passengers he cared little what be- 
came of him. 

The entrance to the harbor of St. 
Malo is one of the most difficult known 
to mariners. On Saturday night a 
blinding snowstorm, with haze and 
high wind, prevailed, and it is little 
wonder that even so experienced a 
navigator as Captain Gregory lost his 
reckoning, especially as at the point 
where the Hilda struck only a few 
yards’ deviation from the regular 
course meant destruction. Torpedo 
boats dispatched to the scene of the 
wreck ascertained that there is no hope 
of salvaging the vessel. 


Many Widows and Orphans 

Southampton, Nov. 21.—All the mem- 
bers of the crew of the ill-fated Hilda 
were residents of this town and the 
most pitiful scenes were enacted at the 
offices of the London and Southwestern 
Railway company. The officials there 
were unable to extend any hope to the 
relatives. Most of the men leave wives 
and children. The mayor of South- 
ampton has started a relief fund and is 
receiving a ready response to his ap- 
peal. 


Shaw Not to Leave Cabinet 

Washington, Nov. 21.—President 
Roosevelt’s attention was attracted to 
some recent publications that Secretary 
Shaw had presented to him his resigna- 
tion, to take effect next February, and 
yesterday he had a conference with 
Shaw about the matter. After their in- 
terview it was announced that Secre- 
tary Shaw had consented to continue 
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4s secretary of the treasury unt tne 
close of the approaching session of con- 
gress and perhaps some time after- 
ward. 


Russians Seeking New Homes 

Philadelphia, Nov. 21—Among the 
671 passengers who arrived here on 
steamer Merion, from Liverpool and 
Queenstown, were a number of the 
sailors of the Russian battleship Kniaz 
Potemkin, whose crew was in mutiny 
in the Black sea last summer. The 
men were met by friends and taken to 
New York. About 200 Jews from 
various parts of Russia were also pas- 
sengers on the Merion. 


Boxer Uses Pistol on Wife 

New York, Nov. 21.—Patrick J. Me- 
Dermott, well known as, a teacher of 
boxing, and his wife separated some 
years ago. Last night McDermott 
went to his wife’s home in Brooklyn 
and shot her in the cheek, inflicting a 
painful wound. McDermott escaped. 


Work Resumed at St Petersburg 

St. Petersburg, Noy. 21.—Normal 
conditions of life are being resumed 
here. The workmen are returning to 
work, the electric light plants are in 
operation and telephonic communica- 
tion has been restored. The newspa- 
pers reappeared this morning. 


Polish Governors’ Warning 

Warsaw, Nov. 21.—The / temporary 
governors who have been appointed in 
the 10 provinces of Poland have issued 
manifestos threatening with severe 
punishment those who issue seditious 
manifestos, take part in seditious 
gatherings, carry concealed weapons 
or ask the Russian officials to speak 
the Polish language. 


Wer Veteran Accidentally Killed 

Natchez, Miss., Nov. 21.—Major 
Simon Mayer, aged 68, who served as 
major general on the staff of General 
Chalmers in the Confederate army, 
was arising from bed when his revolver 
accidentally slipped from under his 
pillow and discharged a bullet’ which 
lodged behind his right ear, producing 
instant death. 


Taking Time by the Forelock 

Nashville, Nov. 21.—Although his 
present term does not expire until 1906, 
United States Senator Carmack for- 
mally opened his campaign for re-elec- 
tion here last night. He spoke before a 
packed house, hundreds of people being 
unable to find standing room. Sena- 
tor Carmack’s opponent is former Goy- 
ernor Taylor. 


New Isle of Pines Election 

Havana, Nov. 21.—Persons arriving 
here from the Isle of Pines say that 
the Americans there have given 10 
days’ notice that they will hold another 
election for territorial officers, as they 
claim that the last election was illegal, 
owing to insufficient notice of their in- 
tention.

An Odd Christmas Gift —How It Is Major Angelo

A wonderfully clever way of manip- 
ulating cardboard is seen in @ work- pL 


basket, though the process is extreme- 
ly simple. 1f you can find a box about 
ten inches square and four deep, all 
well and good; if not, you must make 


the flat square for the bottom and the 
four sides to fit 


it. In the case 
of the’ box, open 
the corners and 
lay the whole 
thing flat. Cover 
on both sides 
with art demin, 
cretonne or any 
material on hand, 
and neatly bind 
all edges. 

Punch holes in 
the corners and 
tie with narrow ribbon, once more 
forming a box. Now each corner is 
marked off with pieces of cardboard 
cut to fit, creating four little recep- 
tacles. The basket is thus square as to 
shape on the outside and octagon in 
form inside. A pincushion is sewed 
on between two of the corner pieces, 
and opposite it is a needlebook, two 
small bags occupying the same posi- 
tion on the two remaining sides. Last- 
ly, three cornered covers are made to 
fit on the boxes in the corners. First, 
covered with the material, holes are 
punched through one side, with corre- 
sponding holes on the cardboard cross- 
ing the corners.

Who Lived in Quincy 


In commenting on the engagement of 
Miss Dorothy Quincy of Dedham and 
Mr. Frederick R. Nourse, the Boston 
Herald goes back to the original 
**Dorothy Q,*’ a daughter of the late 
Edmund Quincy of Quincy, who became 
the wife of the patriot John Hancock 
and the historic facts will be of interest 
to Daily Ledger readers: 

But the Dorothy Quincy that is 
equally well known and whose romance 
was as thrilling as anything in fiction 
or drama, was Jobn Hancock’s wife. 

It was in a house on the south side of 
Summer street, Boston, where this 
Dorothy Quincy was born May 10, 1747. 
Her father was Judge Edmund Quincy. 
When little Dorothy was about 4 years 
old he removed his family from Boston 
to the ancestral home at Quincy (near 
the present Highschool.) Here his five 
daughters grew up to womanhood. 

It became noised about that Judg» 
Quincy’s daughters were rarely beauti- 
fal, particularly the youngest, Dorothy. 
The young men of highest social stand- 
ing of Boston and Braintree paid court 
to them at the splendid old Quincy 
mansion, one of the finest country 
houses of that time. Among these 
suitors, who afterward became famous, 
were John Hancock, John Adams, Gen. 
William Greenleaf and Samuel Sewall. 
The latter two soon carried off the elder 
sisters, Sarah and Elizabeth. 

John Hancock, 10 years older than 
Dorothy, fell in love with her when she 
was a mere slip of a girl of 18. But he 
bided his time, warding off other more 
yoothful suitors, in hisown masterful 
way. . His father was only a poor min- 
ister, but his rich uncle in -Boston, 
Thomas Hancock, adopted the sturdy, 
level-headed John Hancock ard made 
the young man heir to his wealth. 

About this time the ominous rum- 
blings of the revolution were heard. In 
the lurid light of that time beautiful 
Dorothy Quincy and sturdy John Han- 
cock became dramatic figures. The 
young patriot bad persuaded his fiancee 
to come to the protection of his Boston 
home, the famous old Hancock house, 
when her father, under suspicion by 
the British was compelled to flee from 
Quincy and take refuge in Lancaster. 
John MSancock’s Aunt Lydia became 
Dorothy’s chaperon. 

Then John Hancock himself fell under 


the ban. The windows of his Beacon 
street house were broken by the 
soldiery. Its fences were hewn and the 


coach house destroyed. Hancock, in 
obedience to public duty, made his way 
secretly to Concord early in April, 
1775, to attend the meeting of the 
Provincial Congress. He had first 
arranged for his aunt to convey his 
precious treasure ‘‘Dorothy Q.’’ to a 
safe retreat at Lexington, inthe house 
of the Rey. Jonas Clark. John Hancock 
joined them there after the adjourn- 
ment of the Congress on April 15, 

Here the lovers imagined themselves 
to be in safety. On the evening of April 
18 they had even been planning for 
their early wedding. That night, at 12 
o’clock, came the clatter of horses’ 
hoofs down the street, and a loud 
knocking at the door, arousing the 
patriots for the next day’s battle, hardly 
a fitting omen for wedding bells! 

John Hancock bustled out, as ready 
tu become soldier as bridegroom, and 
wanted to stand at the bead of the band 
of yeomen forming on the green to 
resist the coming attack of the British 
redcoats. But older and wiser heads 
counselled that he and his friend Sam 
Adams should flee, as they were the 
prizes the British general most desired 
to capture and forward in chains to 
England as traitors. So Hancock and 
Adams were hustled off in a coach-and- 
four to Woburn. Dorothy and Aunt 
Lydia Hancock were left in the tem- 
porary care of Parson Clark, 

There the brave girl watched the on- 
comiog regulars knowing it was for the 
capture of ber own lover that their guns 
were primed. From the windows of 
the Clark house, in the gray dawn, 
horror-stricken, Dorothy Quincy saw 
the red line of British soldiery fire the 
first volley into the minute men on the 
green. Then she fell fainting into 
Lydia Hancock’sstrong protecting arms. 

As the firing of battle ceased, and 
the British pushed on to Concord, 
Mme, Hancock hurried her precious 
charge into a coach and. set out to 
rejoin John Hancock at Woburn. In 
these dangers Dorothy Quincy felt a 
longing to be with her own people. 


Her mother was dead, but her father | 


she now learned had returned to Boston, 
and she expressed a desire to ber 
affianced to return and see him. Io 
this stress and excitement came the 
firat lovers’ tiff. 

**No, Dolly,” said John Hancock, 
*‘you shall not return so long as there 
is a British bayonet left in Boston.’’ 

“Recollect, Mr. Hancock.” retorted 
the high-spirited girl. ‘‘I am not un- 
der your control yet. I shall go to my 
father tomorrow.” 

She stamped her little foot, rushed 
into her bed room, and, between her 
sobs declared to Aunt Lydia she wished 
she were rid of that obstinate John 
Hancock! 

But Lydia Hancock was equal to the 
occasion. Against the girl’s will, mak- 
ing her almost a captive, the imperi- 
Ous aunt set out by relays of carriages 
to Fairfield, Ct., where the duenna and | 
her fair charge were welcomed to the 
home of Thaddeus Burr, 

John Hancock had been obliged to go 
to Philadelphia to attend the Conti- 
nental Congress. There he was frettiog | 
his heart ont, fearful-of the breach 
that had started between himself and 
his sweetheart. He knew, too, that 
dashing, gallant Aaron Burr, nepbew of 
Thaddeus Burr, was even then paying 
conrt to bis fair Dorothy Q. 

She, fretting under the restraint of 
Mme. Hancock, consideriag that she 
had been really abducted by a designing 
lover and his emissary, was in fit mood 
to revolt, So she struck up a desperate 
flirtation with the handsome Aaron 
Burr. 

That wasa time fraught with more 
danger to John Hancock then when the 
British were pursuing him on bis flight 
from Lexington. He wrote anxious 
love letters, one of which ran like this: 

‘*My Dear Dolly: Iam almost pre- 
vailed on to think that my letters to my 
aunt and you are not read, for I cannot 
obtain a reply. I beg, my dear Dolly, 
you will write me often and long letters. 
I will forgive the past if you will mend 
in future. Do you make up and send 
me a watch string. I want some little 
thing of ydur doing. Adieu, my dear 
girl, and believe me to be with great 
esteem and affection, yours without 
reserve, ’’ 

Then it was that the inborn loyalty 
of Dorothy Quincy rose to the surface. 
Throwing aside her figure, and moving 
aside the polished bat treachsrous 
Aaron Burt, the  traitor-to-be, she 
turned again to the sturdy, honest John 
Hancock. Released for a short time 
from the cares of state, he came to Fair- 
field and married Dorothy Aug, 28, 
1775. 

The love and joy of the reunion and 
wedding day blotted out all past differ- 
ences. Dorothy Quincy Hancock pre- 
sided with queenly grace and dignity 
over the Philadelphia establishment of 
her husband, presiden tof the Continental 
Congress, becoming in that position the 
‘*first lady of the land,’? What more 
romantic wooing and happier marriage 
could be imagined than fell to the lot 
of this second Dorothy Q. ? 

There have been ‘‘Dorothy Q’s’’ in 
nearly every generation since then, 
each by some strange benediction of 
fate, embodying the graces and beauty 
of their distinguished ancestors, as if 
Dorothy Q. indeed bore a charmed life 
of perpetual youth,

FAVORS NEW DEAL 


President Considers New York 
Political Situation 


HE GIVES FRANK ADVICE 


ae 


Believes the People Are Ready 
to Revolt Against the Existing 
Conditions--Desire to Know 
About Campaign Contribu- 
flons Will Be Compl'ed Wi‘h 


Washington, Noy. 22.—The White 
House conference on the political situa- 
tion in New York is a subject for gen- 
eral comment at the national Capitol. 
It may be said on excellent authority 
that the president will not take a hand 
personally in straightening out the per- 
plexing complications, but his close 


friends will undertake to do what he 
believes ought to be done. 

It is understood he gave advice with 
frankness, The precise recommenda: 
tions of the president will probably de 
velop from time to time, as his support 
ers are able to put into effect plans 
that have been matured. It is said on 
excellent authority that the president 
feels that there must be a “new deal” 
all around. He undoubtedly believes 
the people of New York state are in 4 
mood to revolt against existing condi. 
tions. 

Just what to do about the contribu- 
tions to the Republican national com- 
mittee by the insurance companies is 
a puzzling question. That something 
must be done is the fixed judgment of 
the administration. Postmaster Gen- 
eral Cortelyou, chairman of the na- 
tional committee, is more determined 
than ever not to surrender the chair- 
manship to Harry S. New until the 
contribution scandal is cleared up. 

It is now believed that whether the 
money is returned to the insurance 
companies or not; whether tlie com- 
panies voluntarily replace the money 
in the funds from which it was drawn, 
Cortelyou will in time give out a state- 
ment explaining in detail the national 
committee’s contracting with the re- 
ception and expenditure of that money.

New York, Nov. 22—The Evening

A Great Deal In Coal 
Pittsburg, Nov. 22—A contract has 
been closed between the Pittsburg Coal 
company and the Republic Iron and 
Steel company for six years by which 
the former company secures the right 
for the exclusive supply of all fuel for 
the Republic mills. The total contract, 
it is said, will be at the rate of 1,000,000 
tons a year during a greater portion 
of the contract period. The price upon 
which the coal is sold will slide upward 
and downward with the mining cost.

Havana, Noy. 22.—As a result of the 
investigation into the discovery by the 
secret police of a quantity of arms, 
ammunition and accoutrements in the 
suburb of Carro, a warrant has been 
issued for the arrest of Julian Betan- 
court, a Liberal congressinan from the 
province of Pinar del Rio.

As the result of representations that 
satisfaction has been made to the bank 
and the bonding company, the court 
suspended judgment on payment of 
costs and the defendants were dis- 
charged.

FEARED ACTUARY 


Insurance Men Had Agent to 
“Take Care” of Him 


PLATT GIVES TESTIMONY 


Equitable Gave $10,000 a Year 
to Campaign Fund--Mutual 
Company and New York Life 
Also Contributed a Share 


New York, sv. 22—The identity of 
Senator Depew’s “rantankerous friend 
from up the river” was disclosed in the 
legislative insurance investigation com- 
mittee by the testimony of John A. 
Nichols, a lawyer under retainer by the 
Equitable Life Insurance company. 

Mr. Nichols had written Depew a 
letter referring to an individual in the 
| above terms, and this letter was read 
| Wriday when Depew was on the witness 
Stand. Depew was unable to recall 
| who was meant by the rantankerous 
| friend, but yesterday Nichols disclosed 
a series of payments to W. S. Manning 
of Albany, a former actuary who had 
been connected with the investigation 
of insurance companies in 1877. 

Mr. Hughes enquired as to a report 
| that Manuing had been in possession 
of information that was suppressed 
during this investigation and that, ac- 
cording to report, would have been 
detrimental to the Equitable. Nichols 
could not recall the suppression of the 
information, but he detailed the pay- 
ment of sums of money over a consider- 
able period to Manning as an induce- 
ment to give up his business as actuary, 
in which capacity, according to the 
witness, he was a menace to the Equit- 


| able Life. 


Mr. Nichols said he was paid a re- 
tainer from the Mutual and the New 
York Life for the same duties, that of 
“taking care of Manning,” as Hughes 
characterized it. The payments by the 
for Manning were made to

Aside from the testimony of Nichols 
the interesting testimony of-the day 
was that of Senator T. C. Platt, who 
did not hesitate to tell of the contribu- 
tions of the insurance companies to 
state campaigns. The Equitable, the 
Mutual Life and the New York Life 
were the only insurance companies that 
made such contributions. The Equit- 
Life, Platt said, contributed reg- 
ularly $10,000 a year to the state cam- 
paigns, the Mutual Life the same sum 
frequently, and the New York Life a 
sum not as large, and occasionally. 
These moneys were always delivered 
in cash to Platt’s office by messenger, 
and he turned them over to the state 
committee. Platt said he supposed he

Platt said 
he believed he had asked President 
McCurdy of the Mutual Life for a con- 
tribution when the needs were very 
great. He knew nothing about con- 
tributions to the national campaign. 
Gage E. Tarbell, second vice presi- 


| dent of the Equitable, was also a wit- 


ness again. His testimony Friday was 
interrupted by the adjournment, and 
yesterday he continued his explana- 
tion of the agency system, of which 
he had charge, and the munner of ar- 
riving at the commissions. He detailed 
a history of the agencies of insurance 
companies and his own efforts to re- 
duce the cost of getting business. 

During his testimony Tarbell made a 
very extensive explanation of the good 
that insurance companies have done 
and the difficulties under which the 
work is carried on. One part of his 
testimony Caused much amusement 
when he described a fight with the 
New York Life over the taking of 
agents. In this statement Tarbell told 
how he won over a general agent and 
200 sub-agents of the New York Life 
in this city without the cost to the 
Equitable of so much as one dollar. 
The only inducement offered was that 
the agents could make more on a com- 
mission basis than under the salary of 
the New York Life. Tarbell said that 
he closed the deal on a Sunday. He 
thought it was a good job and it was 
done on a good day. 

Mr. Tarbell’s testimony was _ inter- 
rupted again when Assemblyman Ap- 
gar was called. His card with the in- 
scription “Mr. Hyde says to pay bim” 
was attached to a voucher for $1000 
which the Equitable paid Thomas D. 
Husted, and the voucher bore Husted’s 
endorsement. Apgar knew absolutely 
nothing about the money, nor did he 
know how his card came to be used for 
such a purpose, nor had he ever heard 
of any moneys being paid by the Equit- 
able or anyone else. Apgar said his 
relations were somewhat strained with 
Husted and as Husted is dead he

CAUGHT IN A GALE 


Unknown Steamer Strikes Rock 
Off Nova Scotia 


a 


AN EXPLOSION FOLLOWS 


Ship Immediately Disappeared, 
Leaving No Trace of Her Crew 
--Further Details of Wreck of 
the Steamer Turbin 


Halifax, Nov. 22.—The violent storm 
which swept the coast of Nova Scotia 
the latter part of last week has ap- 
parently claimed another victim. A 
two-masted steamer went to the bottom 
off Beaver Harbor on the east coast, 55 
miles from Halifax. Her identity has 
not been established and so far as can 
be ascertained not a man of her crew 
survived. 

News of the disaster, which is one of 
the strangest in the shipping history of 
the province, was brought to Halifax 
by the steamer Kilkeel, commanded 
by Captain Allgn, from Port Hastings, 
C. B., with a cargo of coal. The Kil- 
keel on Thursday morning ran into a 
gale which kicked up so vicious a sea 
that Captain Allan decided to run for 
shelter. 

Heading for Beaver Harbor, he ob- 
served behind him another steamer, 
with two masts and heavily laden, ap- 
proaching, apparently also seeking 
shelter. The gale was then blowing at 
a terrific rate and the seas were break- 
ing heavily on the numerous shoals 
which stud that bleak coast. 

When the Kilkeel reached the haven 
the unknown steamer passed west of 
Horse island, near the harbor entrance, 
which hid her hull. Suddenly a great 
cloud of smoke or steam shot upward 
and when it cleared away the masts of 
the incoming steamer had vanished. 
The officers on the Kilkeel who had 
been watching the approaching steamer 
are positive that she went to the bottom 
and equally as positive that no boat 
could live in the sea which prevailed. 
They believe that she sank and struck 
a rock and as she foundered her boilers 
exploded. Nothing could be ascer- 
tained to establish her identity. It is 
improbable that any of the crew es- 
caped. 

Off Ship Harbor, 30 miles west of 
Halifax, a large schooner bottom up 
was passed on Saturday morning, mak- 
ing the fourth wreck reported on the 
Nova Scotia coast in two days. Not in 
recent years has such a number of ma- 
rine disasters been reported and it is 
feared that a large loss of life has or- 
eurred in Nova Scotian waters. 

When the Kilkeel came out of Beaver 
Harbor after the sea had moderated 
some, the captain and his officers had 
their glasses on the place where they 
thought the disaster had occurred and 
they saw what they took to be the 
funnel of a steamer sticking some dis- 
tance above the water. There was 
such a heavy sea running then that he 
could not approach the dangerous 
shoals. 


Wreckage From the Turbin 

Clark’s Harbor, N. S., Noy. 22.—Part 
of the deckhouse with electric wires 
attached and pieces of the bridge 
which washed ashore in this vicinity: 
are the only sad souvenirs here of the 
wreck of the Norwegian steamer Tur- 
bin with all on board on Friday even- 
ing. Fishermen who patrolled along 
the coast found this wreckage, but 
none of the bodies was recovered. 

Eighteen miles northeast from Cape 
Sable lies Mud island, the scene of the 
disaster. Directly south of it is Seal 
island and further seaward in about 
the same line is Blond rock, which has 
cut short many vessels’ careers. These 
islands stretch far across the track of 
vessels rounding the cape and bound 
into the Bay of Yarmouth, 25 miles be- 
yond. The two-mile gap between, 
called the Hospital, is a convenient pas- 
sage at all times even for large craft, 
as it shortens the course which other- 
wise would be a wide berth of Blond 
rock. One mile north is Black rock 
ledges, a great mound of rough rocks, 
bare at half-tide with a line of shoals 
running westerly from it, covered by 
three fathoms of water. Rapid cur- 
rents rush past these reefs and in 
stormy weather the waves are a huge 
foaming cataract, for no buoy or other 
mark warns the mariner of danger. 

The ill-fated steamer took this road 
at low tide near sundown on Friday in 
the teeth of a howling gale. The fish- 
ermen on Mud island watched her mak- 
ing fair headway against it. When 
near Black ledge she stopped suddenly 
and a deluge of sea pounded over her. 
Then she swung back for a moment, 
shook from stem to stern, then keeled 
over and disappeared. There was no 
time to clear away the boats and noth- 
ing could be made out after that from 
the island. No boat could pass through 
fhe surf on shore and no help could be 
rendered. 

The steamer was owned in Norway. 
She was valued at $50,000, and her 
cargo of coal was worth $3500.

Boston, Noy. 22.—The Post says: 
The most important development in 
the “suit case mystery” for several 
days was the discovery yesterday that 
the nurse who had attended Susan 
Geary had been found and that she had 
told all she knew of the case to Dis- 
trict Attorney Sughrue. 

The nurse in question, about whose 
identity the utmost secrecy is main- 
tained, is not the Mrs. Dean who kept 
the house in which the girl died. The 
nurse is a young girl who was em- 
ployed by Mrs. Dean to care for the 
patient, and she attended Susan Geary 
up to the time of her death. She was 
present when the victim died and she 
was present when the operation was 
performed, though it is understood 
that the officials do not hold that she 
was criminally implicated in it. She 
has no idea where Mrs. Dean escaped 
to. 

Lawyer W. C. Maguire, who has 
been retained to look after the girl’s in- 
terests, when seen last night by a Post 
reporter, said: 

“You must excuse me from talking 
about this matter in detail. My elient 
in my presence made a full and frank 
statement to Mr. Sughrue of all she 
knew concerning this suit case matter. 
I must refer you to him for any further 
information.”

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GRAFT AND BLACKMAIL 


Charges In Connection With the 
Union Labor Souvenirs 

Pittsburg, Nov. 22.—The principal 
feature of Tuesday’s sessions of the 
American Federation of Labor came 
when the section of the grievance com- 
mittee’s report was presented asking 
for the abolition of the souvenir pro- 
gram in connection with union labor 
events. 

Smaller labor unions throughout the 
country were charged with grafting, 
forgery and threatening the employers 
with strikes and boycotts in getting 
out souvenir books for Labor day and 
other occasions. 

Many of the leading delegates to the 
convention talked on the question and, 
while the names of the labor unions 
against which the charges were made 
were not uncovered, labor leaders in 
almost every city were accused of the 
practice. A resolution was offered and 
adopted condemning the issue of sou- 
venir books by the labor unions. 

The exposure came about as a result 
of a resolution offered condemning 
the Philadelphia Central Labor union 
for using advertisements of firms

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| Pink Combine 
In ‘rouble 


Everything is not smooth fivancially 
for the ‘‘pink granite combine,’’ or the 
Milford Pink Quarries Company, as it 
is known legally. Application was 
made in the United States circuit court 
before Judge Colt, Wednesday, for a re- 
ceiver for the company, on application 
made by the Franklin Trust Company 
of Brooklyn, trustee under a mortgage. 

Judge Colt called attention to the fact 
that the bill did not set forth that the 
quarries were not able to carry on their 
business, and, inasmuch as there was 
no default on the bonds, the court in- 
dicated an unwillingness to appoint a 
receiver. The court intimated, bow- 
ever, a wiliingness to hear counsel 
further at a later date. 

The combine was formed about the 
first of last April and its advent was the 
signal for a considerable boum in the 
granite town of Massachuetts. The or- 
ganization was affected by George Otis 
Draper, son of Ambassador Draper, and 
was capitalizsd at $2,000,000 under the 
laws of New Jersey. Its purpose was 
to work the quarries formerly owned by 
the Milford Pink Granite Company, the 
Norcross Bros., the Deerbrook Company | 
and the Cutting Company. One of its 
first successful acts was the underbid- 
ding of all competitors for the contract 
to provide $1,600,000 worth of granite 
for the new Pennsylvania railroad sta- 
tion in New York city. The trust con- 
trols, it is said, over 90 per cent. of the 
peculiar pink granite in quarries known 
to exist.

During the past three months the Old 
Colony Street Railway Company has en- 
countered considerable trouble, in the 
various towas through which their high 
tension feed wires ran from their cen- 
tral power station at Quincy Point to 
the various sub-stations, as far as Fall 
River. Many of the insulators have 
been broken either by stones or guns, 
which in two or three instances result- 
ed in stalling a certain section of their 
system for a considerable time. 

The company felt that this destruction 
was the work of mischievous boys 
and instituted a thorough investiga- 
tion in the different towns where it 
was found necessary. This resulted 
in bringing four juvenile ofienders 
before Judge Read in the Brockton 
court last Monday morning, who let 
them off with a nominal fine on account 
of their ages, ranging between thirtesa 
and fourteen. 

The officials of the company are de- 
termined to prosecute those responsible 
for this destruction. The breaking of 
these wires- would not only result in 
shutting down the sub station, and in- 
convenience fravel, but the eurrent is of 
such a voltage that it might prove fatal 
to the offender, or anyone coming ina 
contact with it.

GIFTS FOR PRESIDENT 


Abyssinian Official Delivers 
Them at the Whi:e House 
Washington, Nov. 23.—El Hadjie 
Abdallah Basha, minister of commerce 
for Abyssinia, called upon President 
Roosevelt and presented to him a per- 


sonal letter from Emperor Menelik. 
He also brought certain gifts for the 
chief magistrate. The Abyssinian was 
in full court uniform of dark blue s0 
thick!y embroidered with gold lace that 
the texture of the goods could scarcely 
be discerned, with fez and with a cury- 
ing scimitar in a golden scabbard. He 
came to the White House escorted by 
Major John Carson, chief of the di- 
vision of manufactures of the census 
bureau, and R. M. Jereissati, a Phila- 
delphia merchant, who accompanied 
the basha to translate his Arabic 
tongue into English for this occasion. 

The president extended a _ cordial 
welcome to his visitor, who at first 
handed him the emperor's letter of 
greeting. Unfortunately this screed 
was in the Abyssinian language which 
no one could interpret and the presi- 
dent was obliged to defer for the mo- 
ment the reading of the message. Then 
the basha presented in behalf of Em- 
peror Menelik three elephant tusks, one 
being a gigantic specimen nine feet 
long and of great rarity and value. As 
his personal offering, the basha gave 
the president the skin of a magnificent 
Numidian lion. The president returned 
thanks for these gifts and indicated 
his purpose of placing the tusks in the 
National museum and keeping the lion- 
skin in his private collection.

TOP FLOOR HEMMED IN 


———_—_—~ 


Many Who Were Caught In 
What Seemed Sure Death Trap 
Tossed From Windows Into 
Lite Nets Forty Feet Below 


Lawrence, Mass., Nov. 23.—Wan 
faces of little ones peering pitifully 
from pain-easing cots into those of 
anxious parents in many North Law- 
rence homes give graphic evidence of 
the most frightful school fire panic that 
ever took place in this city. 

One child is at death’s door as a re- 
sult of the catastrophe, while dozens of 
others lie painfully bruised. 

St. Anne’s school, under the jurisdic- 
tion of the parish of St. Anne’s French 
Catholic church of this city and con- 
trolled by the Sisters of the Good Shep- 
herd; consists of three buildings, two 
large and of brick, and a smaller three- 
story wooden structure situated in the 
rear of the first named two. In this 
latter building seven sisters preside 
over some 500 little children, ranging 
in ages from 5 to 12 years. It was in 
this building, a structure erected over 
15 years ago and minus fire escapes, 
that the fire panic took place. 

The little ones, all girls, were in 
their classrooms on the different floors 
and at their studies when the fire broke 
out. One of the pupils of Miss Lord, a 
lay teacher in a room on the first floor, 
was the first to discover the fire, as 
small eddies of smoke curled up 
through the hot air flues in the base- 
ment. The alarm was given and the 
engines called. 

The sisters remained remarkably 
cool and directed their scholars in leay- 
ing. All filed out in order, leaving 
coats and hats behind, with the excep- 
tion of those on the top floor. So 
quickly did the flames spread and the 
smoke rush to the top of the building, 
however, that teachers and children on 
this floor were caught and escape 
seemed impossible. 

All managed to get out, nevertheless, 
from the third floor, with the exception 
of those in Sister Mary’s room, into 
which the whole crowd of scholars of 
the smoke-laden floor poured. 

Here they were caught in what 
seemed a sure death trap. They began 
rushing to all the windows and ap- 
pealing, faces blanched, to those below 
for help, until the cool teacher, going 
from window to window, caught the 
frenzied children one by one and 
tossed them to the life nets 40 feet be- 
low. 

On the east side of the building the 
longest life net in the service of the de- 
partment was stretched, and into this 
most of the children were tossed or 
jumped, but on the other sides of the 
building only small nets were held, and 
in some cases nothing but the out- 
stretched coats of the firemen. 

In their descent to these lifesaving 
contrivances many of the little ones 
elther shot through the arms of those 
who stood ready to catch them or were 
missed completely by would-be res- 
cuers and landed on the hard ground, 
three stories below. ; 

It was in this way that Eva Bros- 
seau received frightful injuries from 
which she may die. She slipped 
through the arms of a rescuer and land- 
ed head first on the ground. 

Drs. Magee and Lavoie were at the 
scene of the fire panic with the firemen 
and rendered valuable aid. The in- 
jured children were taken into neigh- 
boring houses and cared for until they

The first and gravest charge is man- 
slaughter in having caused the death 
of Branch, but there are two other 
charges, the second supported by two 
specifications and the third by one. The 
second charge is of violation of the 
third clause of the eighth article of the 
rules for the government of the navy. 
The first specification is that Meri. | 
wether applied to Branch the names of 
“sneak” and “coward” and the second 
that he assaulted him. The third | 
charge, of conduct to the prejudice of 
good order and discipline, specifies that 
Meriwether engaged in a fight with 
Branch.

Branch under such circumstances has 
been widely noticed and has called at- 
tention to the existence at the naval 
academy of an unwritten code govern- 
ing the student body, but quite outside 
the authoritative regulations and gen- 
erally in violation of them.

Under the 
every detail of these fights is 
fixed, the midshipman on duty abstain- 
ing from reporting them and excusing 
from formation those connected with 
them. These facts were very clearly 
brought out. 

In fairness to the midshipmen, it 
should be said that every one of them 
gave indication of endéavoring to be 
perfectly frank and of either believing 
that there was nothing about the~code” 
system that they need conceal, or if 
there were, that they would tell it all 
notwithstanding. Midshipman Fitch, 
who refereed the fight which was fol- 
lowed by Branch’s death, stated that he 
had officiated in 19 such contests, and | 
Midshipman McKittrick testified that | 
be had taken part in nine. Detailed ac- 
counts were given of the arrangements 


by which midshipman on duty acqui- 
esced in absences without leave and 
other derelictions, in order that the 


fights might go on, and the testimony 
showed that, although frequently se- 
vere injuries resulted from these fights, 
and the recipients often had to be 
taken to the hospital, nothing further 
was ever heard of them. This the de- 
fense brought out on cross-examina- 
tlon, It being evidently intended to 
show that the authorities also winked 
at the code and the prearranged fights 
under it. 

Interesting sidelights to hazing or 
“running,” as it is called at the acad- 
emy, developed from the testimony of 
one of the midshipmen. Meriwether 
had been generally disliked, he said, 
because he did not abide by the rules 
laid down for the government of the 
lower class men. Some of these were 
that he should never enter “lover's 
lane,” an academy walk; that he should | 
turn all corners at right angles, should 
not look at an upper class man, and 
should answer most respectfully when 
addressed by one of them; that he 
must never touch the table nor ask for 
anything during a meal, and under no 


circumstances be in the society of 
young women. 
These rules and many others are 


contained in that part of the code re- 
lating to the government of under 
classmen. Branch had been one of the 
midshipmen who, according to the testi- | 
mony, determined to punish Meri- 
wether because he would not abide by 
these rules, and from that the enmity 
arose.

PLAN OE TARBELL 


Publicity as a Remedy For the 


Insurance Abuses 


TALKS OF sciaaittanin| 


Got What Would Have Gone to | 
Agents In Taking Insurance on 
His Own Life and Members of 
His Family--He Says That the | 
Practice Is Customary 


New York, Noy. 23.—After being on 
the witness stand before the Armstrong | 
legislative committee on insurance in- 
vestigation for the greater part of three 
days, Gage E. Tarbell, second vice 
president of the Equitable Life Assur- 
ance society, finished his testimony and 
just before adjournment submitted a 


list of suggestions for the remedy of 
existing abuses in the management of 
insurance companies and for legislation 
designed to give the state proper con- 
trol over the companies and to insure 
the confidence of the policyholders. 
Prominent among these suggestions 
was absolute publicity. While admit- 
ting that wrong had been done by life 
insurance officials, Tarbell said he had 
no apologies to make for any of them 
and that he hoped they would be pun- 
ished. 

Mr. Tarbell was on the stand the en- 
tire day and was questioned as to the 
system of agencies and the commis- 
sions and other compensations allowed 
them for getting business. The fact | 
was brought out that Tarbell had taken 
out Insurance on his own life and on 
members of his family and had re- 
ceived the agents’ commission on the 
premiums as well as renewal commis- 
sions. He said that since he became an 
officer he had taken out $200,000 on his 
own life in the Equitable. BeSides his 
policies in the Equitable he had taken 
insurance in the New York Life, the 
arrangement being made with George 
W. Perkins, and on this, too, he re- 
celved the commission on the premiums. 
He had also a policy in the Aetna and 
the Travelers, on all of which he col- 
lected the commissions. He said he 
carried $400,000 on his own life and 
$100,000 01: members of his family. 

Mr. Tarbell was strenuous in de- 
nouncing the system of rebating by 
agents and stated that any agent of the 
Equitable who gave rebates to get 
business was dismissed. When he told 
of getting the commissions Assembly- 
man Cox asked if that was not rebat- 
ing, and Tarbell said it was not, that he 
thought he was entitled to It. 

Later, when Mr. Hughes took up this 
same subject with the witness, the lat- 
ter justified the taking of the commis- 
sions as being similar to the case of a 
merchant who purchased goods of a 
fellow merchant in the same line, per- 
haps to fill an order, and got those 
goods at cost, or of a professional man 
treating another and charging less than 
the regular fees. Witness said further 
that the commissions were paid to get 
the business and that when the busi- 
ness was done without soliciting there 
Was no expense and that therefore he 
was entitled to these commissions. 
Tarbell said this was the custom of in- 
surance companies and their officers, 
adding that if he had done wrong he 
was sorry, but that he had acted in 
good faith. 

Mr. Tarbell bore out in a measure 
the statement of James H. Hyde when 
on the stand relative to the fairness 
of the Frick report. The subject of

PROPOSALS REJECTED 


Warships Will Now Make a 
Demonstration Against Turkey 

Constantinople, Nov. 23.—The porte 
has rejected the proposals of the pow- 
ers for the taternational control of the 
finances of Macedonia. 

Vienna, Nev. 23.—A dispatch from 
Constantinople says that the reply of 
the porte, which was handed the Aus- 
tro-Hungarian ambassador last even- 
ing, rejects the proposals of the pow- 
ers on all points and declares that the 
public opinion of Turkey would not 
countenance their acceptance. 

London, Noy. 23.—The Vienna cor- 
respondent of The Times says it is re- 
ported there that the Sultan of Turkey 
appealed to Emperor Francis Joseph to 
postpone the naval demonstration in 
Turkish waters and that the emperor 
replied that further delay was impos- 
sible. 

Athens, Nov. 23.—The warships of 
the powers which propose to make a 
demonstration against Turkey have 
arrived at Piraeus. The commanders 
of the vessels are awaiting instruc- 
tions.

Boston, Noy. 23.—For some time 
past, officials of the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford Railroad company 
state, yaluable goods have been stolen 
from the company’s docks, and in con- 
nection with the alleged thefts four 
arrests were made here. A. B. Crocker, 
freight clerk at pier 2; J. A. Fitzpat- 
rick, a steamship clerk, and W. F. 
Parker, a teamster, are charged with 
the larceny of bales of cotton, and M. 
J. Finn, a junk dealer, is said to have 

received the alleged stolen property.

Fort Fairfield, Me., Nov. 23.—Prob- 
able cause was found at the hearing 
on the murder charge against Mrs.

Through Cars 
For Wollaston 
As Well. As 
Hancock. Street 


That Quincy will enjoy through car 
service between City Square and Dudley 
street within a very few days there is 
no doubt. The exact date has not been 
set.as yet, but it would not be surpris- 
ing if the new line went into effect on 
Dec. 1. : 

One of the Old Colony cars was run 
through to the Dudley street terminal 
one night this week to see if it would 
take the curves all right. From what 
can be learned the trip was very satis- 
factory although the cars would not 
take the loop on the Elevated structure. 

This, however, will not'matter much 
as under the present schedules the Ne- 
ponsét bridge cars do not run onto the 
Elevated structure but the line ends in 
an enclosed space beneath the L which 
passengers reach by a flight of stairs. 
No transfer ig required to take an L 
train. 

It was on aecount of the congested 
condition of the L structure that it was 
found necessary to have the Neponset 
line end in an enclosure beneath. 

Under the new schedule all lines of 
ears. will end at City Square, That 
is the cars from Brockton, West Quincy 
and Weymouth Landing which now run 
through to Neponset, willend at City 
Square where close connection will be 
made with the through cars for Dudley 
street, 

As has been before stated there will 
be a through car leave City Square every 
fifteen minutes, viz: 2, 17, 32, and 47 
minutes past each hour. The cars 
which leave Quincy at 2 and 32 minutes 


past the hour wilbrua via Wollaston, | 


and the cars leaving at !f-and 47 minutes 
past the hour will run via Haneock 
street. 

Returning, the cars are due to leave 
Neponset for Quincy at 10, 25, 40 and 
55 miuutes past the hour, cars alternat- 
ing between Wollaston and. Hancock 
street, 

The car now leaving City Square at 
30 minutes past the hour for Neponset 
yia Norfolk Downs and leaving Nepon- 
set on <the even hour for Quincy via 
Norfolk Downs will rua as now. 

This means that City Square will be 
a busy place, especially in the summer 
time, but it is more than probable that 
the Nantasket cars will run through to 
Neponset if not to Dudley street,

MINISTRY TOTTERING 


Balfour and Some of His Col- 
leagues Expecied to Resign 
London, Nov. 24.—Tremendous. ac- 

tivity has developed in political circles 

consequent on the circulation of a well 
founded report that Premier Balfour 


has decided to bring his ministry to a 
close and to directly or indirectly ap- 
peal to the country. 

Rumors regarding the resignation of 
the cabinet and the dissolution of par- 
liament have been thick for three 
months past, but when two of the 
leading government organs “sug- 
gested” the immediate- resignation of 
the premier on account of the unmend- 
able breach in the Unionist party over 
the fiscal question, the “suggestion” 
was looked upon as having been in- 
spired by Balfour himself. 

This was strengthened by the knowl- 
edge that prior to the publication of the 
editorials Balfour met certain influen- 
tial persons at his official residence in 
Downing street. These two facts led 
to the belief that the premier had inti- 
mated at the conference his intention to 
resign, and, as he had just returned 
from a visit to King Edward at Wind- 
sor castle, it was believed that the 
king had been informed of Balfour's 
intentions., Beyond this, however, 
there is no official confirmation of the 
report.

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HUSBAND MISSING 


Woman’s Body Found Doubled 
Up In a Trunk 


WAS COVERED WITH LIME 


Woman Was Wealthy and Well 
Past Middle Life and Is Said 
to Have Been Extremely Jeal- 
ous of Young Husband 


Albany, Nov. 24.—What appears to 
be a murder committed nearly two 
weeks ago was discovered here when 
the badly decomposed body of Mrs. 
John Hammond was found wedged in 
a trunk in a room of the house on 
South Ferry street where she lived with 
her husband. The trunk stood in the 
fireplace. The body within was heavily 
sprinkled with chloride of lime, and the 
disinfectant was strewn thickly all 
about the three rooms comprising the 
flat. The cover of the trunk was 
propped open with the evident idea of 
having the odors of decomposition es- 
cape up the chimney. 

John Hammond, the woman’s hus- 
band; has not been seen for nearly two 
weeks. He is 25 yearsold,anda cab- 
inetmaker. The dead woman was 57. 

Whether the woman died a natural 
death or was strangled or was _ poi- 
soned remains for an autopsy to dis- 
close. There are no evident marks of 
violence on the body, which was fully 
clothed excepting shoes, and was 
doubled up in a aitting posture, with 
the face down upon the knees. The 
body was bound in this position witha 
clothesline. 

Disagreeable odors drew the atten- 
tion of the first floor family to the 
Hammond rooms, whence not a sound 
had been heard for at least 10 days, and 
last evening the police broke in and 
discovered the body. 

A picture of Hammond was found 
by the police and his description has 
been sent broadcast. He is described 
as five feet 10 inches high, weighing 
165 pounds, with coarse features, very 
thick lips, unusually heavy black hair, 
rather straight and parted in the mid- 
dle. When last seen he wore a black 
moustache. 

Within the rooms there was no evi- 
dence of a struggle, but many indica- 
tions that the ordinary life of the 
couple came to an abrupt end. None 
of the jewelry which the woman was 
reputed to own in considerable quan- 
tity was found, but all of her clothing 
and the furniture and bric-a-brac were 
in thelr accustomed places. 

The woman was well known in Al- 
bany for many years, under the name 
of Mrs. Wilber Cramp, as the owner 
of a hair dressing establishment. She 
was married two years ago to Ham- 
mond. She was believed by the neigh- 
bors to be wealthy and owned the 
house in the South End where her body 
was found. She is said to have been 
extremely jealous of Hammond, and 
objected even to his going out daily to 
work, preferring to support him in com- 
parative idleness. 


Where Retaliation Hurts 
St. Johns, Noy. 24.—As indicating the

Washington, Nov. 24.—It is stated at 
the war department that, while con- 
gress will be asked to appropriate a 
total of $16,000,000 to meet the needs 
of the Panama canal work to June 30 
next, it is not expected that congress 
will appropriate it in a lump sum, as 
congress would probably investigate 
and learn how the money thus far ex- 
pended has been used before appro- 
priating the full $16,000,000.

24.—G. G. Hastings, 
counsel for Mrs. Frank Tousey, only 
daughter of Mrs. Margaret Todd, 
whose mutilated body was found on 
railroad tracks near Philadelphia, has 
increased the reward previously offered 
for information as to how the woman 
met her death to $5000.

“JUST TIRED OF LIFE” 


Young} Maine} Couple Loved, 
Lived and Died Together 
Claremont, N. H., Noy. 24.—“Any- 
thing that may be found in our pockets, 
money, ete., please forward to Mrs, 
Mary J. Leavitt of Lisbon Falls, Me. 


Myself and wife have loved, lived to- 
gether and now decide to die together— 
not insane, but just tired of life. Good- 
bye to all.” 

Such was the note found beside the 
dead bodies of a man and beautiful 
young woman entwined In each other's 
arms, both well dressed and showing 
little of hardships, which were found 
in the woods, the woman with three 
bullet wounds in her head, the man 
with another in his brain. He clutched 
a revolver, but one shell remained 
loaded, four had been fired. 

Though no one has positively identi- 
fied them as yet, it is now believed that 
the couple are Mr. and Mrs. Harry 
Leavitt and they formerly lived in 
Oakland, Me., where he was employed 
in the Oakland woolen milis, and 
where he met his young bride, Miss 
Alice Ward. 

From the appearance of the bodies 
when found it was apparent that they 
had been dead for several days. Be- 
neath a big pine tree the man had 
spread out his overcoat. Then en- 
twined in each other's arms they re- 
clined on it. 

Apparently the man had then taken 
the revolver, put it to the side of his 
wife’s head and fired the three shots 
that must have caused instant death. 
Then he turned the gun on himself, and 
together they died. 


Panic at Moving Picture Show 

New Milford, Conn., Nov. 24.—The 
big cellujoid film of a moving picture 
machine, which was being shown in 
the town hall here last night, caught 
fire when the hall. was in total dark- 
ness and the sudden burst of flame and 
smoke set the 400 persons in the audi- 
ence in a panic.

MUST MAKE GOOD 
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Powers Cannot Afford to Back 
Down In Turkey 


_ 


NAVAL DEMONSTRATION 


First Act Will Be to Seize Har- 
bors and Custom Houses-- 
Sultan Threatens a Holy War 
In Retaliation 


London, Nov. 24.—The persistent re- 
fusal of the Turkish government to ac- 
cept European contro] of the revenues 
of the vilayets of Macedonia, notwith- 
standing the ultimatum presented by 


the allied powers, is about to lead to the 
putting into operation of the threat of 
& naval demonstration with the view of 
compelling the acquiescence of Turkey 
in the European control of the adminis- 
tration of and the proposed reforms in 
Macedonia. 

The obduracy of the sultan appar- 
ently is based on the belief that he has 
the passive support of the Emperor of 
Germany and upon the jealousies sup- 
posed to exist among the powers inter- 
ested. In diplomatic quarters it had 
been supposed to the last that the sul- 
tan would yield, and even now it is ex- 
pected that he will do so before the 
internationai. fleet takes active meas- 
ures. 

It is understood that the sultan ap- 
pealed vainly to Emperor William, Em- 
peror Nicholas and Emperor Francis 
Joseph against the projected demon- 
stration. The combined fleet of the 
powers now assembling at Piraeus con- 
sists of six large and four small ves- 
sels, commanded by Admiral Von 
Jedina of the Austrian navy. Great 
Britain is represented by the armored 
cruiser Lancaster and the scout ship 
Sentinel, Austria by the armored cruis- 
er St. Georg and the torpedo cruiser 
Szigetvar, Italy by the armored cruis- 
er Guiseppe Garibaldi and the torpedo 
boat destroyer Ostro, and France by 
a cruiser and a gunboat. 

Germany’s abstention from _partici- 
pation in the proposed demonstration 
makes the situation increasingly in- 
teresting. 

The powers are said to have agreed 
as the first part of their procedure on 
the seizure of the harbors and custom 
houses of the island of Mytilene, the 
island of Lemnos, in the northern part 
of the Aegean sea, and the island of 
Tenedos, on the west coast of Asia 
Minor. 

The fact that the session of the coun- 
cil of ministers at which the proposals 
of the powers were rejected was a 
stormy one and that all the ministers 
except the minister of war favored 
yielding to the ultimatum leads to the 
belief that the sultan may eventually 
yield at the first show of determination 
on the part of the powers, after satisfy- 
ing his people that he is yielding to su- 
perior force. This is said to be the view 
of Count Goluchowski, the Austro- 
Hungarian minister of foreign affairs. 

In the porte’s note rejecting the pro- 
posals of the powers for the interna- 
tional control of the finances of Mace- 
donia is a warning that the action ofthe 
powers in resorting to a naval demon- 
stration may precipitate an internal 
uprising by Mussulmans against the 
Christian population of Turkey. This 
may be regarded as a threat, as it is 
known that no demonstration of Mus- 
sulmans against Christians can occur 
unless it has the silent acquiescence of 
the Turkish authorities, 

The tone of this reply, like that of 
the last three Turkish notes, seems de- 
signed rather to provoke a_ conflict 
than to pave the way for a compro- 
mise. The powers cannot recede from 
the position they have taken up with- 
out abandoning their prestige and in- 
fluence in the Near East. Failure to 
enforce the scheme of financial control 
upon Turkey would mean the bank- 
ruptcy of the Austro-Russian policy of 
staving off a settlement of the Mace- 
donian question by reforming the 
Turkish administration in the three 
vilayets, and would thus tend to pre- 
cipitate what seems to be an inevitable 
conflict between Bulgaria and Turkey. 

The sultan yesterday issued an irade 
approving the decision of the council. 
Vice Admiral Husni Pacha has started 
on a special steamer for the Darda- 
nelles, presumably with instructions 
for the commander of the forts regard- 
ing the latter’s conduct in the event of 
the appearance of the international 
fleet. Similar instructions have been 
sent to the governors of the Turkish 
islands in the archipelago. 


Ready to Set Sail 

Athens, Nov. 24.—It- is understood 
that the international fleet will sail to- 
day. The foreign ministers yesterday 
paid visits to the commanders of the 
warships of their respective countries. 
The commanders later held a confer- 
ence on board the Austrian flagship. 

Vienna, Nov. 24.—Baron Von Calice, 
the Austro-Hungarian ambassador at 
Constantinople, has telegraphed Ad- 
miral Von Jedina for a portion of the 
international fieet to sall immediately, 
proceeding either to Mytilene (an isl- 
and of the Grecian archipelago be- 
longing to Turkey in Asia), or for 
Besika bay (near the entrance of the 


Dardanelles). 


Buigaria’s Threat 

London, Nov. 24.—The correspondent

_ KILLED BY BLOWS 


Doctors Testify as to the Cause 
of Midshipman’s Death 

Annapolis, Md., Nov. 24.—The prose- 
eution used its heavy artillery in the 
line of medical testimony during 
Thursday’s session of the court mar- 
tial which is trying Midshipman Meri- 
wether for manslaughter in connection 
with the death of Midshipman Branch. 

The operation upon Branch, consist- 
ing of lifting and folding over a portion 
of the skull in order to remove such 
blood-clots as might be formed, was 
performed by Drs. Finney and Thomas. 
Dr. Byrnes was called in consultation 
with Dr. Stone shortly after Branch 
had been brought to the hospital. 

Much evidence of a deeply interest- 
ing, though technical character, was 
given by the medical men. The injury 
was of the nature medically known as 
“contre coup,” the blows to the skull on 
one side of the head having the effect 
of forcing the brain against the walls 
of the skull on the other side and caus- 
ing the compression in that way. 

All the medical officers gave it as 
their very positive professional opinion 
that the blows and nothing else had 
contributed to Branch’s death. The 
medical witnesses also belittled any 
possible effect of the treatment Branch 
received after the fight and gave it as 
their opinion that no treatment could 
have saved his life. The absence of an 
autopsy was explained by Surgeon 
Byrnes, who stated that Branch’s 
father refused his permission. 


Workmen Hurt tn Explosion 

New York, Noy. 24.—Seventeen men 
at work in the tunnel which the Long 
Island railroad is excavating were in- 
jured this morning by the explosion of 
a stick of dynamite at the bottom of a 
70-foot shaft. Six of the workmen 
were removed to a hospital, while 11 
others, suffering from cuts and bruises, 
had their injuries attended to by sur- 
geons. One of the employes operating 
a drill in the tunnel accidentally struck 
a stick of dynamite. Immediately 
there was an explosion which shook 
many buildings in the vicinity. 


To Support Czar’s Government 

Moscow, Nov. 24—One immense 
stride towards a peaceful establish- 
ment of the civil liberty of Russians 
pledged by the czar’s recent manifesto 
was taken when the zemstvo con- 
gress adopted measures practically 
pledging its support to the government. 
By a scanty majority of 20, the con- 
gress accepted the first sections of the 
resolution drafted by the executive 
committee declaring the solidarity of 
the congress with the principles of the 
imperial manifesto of Oct. 30. 


To Oust Oil Companies 

New York, Noy. 24.—Subpoenas have 
been issued for John D. Rockefeller, 
Henry H. Rogers, Henry M. Flagler 
and other financiers to appear as wit- 
nesses in the two suits pending in Mis- 
souri to oust the Standard Oil, Repub- 
lic and Waters-Pierce Oil companies 
from doing business in that state. The 
subpoenas direct the witnesses to ap- 
pear on Dec. 4 before F. H. Sanborn of 
this city, who was appointed by Gov- 
ernor Folk te act as commissioner for 
the state of Missouri. 


A Norwegian Celebration 

Christiana, Nov. 24—One of the 
most brilliant political demonstrations 
ever witnessed in Norway took place 
last night, when the citizens of Chris- 
tiana gave a banquet to the members 
of the government and the leaders of 
the storthing. Premier Michelsen 
made a speech on the subject of Norwe- 
gian independence. The banquet was 
followed by an imposing torchlight pro- 
cession. 


Asked to Pay $1,500,000 Damages 

Washington, Nov. 24.—Ambassador 
Durand called on Secretary Root re- 
garding the question which has come 
up through a claim of the Manila and 
Dagupan railroad for $1,500,000 dam- 
ages. This railroad is in the hands of 
English capitalists, who claim that the 
use of the railroad by the United 
States for military purposes made them 
suffer damages to the extent of §$1,- 
500,000. 


Charges Are Turned Down 

Chicago, Nov. 24.—President John- 
son came out of the annual meeting of 
the American Baseball league vindi- 
cated of the charges made against him 
of trying to wreck the organization by 
bringing about an amalgamation with 
the National league. Ina resolution 
voted for by every club in the league, 
Johnson’s management of the affairs of 
the league was endorsed. 


Dougherty Will Plead Gulity 

Peoria, Ills., Nov. 24-—Newton C. 
Dougherty, former superintendent of 
schools and now in jail on the charge 
of embezziing several hundred thou- 
sand dollars of the city’s money, has 
told his attorneys that he will plead 
guilty to the charge of embezzlement.

Boston, Nov. 24.—Convicted on a 
charge of stripping a church of all 
available metal, including the plumb- 
ing and baptismal tank, and of selling 
the material as junk, Henry A. Kelley 
was sentenced by Judge Stevens to the 
house of correction for 20 months.

Manning Served Only In the 


“Interest of the Business” _ 


ONCE ACTED AS EXPERT 


Found That Reports of Previous 
Investigation Were Untrue-- 
Published a Volume Which 
Sold at Fifty Dollars a Copy 


New York, Noy. 24.—Late yesterday 
afternoon Mr. Hughes, counsel of the 
legislative insurance investigating com- 
mittee, called to the witness chair Wil- 
liam 8. Manning of Albany, referred to 
in letters addressed by John A. Nich- 
ols to Senator Depew and read at @ 


previous session as the “rantankerous 
friend up the river.” 

Mr. Manning was questioned closely 
by Hughes as to his connection with 
life insurance. He detailed his work 
for various companies for mauy years, 
and worked gradually up to the time 
when he took up insurance work in 
Albany, and, as he testified, was paid 
$450 a year by John A. Nichols “to pro- 
tect life insurance interests, always in 
the interests of the business, but not 
in the interests of the officers.” 

After several years, he said, this 
amount was reduced to $300. He did 
not know, he said, where Nichols was 
getting the money, and had never in- 
quired. He denied he had ever re- 


ceived money from the Equitable Life 
Assurance society. When his fee was 
reduced, however, he said, he under- 
stood that the Equitable, with the Mu- 
tual Life and the New York Life, had 


each paid $150, and that the reduction 
was due to the fact that the New York 
Life dropped out of the agreement. 

An interesting part of his testimony 
wags reached when Hughes inquired 
concerning the state insurance investl- 
gation of 1877. Manning said he acted 
as an expert there and found that the 
reports of the proceedings were “‘gar- 
bled and untrue.” He testified that he 
secured a corrected report of the pro- 
ceedings from the official stenographer 
and had a volume printed, the alleged 
garbled parts being printed in italics. 
This report was sold to some insurance 
companies for $50 a copy. The volume 
was copyrighted, but Manning de- 
clined to admit that this copyright was 
secured to prevent the publication of 
testimony contained in the work. He 
denied also that he had ever made ar- 
rangements with insurance companies 
to stop the publication of his book. “I 
just gave it up,” he said, when Hughes 
inquired. 


Grave Removed From Campus 

Princeton, N. J., Nov. 24.—The grave 
of Katherine Bullock has been opened 
and the casket and its contents re- 
moved, thereby destroying one of the 
oldest landmarks on Princeton camp- 
us. The small tombstone was _lo- 
eated behind the home of President 
Wilson and bore the 2ate of June 27, 
1794. Recently a Philadelphia fam- 
ily discovered that its members were re- 
lated to Katherine Bullock and asked 
the right to fake charge of the dust. 


Will Check; Border Marriages 
Toronto, Nov. 24.—Marriages of 
American couples at border points 
which have been productive of consid- 
erable revenue to issuers of marriage 
licenses will be practically stopped by 
a decision handed down by the attorney 
general, which states that the law pro- 
vides that one of the contracting par-

_—th Haidarabad native infantry. Tb 
colonel was a large, florid man who 
well illustrated the English proclivity 
for not being able to learn from others. 
His father had been a small tradesman 
in London who in some way had put a 
member of the cabinet under obligation 
to him and the obligation was repahl 
by a commission for the son. Nearly 
all the young man’s brother officers 
were gentlemen born, and many of 
them younger sons of nobles. Colin- 
wood was snubbed for twenty years, 
and as soon as he was promoted to the 
command of a regiment commenced 4& 
systematic snubbing of every officer 
beneath him in rank excepting those 
connected with the nobility. 

The colonel was especially hard on 
his servants. He seemed to consider 
any servant as a necessary evil and a 
native Indian servant as a worm of the 
dust. Among those who attended him 
were an Irishman named Malony and 
a native named Haroutune.

He was married to a soft eyed 
young Indian, and they had three chil- 
dren, on whom they both doted. They 
were very frugal, their one supreme 
object being to accumulate something 
for their little ones. 

One day Colonel Colinwood missed a 
valuable diamond that he had bought, 
expecting to make a display with it 
whén he returned to England. The on- 
ly two persons who had access to the 
room where it was kept were Malony 
and Haroutune. The colonel, who had 
perfect confidence in Malony, had Ha- 
reutune arrested, and the courts in the 
neighborhood were so afraid of the au- 
tocratic soldier that he had little trou- 
ble in having the Indian conyicted. 
Haroutune was sent to prison to serve 
a term of fifteen years, 

Not long after the loss of the dia- 
mond Malony left the colonel’s service 
to return to the British isles. Eight 
years later Colinwood, having been in- 
yalided home, found his former servant 
living “in clover.” Setting detectives 
on his track, the colonel unearthed the 
fact that he had disposed of a yaluable 
diamond, and his prosperity dated 
from the sale. Colinwood, finding it to 
his interest to accept the remainder of 
the thief’s fund on condition that he 
would not prosecute, made the compro 
mise. . 

A few years after this the colone} re 
turned to India with a wife and twe 
little children. He debated the matter 
as to what he should do in making 
amends to Haroutune and decided that 
to say anything about the mistake 
would place him in an unpleasant pos!- 
tion. Haroutune now had but a few 
years to serve. Besides, he was noth 
ing but a low caste native, and a pris 
on was as good a place for him as any- 
where else. So the colonel concluded 
to do nothing in the way of justice. 

Meanwhile Haroutune was languish 
ing in prison. He was so gentle in his 
manner that one of the prison officials 
took him into his service. This gave 
the poor fellow a great deal of liberty 
Not long before his term expired a 
snake charmer gave an exhibition at 
the prison, and Haroutune saw him 
perform. Among other things, the 
snake charmer would place a bird in 
the same apartment with a snake. On 
its master’s order the snake would 
steal up to the bird and strangle it. 


One day when Colonel Collinwood g@ 


was at dinner with some friends he 
remarked that the time for the expira- 
tion of the man who had stolen his 
diamond must have arrived. Some of 
the party said that the natives were 
prone to take revenge for punishment 
and it behooved the colonel to be on 
his guard. Colinwood declared that if 
he were inclined to fear any Indian he 
certainly would not fear Haroutune, 
who was more woman than man. Had 
the colonel realized that the prisoner, 
who had served fifteen years for an 
offense of which he knew himself to 
be innocent; that he had come out of 
prison to find his wife and children, 
having been deprived of his support, 
had succumbed and were all dead— 
had the colonel known this he might 
have feared that even a worm will 
turn. Mrs, Colinwood did not share 
her husband’s want of faith in Indian 
revenge and shuddered. 

The very next day Elsie Colinwood 
was found dead in the garden. The 
children were permitted to play there, 
since the place was surrounded by a 
high wall. The little brother who made 
the discovery said that he had seen a 
snake pass from a tree on to the gar- 
den wall. There was no mark on the 
body, though the throat gave evidence 
of strangulation. 

A month later the boy was found 
dead in his bed with no more marks on 
him than had been found on his sister.

Among the Boys 


Now that the football season is al- 
most over, the Boys’ department of the 


Quincy Y. M. C. A. is in a very 
flourishing condition, as the Boys’ 
cabinet meeting last Friday night 


proved. 

‘*That which is good enough for the 
United States is good enough for the 
Quincy boys’ department’’ is the 
policy. Hence, the department has a 
**Boys’ Cabinet,’’ formed after the plan 
of President Roosevelt’s cabinet. It 
consists of twelve boys, who advise 
with Mr. Noon, the boys’ work direc- 
tor, regarding every important detail of 
the work. Each of these boys is chair- 
man of a committee which has charge 
of one branch of the work. 

Friday evening the cabinet met at 
supper at 6.30, after which brief 
reports from all committees were given. 
The reports told of a total membership 
of 113, (three times as many as there 
were three months ago) ; three outings 
with a total attendance of 96, the 
last being a trip to Boston, when 45 
boys went. ‘Tbere are two Bible clubs 
with an enrollment of 35 and a weekly 
attendance of 28. There are ten boys’ 
gymnasium classes weekly, with an 
average attendance of about 24. 

By a ‘‘systematic giving’’ arrange- 
ment toward Y. M. ©. A. work in oth- 
er places, about 50 cents. a week is be- 
ing given. 

There have been several socials and 
entertaingments with a total attendance 
of 450. 

A new boys’ pool table just installed 
has been used mucb, 400 games having 
been played in five days. 

Twenty boys are in the Glee club and 
a boys’ orchestra is being formed, 

A book club is to be formed soon. 

Several boys have signed the pledge 
to keep from smoking, none being al- 
lowed to sign unless they meant busi- 
ness. 

By the above figures it will be*seen 
that real work for the uplifting of Quin- 
cy boys is being done. Much good in- 
fluence is being spread abroad of which 
figures cannot tell. Every Quincy boy, 
regardless of creed or church, is invited 
to join. Allare equal while at the Y. 
M. C. A. The best Christmas present 
possible for a boy is a year’s member- 
ship in this organization which is doing 
so much for the boys of our city.

SIXTEEN DEAD IN 
AWEUL CRASH 


An Express Rams Into Local 


Passenger Train 


CARS ARE TELESCOPED 


The Mass of Wreckage Instantly 
Takes Fire and Those Who 
Were Not Instantly Killed 
Were Burned or Suffocated to 
Death--Claim That the Danger 
Signal Was Set by Brakeman 
of Local, but Was Unobserved 
by Engineer of Douple-En- 
gined Montreal Train--Scores 
of Persons Seriously lnjured 


Lincoln, Mass., Noy. 27.—Sixteen 


persons were killed, 25 were more or less 
seriously injured and probably a score 
of others cut and bruised in a railroad 
wreck which occurred at 8:15 o'clock 
last night at Bakers Bridge station, a 
mile and a half west of Lincoln, on the 
main line of the Fitchburg division of 
the Boston and Maine railroad. 

The regular Sunday night express 
which left Boston at 7:45 o’clock for 


Montreal crashed into the rear of an 
accammodation train bound for points 
on the Marlboro branch line, which 
started from Boston at 7:15. 

Of the dead, 14 were passengers in 
the two rear cars of the Marlboro train. 
The other two were Engineer Barnard 
of the Montreal express and his fire- 
man. None of the passengers on the 
express train was injured. Of those 
who lost their lives a number were ap- 
parently killed instantly in the col- 
lision, while others were either burned 
to death by the fire which ensued, or 
from suffocation. 

Many passengers were caught and 
incinerated before they had a chance

persons were hastily carried or other- 
wise assisted out of the ruins and out 
of danger from fire. A special train 
was sent from Boston by the Boston 
and Maine management at 9:35 o'clock | 
and reached here inside of half an hour. 
The train brought a number of doctors 
and appliances for aiding the injured. 
Dozens of doctors from Waltham and 
other places in this section were sent 
to the scene in carriages and by train. 
The railroad station and a number of 
dwelling houses were turned into tem- 
porary hospitals and many yolunteer 
nurses assisted materially in relieving 
the suffering of the injured men and 
women. 

Just after 11 o'clock a special train, 
carrying those who were the most seri- 
ously injured and who could be moved 
in safety, left for Boston, where all the 
available ambulances conveyed the 
maimed to the hospitals. 

According to the statement of per- 
sons who were at the Bakers Bridge 
the Marlboro 
train was sent to place a fusee, or red 
fire torch, some distance in the rear. 
The night was unusually dark, partly 
owing to a dense mist. According to 
those at the station, the torch had not 
been set more than a minute before the 
roar of a heavy train around a curvea 
short distance east of the depot was 
heard. Those on the station platform 
were helpless, for within a few seconds 
the headlight of an onrushing locomo- 
tive penetrated the mist and before a 
hand could be lifted to warn the pas- 
sengers in the stationary train the two 
giant locomotives crashed into the 
standing coaches, 

The crash was so terrific that it was 
heard by persons living a mile distant, 
and where a trainload of people had 
stood a moment before became an in- 
describable scene of death and ruin. 
Following the crash, the shrieks of the 
injured and the shouts of those who 
hastened to the rescue at times even 
were heard above the hiss of escaping 
steam which scalded some of the pas- 
Sengers, even before flames communi- 
cated from the ruins of the engine to 
the remains of the wrecked cars. 

The leading locomotive telescoped 
the rear car of the Marlboro train, and 
the second engine forced the demolished 
mass against the third car of the local | 
and completely wrecked it. In these | 
two cars all but two of the fatalities oc- } 
curred and practically all of the “ety 
juries.

tunate passengers who had been pinned 
down by broken seats and fragments of 
the woodwork perished. Some of the 
passengers had evidently been killed 
instantly. The second car of the local 
train remained standing on the irons 
and was not greatly damaged. The 
engine of this train escaped the wreck. 

Passengers from both trains, the 
trainbands and a number of villagers, 
rushed to the wrecked cars and as- 
sisted many persons to escape, but the 
flames made it difficult to reach some 
who were alive, but evidently had been 
unable to extricate themselves from 
the mass. For the time it was neces- 
sary to lay injured persons side by 
side with several bodies of the dead, 
until every effort possible had been 
made to rescue other victims. The 
flames added to the work of destruc- 
tion which resulted from the collision, 
and little was left of the leading ex- 
press locomotive and the two rear cars 
of the local. 

After some delay messages were sent 
to Boston, Waltham and Concord for 
doctors, nurses, surgical appliances and 
wrecking trains. One by one the bodies 
were marked, but it was late before 
complete identifications could be made. 
Several of the bodies were badly dis- 
figured. Thirteen of the dead were sent 
to Boston on the train which carried 
the most seriously injured to Boston. 
Fourteen of the injured went on the 
train, and of that number it was feared 
that three would die within a_ short 
time. The majority of those injured 
were women. 

The officials of the Boston and Maine 
railroad will make an exhaustive in- 
quiry into the cause of the collision. 
Whether the proper signals were set at 
a safe distance, or whether they could 
be seen in time by the engineer of the 
Montreal train cannot be told at this 
time. It is probable that the district 
court will also hold an investigation of 
its own, and it is expected that an in- 
quest will be held by the court on one 
of the victims, as is customary in seri- 
ous accidents. 


WRECK IN MAINE 


Two Fireman and a Brakeman 
Killed In Collision 

South Waterboro, Me., Novy. 27.— 
Three Boston and Maine railroad em- 
ployes were killed and two others in- 
jured in a crash between two freight 
trains here. The dead are L. A. Hutch- 
inson, fireman; Richard H. Proctor, 
fireman, and Alfred A. Jeannette, brake- 
man. 

The trains in collision were a regular 
freight from Nashua, N. H., and a spe- 
cial “freight from Portland, drawn by 
two locomotives. 

The special, it is understood, had or- 
ders to pass the regular train at this 
station and, supposing that the reg- 
ular train was waiting upon the siding 
for the special to pass, the engineers 
of the latter considered that they had 
‘a clear track. Only the engine and 
seven cars of the regular train had 
passed from the main track, however, 
when the double-header made its ap- 
pearance and before it could be brought 
to a standstill the two engines struck 
the regular freight about in the centre, 
piling up the locomotives and three cars 
of the special and six cars of the reg- 
ular train in a great mass of wreckage. 
Both engineers of the special jumped 
when they saw that a collision could 
not be averted, and escaped with slight 
injuries. The two firemen, Hutchin- 
son and Proctor, and Brakeman Jean- 
nette, who was riding in the cab of one 
of the engines, were unable to escape, 
and were crushed beyond recognition 
in the wreckage. The engineer and 
fireman of the regular train were un- 
hurt. 


Flower Practice Became a Nuisance 
Washington, Nov. 27.—There will be 
no flowers in either house on the open- 
ing day of congress. A standing resolu- 
tion of the senate was adopted during 
the last session of congress barring 
flowers from the senate chamber. 
Speaker Cannon has already given no- 
tice that he will not allow the flowers 
to be brought in as heretofore. The 
flower practice reached a stage where 
half the desks were buried in flowers 
and the persons they were meant to 
compliment were completely hidden. 


Another Crook Goes Under 

New York, Noy. 27.—Surprised in the 
act of breaking into a store in Harlem, 
five Italians exchanged a fusillade of 
shots with a policeman in the course 
of which John Galla, one of their num- 
ber, was shot in the eye and killed. 
One of the others was captured and the 
rest made their escape. The police say 
Galla was a member of the gang headed 
by the Italian known as Paul Kelly, in 
whose saloon a man was found mur- 
dered a few days ago and who has dis- 
appeared.

A GIFT OF $14,000 


High-Water Contribution to the 


“Corscience Fuad”’ 


IT HAS REACHED $333,000 


O.her Large Presents of Cash 
Are Made to the Government 
Especially In Times of War - 
Queer Ideas of Some People 


Washington, Nov. 2%—The news- 
papers are in error in dpscribing the 
$12,000, which was recently received 
at the treasury on account of con 
science, as the largest contribution of 
this kind ever made. The high-water 
mark was the receipt of $14,000, whicl 
was transmitted by an English clergy- 
man, who toli of a sinner that had 
come under his influence, and repent 
ing of certain old-time frauds on the 
customs laws of the United States, de- 
sired to make restitution. If this 
clergyman could have the ear of all in- 
coming tourists on the ocean steamers, 
and were equally effective in his min- 
istrations, there would be no imme- 
diate need of a tax on coffee. 

During the 94 years in which these 
contributions have been separately 
tabulated, they amount to about a third 
of a million dollars. They are en- 
tered among the miscellaneous receipts 
and are applied to current expenses, 
like any other moneys of the treasury. 
The newspapers unwittingly misrepre- 
sent the conscience fund, by the great- 
er emphasis which they give to the 
messages of eccentric people, until the 
impression has become general that 
only cranks are in this way con- 
scientiovsly moved. 

Such is not the case. An examina- 
tion of the letters on file at the treas- 
ury would convince anybody that most 
of the contributors are sincerely re- 
pentent of some fraud on the govern- 
ment, and take the only practical way 
of showing the genuineness of their re- 
gret. Rarely does any money 
without an explanatory letter, and it is 
unusual to have any name signed. 

Uncle Sam makes formal acknow!- 
edgment of all receipts from the source 
in the Washington newspapers. In 
fact, any money thus received is imme- 
diately posted on a bulletin in the secre- 
tary’s oflice, so that all comers, re- 
porters and others, may take note of it. 

Some of the returns seem trifling. 
One poor fellow makes restitution for 
two loads of wood, which he had stolen 
from a government reservation, saying: 
“Let him that stole steal no more.” The 
religious element is seldom absent from 
these letters. Most of the writers pro- 
fess a changed attitude of wind, 
brought about by a religious experience. 

Slightly removed in spirit from the 
conscience fund, but belonging to the 
“peculiar” receipts of the government 
are the gifts which it receives from its 
citizens. Occasionally a man bequeaths 
his property, in whole or in part, to the 
United States government. This was 
true of General Nathaniel Lyon, who 
was killed at the battle of Wilson’s 
Creek, while fighting valorously to save 
Missouri for the Union. 

It is in times of war that persons 
are most inclined to gifts. Helen 
Gould’s contribution of $100,000 in the 
recent Spanish war is well remem- 
bered. An Englishman at the samc 
time enclosed a postal order for £1, “as 
a contribution toward carrying on your 
war with Spain.” Doubtless many sim- 
ilar contributions from this country 
went to Japan during her recent 
struggle, and perhaps a few to Russia. 
Another Englishman, a clergyman, sent 
the United States half a guinea, which 
he hoped might “furnish a cup of cold 
water to some members of the army 
or navy.” Two little girls in St. Paul 
sent $1.40 out of their small earnings. 
Most Americans were content to pay 
their taxes, and let it go at that. 

One of the most curious gifts which 
the treasury regularly receives, four 
times a year, is a $72 check. The giver 
draws a pension of that amount. He 
does not want to relinquish it, for fear 
that some time he might want It. but so 
long as he retains a lucrative position, 
which he is able to fill, he thinks he 
ought not to have the pension. He {s 
doubtless right. He is moreover sane 
in his right mind. 

There was a story told during the 
last administration of the pension 
office of a man who wrote very pen- 
itently, asking for the withdrawal of 
his name from the pension roll in ac- 
knowledgment that it had never de- 
served to get there, and otherwise 
apologizing for the dishonesty that had 
pervaded his application. Gommis- 
sioner Ware was greatly pleased with 
the spirit of the letter and in order 
to write its author a letter of congratula- 
tion sent his messenger downstairs to 
get the address. It was found to be in 
an insane asylum. 

Some people get possession of queer 
ideas. A New Yorker wrote to the gov- 
ernment not long ago that he had heard 
of the embarrassment to which prest- 
dents were often put by not having sof- 
ficieut funds for secret investigations, 
which they could expend “without any 
accounting for it.’ He wanted the 
president to feel free to have a little 
allowance of this kind, and so sent 
$1000. Uncle Sam takes all these gifts 
and only regrets that they do not 
amount to more.

IN OPEN REBELLION 


— 


Successful Mutiny of Sailors 


at Sebastopol 


ARE JOINED BY TROOPS 


—_—_— — 


Big Procession Saluted With 
Full Military,;Honors by Regi- 
ment Which Refused to Join 
Mutineers--Reports of Sedition 
Among Soldiers In Manchuria | 


Sebastopol, Nov. 27.—The long ex- | 
pected mutiny of sailors, who have 
been on the verge of revolt for months, 
has come, and Russia’s stronghold on 
the Black sea is in danger of falling 
completely into their hands. 

The situation is critical. All the 
shore equipages, numbering 4000 men, 
are in open rebellion, having driven 
away or taken their officers prisoners. 
The Brest regiment of infantry has 
gone over in a body to the mutineers. 
General Neplueff, the commander of 
the fortress, is captive. 

The Bielostok regiment, the only 
other regiment in the city, received 
the mutineers with cheers, but thus far 
it remains loyal. Some of the artil- | 
lerists have also joined the men in re- | 
volt. Besides the Bielostok regiment | 
there are two battalions of artillery and | 
a battalion of the fortress artillery here. 

The Euxine fleet is standing in the! 


offing and is still obeying the orders | 
of Vice Admiral Chouknin, but the 
crews are disaffected and there is grave 
doubt whether they can be restrained 
from joining the mutineers and greater 
doubt that they will fire upon them. 

Eight sailors at the barracks seized, 
disarmed and expelled their officers. | 
They then assembled a great meeting, 
Rear Admiral Pisarevski, commander | 
of the practice squadron, supported | 
by a company from the Brest regiment, | 
went to the meeting and when it re-} 
fused to disperse, ordered the troops to 
fire. Instead of shooting the mu- 
tineers, however, two shots rang out 
and Captain Stein of the company fell 
dead and Pisareyski received a ball in 
his shoulder. 

During the night the sailors, with 
the aid of the Social Democrat leaders, 
having learned a lesson from the less 
prudent mutineers at Cronstadt, elected 
officers and decided upon a program, | 
pledging themselves not only not to 
pillage, kill, or drink vodka, but to take 
measures to prevent rowdyism. They 
were joined by the workmen of the 
port and, in complete order, the sail- 
ors carrying the banner of St. George 
and the workmen red flags, ecient. | 


to the barracks of the Brest regiment. 
The officers of the regiment  threat- 
ened to fire upon the mutineers, but} 
General Neplueff, a colonel and seven} 
other officers surrendered and were 
sent under escort to the marine prison. 
Being reinforced by the rank and 
file of the entire regiment, the mu- 
tineers and workmen formed a_ pro- 
cession composed of 10,000 men and 
marched through the city. At No- 
vissilstoff place the procession en- 
countered several companies of the 
Bielostok regiment with a machine gun 
battery. The mutineers approached, 
their bands playing the national an- 
them, and the soldiers received the pro- 
cession with full military honors, pre- 
senting arms and exchanging cheers. 
But the Bielostok men resisted the ap- 
pears of the mutineers to join them and, 
obeying the orders of Commander 
Schulman, marched off toward the road 
leading to Balaklava. The battery, | 
however, remained with the mutineers | 
and participated in the meeting. 
|

After the meeting the procession 
formed again and went to the barracks 
of the Bielostok regiment, where there 
were other companies, but these com- 
panies also declined the invitation of 
the mutineers to join them. 

In the afternoon the sailors from the 
barracks signalled their comrades 
aboard the warships to join them and! 
also sent a deputation to Vice Ad- 
miral Chouknin, requesting him to 
come to the sailors’ barracks and hear 
their grievances. But the admiral de- 
clined to accede to the request. 

The sailors thus far have comported 
themselves well. The city is panic- 
stricken and the inhabitants are flee- 
ing. Last evening the mutineers 
stopped the trains in order to prevent 
the arrival of troops from Simferpol. 


Cossacks Alone Are Loyal 

St. Petersburg, Nov. 27.—The suc- 
cessful mutiny of the sailors at Se- 
bastopol, accompanied by the first open 
revolt of an entire regiment of troops, 
has created the greatest alarm in gov- 
ernment circles and no attempt is 
made to disguise the seriousness of 
this latest crisis. 

The army is the last prop of the gov- 
ernment. Mutiny is contagious and the 
epidemic of revolt which has attacked 
in turn practically all the units of the 
navy, from Vladivostok to Cronstadt, 
it is now feared, ig destined similarly 
to spread through the army. 

Ugly reports have been repeatedly 
circulated of sedition among the soldiers 
in Manchuria and it was specifically 
reported a week ago that General Line- 
yitch had to put down a mutiny with 
considerable bloodshed and that subse- 
quently he executed 42 officers. No 
confirmation of this report is obtain- 
able, but whether it be true or not the 
morale of the troops on garrison duty in 
Russia has certainly everywhere been 
shaken by the revolutionary propa- 
gauda and the fidelity of individual 
units, even of the guard regiments, is 
questioned. FS es SHES 3 


During the disorders following the 
promulgation of the imperial manifesto 
some of the provincial governors re- 
frained from testing the loyalty of the 
troops, preferring to rely on the Cos- 
sacks, who showed no kind of wavering. 

There is a strong impression here that 
intelligent leaders are at the head of 
the movement. It is evident also that 
the sailors at Cronstadt have had un- 
derground information of what was hap- 
pening at Sebastopol because before 
the news was known in St. Petersburg 
reports of the mutiny were freely cir- 
culated at Cronstadt. 


Revolt at Viadivostok 
Viadivostok, Nov. 27.—A number of 
Russian troops who were taken pris- 
oners at Port Arthur and who were 
recently returned here for enrollment 


}in the local garrison revolted, killing 


two of their officers and wounding five 
others. The reasons for the revolt are 
not known. 


Bomb Thrower at Warsaw 

Warsaw, Noy. 27.—At 10 o'clock last 
night two bombs were thrown through 
the windows of the cafe of the Hotel 
Bristol. The explosions resulted in the 
smashing of furniture and the slight 
injury of a few persons. No one was 
killed, though the cafe was crowded. 


A State of Anarchy 
Moscow, Noy. 27.—The strike here 
is spreading. Crowds of strikers are 
plundering factories, private houses and 
state liquor shops. The military is op- 
erating the telephones. 


Great Riches In Farming 
Washington, Nov. 27.—Wealth pro- 
duction on the farms of the United 
States in 1905 reached the highest 
amount ever attained in this or any 
other country—$6,415,000,000.” This is 


| one of the statements in the annual re- 


port of Secretary of Agriculture Wil- 
son. He estimates that the farms of 
the country have increased in value 
during the past five years to a present 
aggregate of $6,133,000,000. This in- 
creased value, the secretary suggests, 
is invested better than in bank deposits 
or even in gilt-edged bonds of private 
corporations. 


Autopsy on Branch’s Body 

Annapolis, Md., Nov. 27.—The body 
of Midshipman Branch, Jr., who died 
after a fist fight with Midshipman 
Meriwether, was disinterred and an 
autopsy was held by @ board of naval 
medical officers, who will be able to an- 
swer questions that have arisen during 
the Meriwether trial as to the condition 
of Branch’s heart and other organs 
prior to the fight. All those taking part 
in the autopsy were bound to secrecy 
as to their discoveries until their evi- 
dence is given before the court mar- 
tial. 

Hundred Thousand Saw Funeral 

New York, Nov. 27.—Upward of 
100,000 persons lined the route of the 
funeral procession of Nathan M. 


| Shakewitz, the Hebrew novelist and 


dramatist. He is said to have been the 
author of more than 300 dramas and 
novels. Escorted by mounted police- 
men, the hearse was preceded by a 
chorus of 50 chanting dirges and was 
followed by several hundred members 
of various Hebrew societies on foot and 
a long line of carriages. 


Liquor, Fire and Death 

Towanda, Pa., Nov. 27.—Mary Shay- 
lor, aged 30, and Henry Whitmiller, 8 
months old, were burned to death ina 
fire which destroyed the house of Wil- 
liam Ackley. Two men were seriously 
burned and several others sustained se- 
vere injuries. The inmates of the house 
had been drinking freely and the fire 
was started through the accidental up- 
setting of an oil lamp. 


Death Directiy Due to Football 

New York, Nov. 27.—Coroner O’Gor- 
man, who investigated the death of H. 
R. Moore, the Union college student 
who received fatal injuries in a football 
game with New York university on Sat- 
urday, says that the fatality was a di- 
rect result of the play in which he was 
hurt. The young man, he says, wasina 
remarkably good physical condition. 


Four Men Burned to Death 

Washington, Nov. 27.—Four negroes 
were burned to death in a fire which 
destroyed the two-story office building 
of a kindling wood yard here. It is 
supposed the men were asleep on the 
second floor. The fire originated in a 
blacksmith shop adjoining the building 
in which the men were burned. 


Birthday of Norwegian Queen 
Christiana, Nov. 27.—The guns of the 


fortress and the warships fired salutes 
yesterday in honor of the birthday of 
Queen Maud. Their majesties spent 
the day quietly, though many visits 
were made to the palace and many 
gifts received in honor of the event. 


Football Piayer Stricken 
New York, Nov. 27.—The condition 
of Douglas Carter of the Columbia foot- 
ball team, who was seriously injured 
in the game with Pennsylvania Satur- 
day, is reported to be favorable. He is 
suffering from paralysis of both arms

CHAPTER 373, ACTS OF 1905. 


AN ACT RELATIVE TO THE TERMS OF OFF:CE 
OF MUNICIPAL AUDITORs. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows : 


Section l. After the passage of this act, and 
upon the expiration of the term for which any 
city auditor shall have been elected or appointed, 
and in every third year thereafter, there shall be 
elected or appointed in the manner required by 
the charters of their respective cities, an auditor 
of accounts to hold office for three years from 
the date of his election or appointment. 

Section 2. Eviry such auditor of accounts 
shall hold his office until the election or appoint- 
ment and qualification of his successor, unless 
sooner removed in accordance with the existing 
provision for removul inthe city charter under 
which such auditor has been elected or appoint- 
ed, or in accordance with any general law. 

Section 3. When a vacancy occurs in the 
office of auditor of accounts in any city, the per- 
son elected or appointed to fill such vacancy 
shall hold the office uniil the end of the unex- 
pired term of the person last holding such office. 

Section 4. This act shall be submitted to the 
voters of every city at the next municipal elec- 
tion, and upon its acceptanve by a majority of 
the voters voting thereon in any city it shall 
take ¢ffect in that city. 

Section 5. All acts and peck of acts incon-

Pattee’s history of Quincy tells us 
that the first post office in Quincy was 
in 1795 and the first postmaster Richard 
Cranch. At tbat time the rates of 
postage for a single letter were six 
cents for 80 miles, and the rate ran 


from this up to 22 cents for 450 milvs, 


and 24 cents for over 450 miles. 


The office under Mr. Cranch was} 


located on the south-east corner of what 
is now the Edwards estate on School 
street. Mr. Cranch died in 1811, and 
in 1812 Dr. Benjamin Vinton became 
the postmaster. He moved the office

In 1853 Daniel French was again 
made posmaster and again the oflice was 
moved, This time it went to Temple 
street in the Wilson building, the 
present site of the easterly end of 
the Adams building. 

In 1854 John A. Green became the 
postmaster and the office went back to 
the Jobn O. Holden building. 

Then came George Baxter in 1858 and 
the office was moved to the Town House 
being located in that part of the pres- 
ent building eccupied by the Commis- 
| Sioner of Public Works. 

In 1861 George L. Gill was appoiated 
postmaster and the office was moved to 
the old Savings Bank building which 
} Stood on the site now occupied by the 
Savings Bank building. 

Mr. Gill was succeeded in 1866 by 
John B. Bass who held office until 1886. 
Under Postmaster Bass the office was 
first located in the apothecary store of 
Jobn 8. Veazie in the old Court Room 
building, From there it went, to the 
building now . occupied by Johnson 
Bros., on Hancock«street, and then tu a 
new building on the corner of Hincock 
and Granite streets which was one of 
the buildings moved back to make room 
for the new block where the office is 
now located.

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HAVEN FOR JEWS 


Premier Laurier Says They Will 
Be Welcomed to Canada 
Ottawa, Nov. 28.—Premier Laurier 
last night, in an address before a meet- 
ing called to protest against the massa- 
cre of Jews in Russia and to subscribe 


funds for the survivors, suggested 
Canada as a haven for the persecuted 
race. 

Clarence T, Desola of Montreal, 
president of the Zionist Federation, 
sald 25,000 Jews had been murdered, 
100,000 maimed and that there were 
now 300,000 of them homeless and on 
the verge of starvation. Taking these 
facts for his text, Laurier freely dis- 
cussed conditions in Russia. He was 
doubtful if the present government at 
St. Petersburg had the power to end 
the present conditions and put a stop 
to the barbarity and cruei slaughter. 
They could not hope to bring all the 
homeless to Canada, said he, but all 
those who come will find a hearty wel- 
come under British institutions. 


Mrs Rogers Doom Sealed 

Washington, Nov. 28.—The supreme 
court of the United States decided it is 
without jurisdiction in the Mrs. Mary 
Rogers case. The court affirmed the 
decision of the United States district 
court of Vermont. If neither the govy- 
ernor nor the state courts take action 
in Mrs. Rogers’ behalf her execution 
must occur Dec. 8 next. The court held 
in effect that it was without jurisdic- 
tion in all the points raised. 

Windsor, Vt., Nov. 28.—Mrs. Mary 
M. Rogers has not yet been notified of 
the adverse decision of the supreme 
court which determines her fate. High 
Sheriff Peck is expected to inform her 
of the facts today. 


Hot Politics in Santo Domingo 

San Domingo, Nov. 28.—The minister 
of war has resigned to become com- 
mander of thearmy. Governor Ginebra 
has been appointed minister of war. 
President Morales informed his minis- 
ters that he desired their resignations 
and that he wanted a new head for the 
army. The ministers agreed to resign 
on condition that a new cabinet be 
formed with the approval not only of 
the president, but of Vice President Ca- 
ceres. This condition the president re- 
fused to grant. Thomas C. Dawson, 
the American minister, was instru- 
mental in bringing about a compromise 


arrangement. The crisis is considered 
over,

New York, Nov. 28.—Friends,’ rela- 
tives and sons and daughters of the 
Odessa Jews paraded in the East Side

with their followers kneeling in the 
street they chanted lamentations for the 
Gead in Odessa.

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Death List Is Now Placed at 


Seventeen 


President of Road Thinks En- 
gineer of Leading Locomotive 
of Express to Blame--Local 
Trainmen Are Exonerat:s” 


Lincoln, Mass., Nov. 28.—After ~:ear- 
ing away the remaining traces of Sun- 
day night's disaster at Bakers Bridge 
station and an investigation by the 
railroad officials, state authorities, and 
the newspapers, it is practically settled 
that 17 persons lost their lives, 12 were 
seriously wounded, and a score more or 
less injured, as the resuit of the terrible 
rear-end collision. 

Investigation by the railroad officials 
began immediately after the accident, 
inspectors of the railroad commission- 
ers have made a separate examination, 
and tomorrow Judge Keyes of Concord 
will hold an inquest. 

President Tuttle of the road blames 
H. W. Lyons, engineer of the leading 
locomotive. Lyons, who is not severely 
injured, reached his home in Boston, 
but no attempt was made by fhe authori- 
ties to take him into custody. It is 
said that the engineer admitted seeing 
some of the signals used for the protec- 
tion of the accommodation train. 

At the Boston morgue 10 of the 
bodies have been positively identified 
and claimed by relative; Reports 
from Maynard, where many of the vic- 
tims resided, show that two persons, 


believed to have been on the train, 
have not yet been heard from. 
A statement regarding the wreck 


was issued by President Tuttle of the 
Boston and Maine railroad. According 
to Tuttle, the road’s investigation had 
established the fact that precautions 
had been taken by the crew of the local 
train to protect it from the express by 
throwing out red hand-torches and also 
by placing at stations, three miles back 
of the scene of the accident, of precau- 
tionary lights. 

Last night President Tuttle of the 
Boston and Maine railroad made the 
following statement: 

“I shall be surprised if Engineer 
Lyons of the Montreal express is not 
brought before the grand jury.. For by 
his own admission he is criminally re- 
sponsible for the terrible disaster. To 
Superintendent Cheever and Assistant 
Superintendent Smith of the Fitchburg 
division, this man, on being questioned 
after the collision, said: ‘I saw the 
green signals which warned me of the 
train ahead. I cannot explain why I 
did not obey the rules.’ 

“After a most searching inquiry I 
find that the first warning was given 
by a red fusee which Donat Gauthier, 
rear brakeman of the local train, 
dropped at Silver Hill station. Then 
came the green lantern at Lincoln 
Great road, and further on another red 
fusee. Outside of Lincoln railroad sta- 
tion the second green light was dis- 
played. Still the express train pro- 
ceeded ahead with unabated speed and 
passed the last warning—a red fusee 
just east of Bakers Bridge. Then fol- 
lowed the death-dealing crash.” 

The inquest by Judge Keyes of Con- 
cord will begin tomorrow and will be 
held in the district court of that town. 
It is expected that the finding will be 
sent to the district attorney within a 
week. The wreck has been sufficiently 
cleared to enable the complete resump- 
tion of traffic on this portion of the road. 


Must Refrain From a Jag 

Binghamton, N. Y., Novy. 28.—On ap- 
plication of Recorder Roberts’ attorneys 
Justice Sewell has granted a stay, re- 
straining the common council from 
hearing charges against Roberts, pend- 
ing an appeal on condition that Roberts 
remain sober until the appeal is decided 
by the appellate court and with the 
understanding that the stay will be re- 
voked if the recorder becomes intoxi- 
cated before the case is decided by the 
higher court. 


A Job For Weyler 

Madrid, Nov. 28—War | Minister 
Weyler has left for Barcelona to in- 
vestigate and repress the Catalonian 
disorders. These have assumed seri- 
ous proportions between the military 
and separatist elements. A number of 
street demonstrations have occurred. 
Weyler has been authorized to take all 
the measures necessary to restore or- 
der. 


Many Men Biown to Atoms 

Emporium, Pa., Noy. 28.—An explo- 
sion at the Keystone Powder works 
destroyed the entire works, killed nine 
men and injured several others. The 
body of William Sprung was the only 
one of the dead recovered. The top of 
his head and one leg were blown off. 
Searchers are picking up the other 
bodies in small pieces.

WHY NOT? 


YALE FALLING BEHIND 


A Leading College Oily In the 
Matter of Athletics 

Cambridge, Mass., Nov. 28.—The 
Harvard Graduates’ Magazine for De- 
cember will contain an article by 4 
graduate of the university setting forth 
that Harvard should abandon athletic 
relations with Yale on the ground that 
such relations are used by Yale simply 
as a basis upon which to claim party 
with Harvard as an institution of learn- 
ing. Harvard, he says, furthermore, 
cannot win without adopting Yale 
methods, and this she cannot do with- 
out violence to her ideals. 

Speaking of an alleged tendency on 
the part of the Yale authorities to 
maintain silence concerning the internal 
weakness of the university, in contrast 
to Harvard's policy of publicity and 
self-correction, the writer continues: 

“The only publicity which Yale has 
consistently encouraged is publicity in 
athletics. Thanks to the linking of 
Yale’s name with Harvyard’s in the 
sports of the past 30 years, the public 
has gone on supposing that Harvard 
and Yale were about on a level as in- 
stitutions of education. The truth has 
been that, while Harvard has steadily 
held the primacy of American universi- 
ties since 1870, Yale has dropped to 
sixth or eighth place in point of attend- 
ance, and has been outstripped by four, 
if not five other universities, in its of- 
fering of high-grade instruction and in 
its professional schools.” 


Mrs Gustafson Follows Husband 

Westport, Conn., Novy. 28.—Mrs. Ed- 
ward Gustafson, who fatally shot her 
husband in a sudden attack of insanity 
at their home in South Norwalk, com- 
mitted suicide in the Westport sani- 
tarium. Taking advantage of the tem- 
porary absence of the nurse of her ward, 
Mrs. Gustafson tied her night robe 
about her neck and then fastening a 
loop of it around a post of her’ bed, 
threw her weight against the noose and 
died of strangulation. 

A Manchester Mystery 

Manchester, N. H., Nov. 28—At a 
late hour last night the body of Xavier 
Tremblay, uged 57, was found on the 
steps of his home on Central street. 
There were several wounds on the dead 
man’s head. A trail of blood led across 
Central street up a back street to Chest- 
nut street, to a house occupied by Louis 
Adams.

Boston, Nov. 28.—The American Na- 
tional bank has closed and National 
Bank Examiner Neal has been ap- 
pointed receiver. There has been gen- 
eral dissatisfaction among the direc- 
tors over the management of the bank. 


American Attacked In Russia 

St. Petersburg, Noy. 28.—Secretary 
Bliss of the American embassy was as- 
saulted by roughs on the Horse Guard 
boulevard. He was returning to the 
embassy afoot after dining at the yacht 
club. The men suddenly sprang upon 
him from the shadow of the boulevard 
trees. He managed, however, to knock 
down one of his assailants before aid ar- 
rived. Bliss was cut about the face, 
but not otherwise injured. Charge of 
Affairs Eddy sent a note to Foreign 
Minister Lamsdorff, calling his atten- 
tion to the assault on Bliss, but made 
no demands. 


Sea Washing Away Isiand 

New York, Noy. 28.—The unusual cir- 
cumstance of parts of an inhabited isl- 
and sinking into the sea, with buildings 
toppling over into the water, had a con- 
tinuation on Barren island, in Jamaica 
bay. The tide cut another piece of land 
off the end of the island, and part of an- 
other building floated out to sea. Last 
Saturday two buildings and the land 
they stood upon slid into this tide, and 
on Sunday about 2000 more square feet 
of land crumbled away before the ac- 
tion of the waters. 


Great Strike Threatened 

New York, Nov. 28.—Sixteen thou- 
sand members of the Bridge and 
Structural Iron Workers and House- 
smiths’ union of this city may go on 
strike today as a result of the efforts on 
the part of the constructing firm of Post 
& McCord to force an open shop plan 
by putting 300 men to work on three of 
the 30 buildings they are erecting in 
New York city.

HELD FOR A FEW DAYS 


Perkins Tells of Investment For 
Nylic Insurance Fund- Thou- 
sands Paid Hamilton From 
Syndica‘e vrofits 


New York, Noy. 28.—One of the most 
interesting features of the life insur- 
ance investigation developed a few min- 
utes before adjournment of the Arm- 
strong cemmittee yesterday when 
Theodore F. Banta, cashier of the New 
York Life Insurance company, testi- 
fied that about the beginning of 1901 
Edmund D. Randolph, treasurer of the 
company, opened the vaults of the com- 
pany, removed New York City stock 
valued at $700,000 and put a check of 
the Central National bank for $700,000 
in its place. 

Banta said he helped to open vaults 
at the order of Randolph and that he 
supposed Randolph acted for the 
finance committee. The stock was kept 
out for a few days and was then re- 
turned and the check withdrawn. The 
transaction was not recorded on the 
books of the company, so far as Banta 
knew. The effect of the operation 
would be that anyone having that stock 
would have $700,000 worth of untax- 
able property at the end of the year. 
Banta did not know who received the 
stock. 

Vice President Perkins of the New 
York Life Insurance company and 
member of the firm of J. P. Morgan & 
Co., bankers, described to the commit- 
tee the transaction which resulted in 
his receipt of $40,193 from Kidder, Pea- 
body & Co. of Boston, as half the profits 
of the sale of $2,000,000 worth of bonds 
of the Mexican Centra! Railroad com- 
pany. Milton M. Mattison, a book- 
keeper of the New York Life, had pre- 
viously testified that $930,000 of the life 
insurance company’s money was used 
in the transaction and that Perkins got 
the profit. 

Perkins said yesterday that he went 
into the transaction for the Nylic fund, 
which is owned by the agents of the 
New York Life, and that he invested 
the profits for that fund. The life in- 
surance company, he said, profited to 
the extent of 5 percent interest on the 
loan of $930,000. He stated that the 
company had no right to the $40,193 
profits. 

Perkins said also that J. P. Morgan 
& Co. had taken up notes of Andrew 
Hamilton and BE. E. McCall, formerly 
justice of the New York state supreme 
court, amounting to $56,310, at the re- 
quest of President McCall of the New 
York Life, and that the amount with 
interest was paid to Andrew Hamilton 
by the New York Life from the pro- 
ceeds of a syndicate in United States 
Steel corporation stock. 

President McCall told the committee 
yesterday that he had told the Central 
National bank and E. E. McCall that 
Hamilton was good for $50,000 and that 
they had then taken Hamilton’s note. 
President McCall said the New York 
Life owed Hamilton the $56,310 and 
took the syndicate profits to pay him. 
The result was that the payment did not 
appear on the books of the company. 
The reason was that he wanted to keep 
Hamilton’s expenses down. 

Much evidence was given both by 
Perkins and McCall about the New 
York Security and Trust company’s 
participation in the United States Steel 
corporation syndicate to the extent of | 
$3,250,000, having the deposits of the 
New York Life for about that amount. 
The New York Life got 75 percent of 
the profits and Perkins contended that 
it was a safe and profitable venture. 
McCall said the life insurance com- 
pany should have participated directly 
instead of indirectly. 


McCurdy Retains Presidency 

New York, Nov. 28.—Walter Gillette, 
vice president of the Mutual Life 
Insurance company, denies reports that 
R. A. McCurdy has resigned the presi- 
dency of the Mutual Life and that R. 
H. McCurdy had retired from the gen- 
eral managership of the company. Gil- 
lette says, however, that L. A. Thibaud, 
son-in-law of President McCurdy, has 
relinquished the position of the com- 
pany’s general agent for New York. 


Engiand at Jamestown Show 
London, Nov. 28.—"“We are now 
fully assured that Great Britain will 
have representative military and naval 
contingents at Jamestown in 1907,” de- 
clares President Tucker of the James- 
town (Va.) Exposition company. Armed 
with Great Britain's acceptance, Tuck- 
er expects his visits to other foreign 
capitals will be equally successful. 


Pollce Scoop In Peasants 

Moscow, Nov. 28.—The president and 
all the principal members of the con- 
gress of peasants were arrested here 
under the authority of martial law. 
Among those arrested was M. Tchiri- 
koff, author of the play “The Chosen 
People.”

TWO PLEAD GUILTY 


Crawford and Howard Admit 
Share In Geary Crime 


DISPOSED OF THE BODY 


One of Them Gives Evidence 
Against Doctor Who Is Alleged 
to Have Suggested and Carried 
Out 


to Remove Rings From Fingers 


Dismemberment--Forgot 


Boston, Noy. 28.—The trial of Dr. 
Percy D. McLeod, one of the persons 
under indictment for the death of Sus- 
anna Geary, the victim of the famous 
suit case tragedy, has begun in the su- 
perior criminal court. 

Previous to empanelling the jury 
Louis D. Crawford and William E. 
Howard were arraigned in the same 
case and pleaded guilty to being acces- 
sories after the fact to the death of Miss 
Geary. Both were remanded to jail to 
await sentence, but Crawford was sub- 
sequently brought back into the court 
room and was the principal witness of 
the day against Dr. McLeod. 

After McLeod had pleaded not guilty, 
the jury was quickly empanneled and 
first listened to the testimony of Med- 
ical Examiner Harris, who described 
the condition of the body and stated 
that the immediate cause of death was 
peritonitis. Mrs. Geary, mother of the 
girl, identified the victim of the tragedy 
as her daughter, and also a number of 
letters from her daughter. The third 
witness was Morris Nathan; the girl's 
lover, who admitted his responsibility 
| for the girl's conditicn. 

The interest in the trial, however, 
centered in the testimony of Crawford. 
He stated that he was a familiar visitor 
at the office of Mrs. Dr. Jane Bishop, 
where it is claimed the illegal operation 
on the Geary girl was performed, and 
that he had seen McLeod eat the office 
once or twice a week for the past four 
|} years. He claimed that he had noth- 
ing whatever to do with the operation 
"pon the girl, but that it was performed 
by Mrs. Deane, for whom the local du- 
thorities are searching. 

He said that the day before Miss 
Geary died in the Roxbury house where 
she was taken McLeod and Mrs. Deane 
agreed that death was only a question 
of a few hours and that the body must 
be disposed of in some manner. Dr. 
McLeod suggested dismemberment. 
At McLeod's direction, Crawford said 
that he purchased the suit cases and 
on the day of Miss Geary’s death ecar- 
ried them to the house. Dr. McLeod 
took them upstairs and reappeared in 
about half an hour. He told Crawford 
; and his companion, Howard, that he 
| had pi iced the trunk in the larger case, 
| the limbs in the smaller and the head 
in the small bag. 

Crawford and Howard then took the 
bag and cases and that night threw 
them into the harbor. Crawford said 
that he received $115 from persons in 
the Bishop office. He met McLeod the 
next day and the latter said that he 
failed to remove the girl's rings, but 
that he thought that it would be all 
right. 


| Boys Tried to Hide Tragedy 
Norwich, N. Y., Nov. 28.—While 
playing with a number of boys on a re- 
; volving turntable in the railroad yards 
here George W. Sherman, 6 years old, 
was crushed to death between the end 
of the table and the track. The boys 
carried the body to the tracks, expect- 
| ing it would be believed that their com- 


panion had been struck by a train. 
The railroad officials said that as far 
as they knew, no one had been killed 
by a train. Upon being questioned by 
the coroner one of the boys gave the 
true facts. 


Strike Deadiock Continues 

St. John, Nov. 28.—Shipping men 
claim the turning point in the long- 
shoremen’s strike has been reached and 
that the men have lost. The long- 
shoremen, however, declare that they 
will hold out. Superintendent Nairn 
of the Donaldson line offered the men 
last year’s rate and to supply supper 
to them aboard ship. This was de- 
clined and In reply the men asked the 
rates prevailing at Portland, Me. 

Nairn declined to consider the proposal. 


Selzure of Turkish Customs 

Mytilene, Nov. 28.—Eight warships 
of the combined fleet arrived here yes- 
terday. Admiral Von Jedina, accom- 
panied by the Austrian consul, pro- 
ceeded to the government house and 
handed an ultimatum to the governor.

Older Boys’ \Cooperation 


Necessary 


To Fight 
Gypsy Moths 
And the 
Browntails 


A. H. Kirkland, the State superin- 
tendent fur suppressing the gypsy and 
brown-tail moths, spoke very interest- 
ingly on his work Tuesday evening at 
Bethany chapel under the auspices of 
the Quincy Women’s Club, 

There was a large attendance of ladies 
and gentlemen representing different 
parts of the city; also several of the 
Councilmen, members of the Park Com- 
mission, and other officials. 

Mr. Kirkland was introduced by Mrs. 
Dexter E, Wadsworth, the chairman of 
the Civic Committee of the Women’s 
Club. At the outset he said trees were 
worth having and they added much to 
the attractiveness of estates and com- 
munities. 

At best the trees have a_ hard 
time especially in cities where the streets 
are paved and the sidewalks connected, 
and it is difficult fur nourishment or 
water to get to the roots. The roots also 
suffer from leaking gas mains, and are 
often cut ip laying pipes, street rail- 
ways, etc. 

Then horses feed upon the tree 
trunks and electric wires often kill 
noble trees. It is a wonder we have 
apy trees at all. 

There are more insects than a few 
years ago because the sparrows have 
driven away other birds, and pests have 
been brought here from abroad. 

Coming to the moths, Mr. Kirkland 
said there were egg masses all over 
Quincy and it was important that every 
citizen should look over his trees this 
winter, He illustrated with stereopti- 
con views the moths, the caterpillars, 
the egg masses, etc. Also the destruc- 
tion which the pests have caused in 
towns north of Boston. 

He described the moths fully, not 
only the gypsy and brown-tail but other 
kinds, so that they might be dis- 
tinguished. Told of the rapidity with 
which the pests multiply. They not 
only were destructive, but where they 
come in contact with the human flesb, 
produced a most severe and painful 
nettling, and in many cases had made 
people seriously ill. 

Mr. Kirkland was confident a parasite 
would be found but in the meantime 
there was much work to be done, and 
it could be successful only by coopera- 
tion. This was urged upon Quincy 
people. He understood city officials 
would push the work to protect trees 
in the streets, but individuals should 
clean up their estates. The ladies of the 
Quincy Women’s club should continue 
to agitate the work,

PROBING OF SYNDICATES 


Squire Tells of Deals In Which 
Officers of the Equitable De- 
rived Profits--New York Life 
Money Paid to Hamilton by 
Another Concern 


New York, Noy. 29.—Just before the 
legislative insurance investigating com- 
mittee adjourned yesterday Charles E. 
Hughes, counsel for the committee, 
produced a policy written by the Mu- 
tual Reserve Life Insurance company 
upon the life of an unnamed man, 
which policy stipulated upon the first 
page that the insured should pay fixed 
and stated premiums, “subject to other 
benefits and requirements elsewhere 
stated.” 

On page 2 of the policy he read a 
clause that the executive committee of 
the company could require the holder 
of the policy to pay any multiple of the 
amount of the premium stated on the 
first page which the committee saw fit. 
George D. Eldredge, vice president and 
actuary of the company, to whom 
Hughes read the policy, said that the 
number of such policies issued was 
small. 

Previously Edmund D. Randolph, 
treasurer of the New York Life Insur- 
ance company, had said that it was true 
that he removed $700,000 worth of New

& Squire. That firm might have bought 
it from the officers of the Equitable so- 
ciety, Squire said, but he did not know. 

Mr. Hughes also brought out that a 
profit of $22,000 had been paid to Squire 
from the sales of stock of the Lawyers’ 
Mortgage company to the Equitable so- 
ciety and that Squire had divided profits 
from an unknown operation, aggregat- 
ing $18,960, among four officers of the

MASKS ON FACES 


Doctors Concealed Their Fea- 


tures From Patients 


THE TRIAL OF M'LEOD 


Many Witnesses Testify That He 
Often Called at Office Where 
Miss Geary May Have Had il- 
legal Operation Performed 


Boston, Nov. 29.—Shocking in its de- 
tails, the story of the dismemberment 
and disposition of the body of Susanna 
A. Geary, the Cambridge chorus girl, 
was rehearsed in the superior criminal 
court at the trial of Dr. Percy D. Me- 
Leod, who is charged with being an ac- 
cessory to a criminal operation. 

The principal witnesses were Louis 
H. Crawford and William Howard, 
sometimes known as Hunt, who were 
arrested in New York; Emma Coulter, 
and Sarah Griffith, nurse at the house 
on Winthrop street, Roxbury, where the 
Geary girl is said to have died, and, Dr. 
John H. Pettee of Roxbury, who testi- 
fied that he had been called by McLeod 
to attend a patient at the Winthrop 
street house. 

During the examination of Hunt and 
Miss Griffith it was brought out that 
McLeod wore a mask to conceal his 
features when he attended patients at 
the house on Winthrop street. Miss 
Griffith further testified that Pettee 
also wore a mask. Both McLeod and 
Pettee, Miss Griffith said, were masked 
while the Geary girl was conscious, but 
as soon as she became unconscious 
they uncovered their faces and made 
no attempt to conceal their identity. 


When questioned by counsel for Me- 
Leod, Miss Griffith said that the masks 
were not worn for protection, but in 


order that the physician’s features 
might not be seen by the patient. 

It was brought out by many of the 
witnesses that McLeod' was a frequent 
ealled at the “Mrs. Bishop” office on 
Tremont street, where the illegal opera- 
tion on Susan Geary Is alleged to have 
been performed. McLeod, it was testi- 
fied, had also been in the habit of calling 
at the Winthrop street house. Accord- 
ing to the testimony he called regularly 
Saturday at the Bishop office to collect 
the money due him for his services. 

The testimony brought out that Me- 
Leod did the “outside work,” that is, he 
had no part in the illegal operation, but 
attended to patients upon whom such 
operations had been performed. ; 

During his cross-examination of Hunt 
Attorney Vahey, counsel for McLeod, 
asked the witness if, while living in 
Philadelphia, he had ever thrown new- 
ly born infants into a furnace or 
placed the bodies of victims of his illegal 
operations in quicklime. Hunt replied 
negatively, but admitted that he had 
conducted an illegal medical office in 
Philadelphia and had also performed 
illegal operations in Boston. 


An Engine of Destruction 

Washington, Nov. 29.—What an 
eight-inch armor piercing shell fired at 
a distance of 1500 yards will do to the 
side of an armored cruiser, protected 
by a five-inch armor plate on a protec- 
tive deck nearly three inches thick, 
was demonstrated by an important test 
at the naval proving grounds at Indian 
Head. The shell pierced the five-inch 
plate, went through the inclined pro- 
tective deck and buried itself in the 
coal bunkers. The detailed conditions 
under which the test was conducted 
are kept in confidence. 


Court Will Not Help Patrick 

Albany, Nov. 29.—The court of ap- 
peals has denied the motion made in be- 
half of Albert T. Patrick for an amend- 
ment of the remittitur recording the 
court’s dismissal of his appeal from 
conviction of murder in the first degree. 
The matter is purely technical, but it 
was of great importance to Patrick, as 
its procedure would have facilitated 
Patrick’s appeal to the supreme court 
of the United States. 


Wrestlers Evenly Matched

COLUMBIA LEADS | 


Football Not a Recognized Sport 
at the University 


THE ACTION IS FINAL 


Association Must Disband and 
Have All Its Accounts Settled 
by End of Present Year--Di- 
versified Opinions on Game

New York, Nov. 29.—Columbia uni- 
versity has abolished the game of foot- 

j ball, as at present played, as one of the 
| sports in which students ofthe univer- 
sity will be permitted to engage. This 
action was taken last night at a meet- 


| ing of the Columbia university com- 
mittee on student organizations. The 
| following preamble and _ resolutions 


| 


were adopted: 

“Under the authority conferred by 
| the university council on student or- 
| ganizations, ‘to supervise and control 
all student organization, athletic and 
other, which in any way represent the 
| university before the public,’ it is 

“Resolved, that from and after Dec. 
| 31, 1905, the Football association of 
| Columbia university shall be disbanded, 
| before which date all its accounts shall 

be, settled to the satisfaction of the 
| comptroller of student organizations. 
| “Resolved, that in the opinion of this 
| committee the present game of football 
| shall be abolished and the committee 
respectfully recommend tothe univer- 
| sity council that the game be _ prohib- 
| ited at Columbia university.” 

The action of this committee is 
| final. The students are not permitted 
| to play without the consent of the com- 
| mittee and if they do so they render 

themselves liable to expulsion. Pro- 
fessor Lord said, after the meeting of 
| the committee: 

“The reason for this action needs no 
; explanation. They must be present to 
|the mind of everyone acquainted with 
the game as now played. Only by such 
| radical action can the university and 
college life be rid of an absession 
which, it is believed, has become as 
| burdensome to the great mass of stu- 
| dents as it has proved itself harmful 
to academic standing and dangerous to 
| human life.” 


Camp’s Suggestion 

Chicago, Noy. 29.—Walter Camp, the 
| football authority, who is in Chicago, 
| expressed little surprise at the action 
| taken by Columbia university. “The 
j time has come,” said Camp, “when 
{some action must be taken modifying 
| the style of the present college football 
|}game. I believe a rule compelling the 
carrying of the ball 10 yards for three 
downs will ultimately prove the solu- 
| tion of the obnoxious elements of col- 
| lege football, and I sincerely believe 
| that the time is near at hand when 
{either this rule will be adopted uni- 
| versally, or some other means will be 
decided upon whereby all danger to the 
| player will be eliminated.” 


New York University Acts 
New York, Noy. 29.—The faculty of 
| the University of New York has taken 
definite action looking to the abolish- 
ment of the game of football as it now 
is played. Every college whose foot- 
ball team has played against the uni- 
versity since 1885 has been invited to 
take part in a conference to fully con- 
| sider and finally dispose of the future of 
the game. With the call for the con- 
|ference is the announcement that the 
New York university delegates will 
support a resolution that the present 
game of football ought to be abolished. 


Other Sports More Dangerous 

New York, Noy. 29.—Coach Morley 
of Columbia, when asked what he 
thought of the action of the committee, 
said: “The number of deaths from 
football this season was 19. I believe 
| the death rate is considerably smaller 
than in such sports as automobiling, 
| steeplechasing, hockey, or horseback 
|riding and other strenuous sports. 
| Football as played by the large college 
| teams is, of course, faster and harder 
|than that played by the smaller or 
| junior teams throughout the country, 
| but they are able to do it because of 
their good physical condition.” 


Game Should Be Modified 

Chicago, Nov. 29.—Acting President 
Judson of the Uinversity of Chicago, 
when informed of the action taken by 
Columbia university against the pres- 
ent style of college football, said: 
“Football is too good a sport to be en- 
tirely abolished from the American 
| colleges and the drastic action taken by 
Columbla university will undoubtedly 
| be the inauguration of . movement 
which will ultimately result in such a 
modification of the game as to eliminate 
| any danger to the players that may 
now exist.”

TO FIGHT FURLHER 
Exceptions In the Case of Mur- 
derer Tucker Are Overruled 


Nov. 29.—The full bench of 
the Massachusetts supreme court, by a 


soston, 


unanimous opinion, overruled the ex- 
ceptions in the case of L. 
Tucker, convicted of the murder of 
Mabel Page at Weston on March 31, 
1904, which were taken by his counsel 
at the trial, as well as the motion fora 
new trial, and remanded the case to the 
superior court for sentence. 

If there is the least possible grounds 
for it, Lawyer Vahey will petition the 
supreme court for a rehearing, Failing 
in this, the case will go to the United 
States supreme court on an exception 
regarding the prisoner's constitutional 
rights, which counsel claims were vio- 
lated by the search of his home for evi- 
dence without a warrant. 

In the usual course of legal procedure 
Tucker will soon be brought into court 
and the death sentence will be pro- 
nounced. By his counsel carrying the 
case to the highest court, however, it 
will act as a stay of sentence.

Changing Ship Subsidy Bill 
Washington, Nov. 29.—The merchant 


marine commission has considered 
amendments to the ship subsidy Dill 
presented to the last congress. The 
commission made several verbal 
changes for the sake of added clear- 
ness and precision, and limiting the 


subventions absolutely to ships engaged 
principally in the foreign trade as dis- 
tinct from the coastwise commerce, 
providing specifically that no vessel re- 
ceiving a subvention shall receive any 
other subvention, bounty or subsidy 
from the United States, and requiring 
that one-half of the deck force of ships 
receiving subyentions shall be able 
seamen, who have served at least two 
years on deck. 


New Epoch In Austrian History! 

Vienna, Nov. 29.—The Austrian ped- 
ple throughout the entire land yester- 
day made known to the crown their 
demand for equal suffrage, and even as 
this demand was being volced, the 
crown, through Premier Frankenthurn, 
in parliament, was assuring the people 
that their will would be done. The 
premier promised to bring in by the end 
of February a bill providing for a full 
and free universal, equal and direct suf- 
frage. The people made known their 
demand by a series of monster demon- 
strations in all the principal cities and 
towns of the country. 


Opposed to Rate Legislation 

Buffalo, Nov. 29.—That the four big 
railroad brotherhoods will take con- 
certed action against government regu- 
lation of railroad rates was confirmed 
by Grand Chief Stone of the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Engineers. “You 
ean say thet circulars now are being 
printed by the Brotherhoods of Engi- 
needs, Firemen, Trainmen and Conduc- 
tors,” said Stone. “They will be sent 
to all employes of the four big brother- 
hoods and will explain why we are op- 
posed to government regulation of 
rates.” 


Extension Wii! Cost $50,000,000 

New York, Nov. 29.—At a _ special 
meeting of directors of the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul Railway com- 
pany the board formally authorized the 
building of the St. Paul extension to 
the Pacific coast from Evarts, 8S. D., to 
Seattle and Tacoma. It is estimated 
that the cost will be about $50,000,000.

Rome, Nov. 29.—Professor De Ma- 
rinis, a member of the chamber of depu- 
ties, who is looked upon as an authority 
on foreign affairs, asserts positively 
that Austria has secretly concluded an 
agreement with Greece by which the 
latter is to take over part of Albania, 
a region in the western part of Euro- 
pean Turkey.

New York, Nov. 29.—George Acker- 
man, 23 years old, convicted of illegally 
voting at the recent election, was sen- 
tenced to the Elmira reformatory for 
not less than 14 months. He pleaded 
guilty to voting twice,
